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Phoenix to build 849 units 
Village pushes plans 
to purchase golf club

Buffalo Grovo officials have accepted 


tho recent audit of the Buffalo Grove 
Golf Club and arc moving along with 
plans to purchase tho IB-hole, 128-acrc 
course for operation by the village. 


In exchange for the opportunity to pur- 


chase the course, village board members 
have granted a zoning change to allow 
the Phoenix Construction Co. to build 849 
multi-family units on the property sur- 
rounding It. 


A letter, however, from Bernard Wolf 


of the Phoenix Co. spurred a heated dis- 
cussion among board members Tuesday 
night Wolf, in a letter to village Pres. 
Gary Armstrong, asked tho village for 
tho option of renting the units in tho 
event Phoenix is unable to sell them. 


TRUSTEES CLARICE RECH. Edward 


Osmon and Randall Rathjcn, a» well as 
several residents attending the meeting, 
said they are opposed to granting tho 
r e q u e s t because Phoenix officials, 
throughout all of Its public hearings with 
tho village, said the units would bo sold 
and not rented. They said the fact that 
the unita would bo individually owned 
was a key factor In the decision of tho 
village board to grant the zoning change. 


•ARE PIPES and construction debris 
reveal there's a lot to bt done before 
home arts students can move into tho 
new wing at Holmes Junior High 
School in Wheeling. Additions were 
built at all three junior highs in the 
district this summer, but a strike and 
material shortages prevented 
com- 


pletion before school started last 
week.

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In the letter, Wolf did not say his com- 


pany planned to switch to all rental 
units, but did say It would like that op- 
tion in tho event it becomes necessary. 
The poor mortgage market, he said, may 
moke It difficult to sell the units. 


Tho trustees and residents who oppose 


granting the request said it represents a 
"drastic change" from what was origi- 
nally presented to the village board. 


OSMON SAID HE fears granting the 


request giving Phoenix the right to build 
low-income rental units if it desired. 


Several other trustees said they are not 


opposed to granting the request and do 
not believe it will affect the quality of the 
project. They said Phoenix probably still 
would build a development with primar- 
ily individually-owned homes. 


Trustee Thomas Mahbney said he 


thinks it would bo "blatantly illegal" and 
"totally unfair" for the village board to 
attempt to' prevent Phoenix from con- 
structing rental units. The developer, he 
said, has the right to decide whether the 
units should be sold or rented. 


Village Atty. Richard Raysa said even 


though Phoenix committed itself to build- 
ing units that would bo sold, its request 
probably would be granted by a court of 


equity If it could prove it was undergoing 
an economic hardship. 


TRUSTEES DID NOT approve or deny 


the Phoenix request Monday night, but 
will inform the firm that it will consider 
its request In the event it faces economic 
hardship after it builds and attempts to 
sell the units. 


Following that decision, tho village 


board passed the ordinance changing the 
zoning of the Phoenix property. Arm- 
strong, Mahoney and trustees James Shir- 
ley and Jerry Driscoll approved the zon- 
ing change, while Mrs. Rech, Osmon and 
Rathjcn opposed it. 


Mrs. Rech has opposed the Phoenix 


project from the start and Osmon and 
Rathjcn said they are against changing 
the zoning until they know whether the 
units are to be sold or rented. 


Prior to the board's decision to pass 


the ordinance, it accepted an indepen- 
dent audit of the golf course. The audit 
showed the golf course lost $6,888 in 1973, 
but officials believe the village will be 
able to turn that around and operate it at 
a profit. 


ALTHOUGH THE course operated at a 


loss, officials said that factor alone can

School figures down 
first time in 15 years 


Tho total enrollment in Wheeling-Buf- 


falo Grove Dist. 21 is down for the first 
time In at least 15 years, according to 
figures released Wednesday by Supt. 
Kenneth Gill. 


The over-all student population has de- 


creased by 45 since last year in the 17 
schools in the district. 


Gill attributes the decline to a general 


slowdown In the birth rate, construction 
leveling off in some areas of the district 


i 
and high vacancy rates in multi-family 
and apartment complexes in some areas. 


THE GREATEST DROPS in enroll- 


ment occurred at schools on the eastern 
side of the district. Frost School, Mount 
Prospect, lost the most students, with 52 
less registered this year. 


Enrollment also dropped from 401 to 


369 at Sandburg School, Wheeling, and at 


the two junior high schools — London is 
down 21 students and Holmes is down 29. 


Kilmer and Alcott schools, Buffalo 


Grove, lost 25 and 20 students respective- 
ly; Poe School, Arlington Heights, 21, 
and Hawthorne School, Wheeling, 18. 


S t u d e n t enrollment at Stevenson 


School, Wheeling, anticipated to drop by 
50 students, is at last year's level of 382. 


LARGEST INCREASE in enrollments 


occurred at Cooper Junior High School, 
Buffalo Grove, where it is up by 46; 
Riley School, Arlington Heights, 43; Ir- 
ving School, in south Buffalo Grove, 35, 
and Tarkington School, Wheeling, 31. 


The over-all downhill trend in enroll- 


ment will be short-lived, Gill predicted. 


The superintendent said he anticipates 


adding only two schools at the most to 
the district in the foreseeable future. 


Village reverses 
policy on agendas 


Buffalo Grove officials rejected a pro- 


posal by Village Pros. Gary Armstrong 
calling for a halt to the policy of provid- 
ing the press with agenda packets for 
village board meetings. 


The board's decision came Tuesday 


night after Armstrong informed the 
trustees that he had "taken the liberty" 
to change the policy in an attempt to 
save the village money. He said the cost 
of material and labor for providing five 
newspapers with agenda packets comes 
to more than $1,000 a year. 


Tho decision, Armstrong said, was 


based "strictly on financial consid- 
erations" and did not reflect any ani- 
mosity toward the press. He said since 
tho village was forced to borrow money 
through the salo of tax anticipation war- 
rants, ho has been looking for ways to 
"cut corners" and curb spending. 


TRUSTEE EDWARD OSMON, how- 


ever, told fellow board members he feels 
it would be unwise to stop supplying the 
newspapers with tho weekly agenda 
packets. 


"I feel tho good will we derive from 


this service more than offsets the cost," 
ho said. "I personally would not like to 
see It stopped." 


Following some discussion, the board 


decided to continue giving the news- 
paper copies of ordinances, resolutions, 


public contracts and agreements and oth- 
er documents requested. 


Village Clerk Verna Clayton said she 


will attempt to work with the newspapers 
•and provide them with what they 
request, while eliminating the reproduc- 
tion of documents which are of little In- 
terest to them. 


Trustee James Shirley said the village 


may be able to save money by more 
carefully monitoring duplication of mate- 
rials and eliminating needless dupli- 
cation of some documents.

Thing of the past 


Gas price wars and premiums are gone... 


now all you get is gas at set high prices

The average motorist has lost the 


leverage he once enjoyed when full- 
fledged, knock-down, drag-out price 
wars brought the cost of a gallon of 
gasoline tumbling down. 


Now, however, that phenomenon 


appears to be a definite thing of the 
past. Gasoline probably will be get- 
ting more expensive — not less — 
and there will be no return to cus- 
tomer-attracting premiums so popu- 
lar a few years ago. 


"We're concerned with getting rid 


of our allocations. We don't worry 
about pricing at all," said Bob Horel, 
for seven years a mechanic at Ger- 
ry's Super Shell, Algonquin and Elm- 
hurst roads on the Mount Prospect- 
Elk Grove Village border. 


"WE'RE SUPPOSED to be run- 


ning a service station, not a dime 
store," said Chuck Nauert, owner for 
11 years of Chuck's Marathon across 
tho street. 


"Gas prices will go down when ev- 


erything else goes back to normal, 
like rents and the price of milk," 
said an employe of Allstar Car Wash, 
which leases the Standard Station on 
the corner opposite the other two sta- 
tions. 


Once, these three stations might 


have been embroiled in a major, 
battle over customers by slicing 
prices and generally trying to outdo 
the others by offering special ser- 
vices and premiums. It was common 
for them to spend $50,000 per year on 
various promotions. 


It was a motorist's dream. Com- 


petition made the purchase of a gal- 
lon of gasoline a good buy. When one 
station lowered their price a few 
pennies the other stations lowered 
theirs too. When another station 
doubled or tripled free stamp alloca- 
tions the others did the same. 


Now, these and most other service 


station owners are making money off 
the gasoline they sell in contrast to 
the old days when their main profits 
resulted from side services. So relief 
from higher prices Is probably not in 
store for motorists. 


THE THREE STATIONS, in real- 


ity, are going about their own busi- 
ness. The Shell and Marathon sta- 
tions try to please the customer with

How much? Where are you? 


by United Press International 


Although the heyday of gas price 


wars is over, there are still mini-bat- 
tles which enable motorists to find 
gas selling for 51.9 cents per gallon 
on one side of town and 60,8 on the 
other. 


Such a span is not to be found ev- 


erywhere, but a Chicago Motor Club 
survey shows that price differences 
of 4 to 5 cents per gallon are com- 
mon in most Illinois cities. 


In a recent week, a man began sell- 


ing a gallon of regular in Quincy for 
51.9 — no services, short hours, but 
the cheapest price in town. A cut-rate 
station down tie block was forced to 
match the price, and another in the 
area dropped prices from 54.9 to 53.9. 


Across town, a full-service brand- 


name station was selling a gallon of 
regular for 60.8. 


That same week, a spot check of 


stations across Illinois by the motor 
club showed these differences and 


only five stations in each town were 
checked, so it is likely the prices 
ranged even more widely- than 
shown. 


AT GALESBURG, the cheapest sta- 


tion checked was selling a gallon of 
regular for 55.9 and the most expen- 
sive was 60.8; at Joliet the range was 
56.4 to 60.3; Springfield, 56.5 to 59.9; 
Waukegan, 54.9 to 58.9; Bloomington, 
55.9 to 59.9; Mattoon, 55.9 to 59.9; De- 
Kalk, 55.9 to 59.9; Kankakee, 56.9 to 
62.5; Rockford, 55.9 to 60.9; and Mo- 
line 57.9 to 59.9. 


There was a similar range on the 


price of premium. 


Gasoline dealers say the reasons 


for the differences stem not only. 
from the services offered, but also* 
from the philosophies and situations • 
of each individual station operator. 


All Standard Oil dealers, for ex- 


ample, pay the company 33.6 cents 
for a gallon of regular gasoline. They

their good work (auto repairs, etc) 
rather than giving discounts or pre- 
miums. The Standard station offers a 
deal in which 5 cents per every gal- 
lon purchased may be applied toward 
a car wash. For 20 gallons of gas pur- 
chased, $1 is saved on the car wash. 


They are determined, then, to play 


it straight, selling motorists gasoline 
at set prices. Wednesday, for ex- 
ample, Gerry's Super Shell was sell- 
ing regular gasoline for 59.5 cents 


per gallon, lead-free for 61.5 and pre- 
mium for 83.5. Chuck's Marathon 
was charging 58.9, 60.9 and 62.9. The 
Standard station was selling its prod- 
uct for 58.6,60.6 and 62.6; 


And, as long as business doesn't 


drop off too much they probably will 
not rely on fancy programs to induce 
drivers to stop there. "There'll be no 
more stamps, no more nothing," said 
Horel. "It costs too much money. If 
we can sell our allocations without 
spending extra money why give it 
away."

pay a total of 14.6 cents In taxes on 
each gallon, which means they must 
sell gas for at least 4B.2 cents. 


SO, IF THE DEALER sells to cus- 


tomers at 59.9 cents per gallon, that 
leaves him 11.7 cents per gallon. 
From that he must pay for station 
expenses and personnel, but he still 
has a little room to play in. 


Independent dealers, who usually 


buy from several major oil com- 
panies and sell the gas under another 
name, can sometimes bargain on the 
price they pay the companies. Most 
independents say they pay more than • 
the brand name stations for the gas 
they buy from the oil companies, and 
the brand name dealers say the inde- 
pendents pay less. 


Whatever the truth on that matter, 


both types of stations have options on 
the prices they charge the consumer. 


They can try to sell more gas for 


less, making up in volume what they 
lose in profit They can offer full ser- 
vices and make most of their money 
on repairs and sales of other items. 
Or they can keep short hours, offer 
minimum services and cut their ex- 
penses that way. 


STATIONS THAT choose the full 


service route are frequently scornful 
of those who have lower prices. 


"There are 26 stations in this 


town," said a Standard Oil dealer in 
Princeton, "but there's only a couple 
of service stations. The ones who sell 
lower than I am aren't hurting me 
any." 


But those who choose the more for 


less route think such statements are 
just a lot of bravado. 


"I'm making a lot less per gallon," 


said one Rockford independent. "But 
I sell more gas than the name 
brands and make up the difference."

in historic ties 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The United 


States and Communist East Germany, 
agreeing that the status of West Berlin 
should not bo changed and that Ameri- 
cans should be compensated for Nazi op- 
pression, established diplomatic relations 
Wednesday after 29 years of Cold War 
animosity. 


President Ford nominated former Ken- 


tucky Sen. John Sherman Cooper, 73, to 
be first U.S. Ambassador to East Germa- 
ny, never before recognized diplomat- 
ically by the United States. 


The agreement was slpcd in a low-key 


ceremony at the State Department by 
Ambassador Herbert Sucss of East Ger- 
many and assistant Secretary of State 
for European Affairs Arthur Hartman. 


Officials said that the next step toward 


normalization of relations would be the 
pressing of United States claims for fi- 
nancial compensation for American com- 


ponies and citizens who lost property to 
the Nazis during World War n and to 
nationalization by East Germany after 
the war. 


The agreement meant Berlin would 


continue to be administered by a four- 
power commission consisting of the 
United States, Britain, France and the 
Soviet Union, on official said. 


There has been no decision about the 


location of the U.S. embassy in East Ber- 
lin. 


The East Germans have examined sev- 


eral sites for a chancery in Washington 
but have made no decision. 


Cooper, a Republican, was U.S. am- 


bassador to India in 1955-56 and was a 
member of the U.S. delegation to the 
United Nations in 1949-51. He assisted in 
reorganizing the German judicial system 
after World War n as a military legal 
officer. 


EAST GERMANY and the United 
Stales yesterday signed an agree- 
ment establishing diplomatic rela- 
tions to 'end 29 years of cold war 
emnity. Herbert Suess, left, of the 


East German Foreign Ministry Di- 
rectorate, and Arthur Hartmann, As- 
sistant Secretary of State for Eu- 
ropean Affairs, exchange documents 
after the signing ceremony. 


Ford flourishes 
diplomatic moves

President Ford, continuing to put his 


stamp on the presidency, Wednesday 
made some dramatic moves with the in- 
ternational diplomatic team. 


In the most prominent move, Ford ap- 


pointed George Bush — the former Con- 
gressman and United Nations Ambassa- 
dor and current Republican national 
chairman — to be chief of the U.S. Liai- 
son Office in Peking. 


Bush, who figures heavily in specula- 


tion over Ford's vice presidential choice, 
will take over the plum assignment from 
David K. E. Bruce, 76, called out of re- 
tirement by President Nixon in 1973 to 
open the first U.S. mission in Peking af- 
ter the two countries established sub-dip- 
lomatic relations for the first time in 22 
years. 


In other moves, Ford;

Cooper to be the first U.S. ambassador to'

In Watergate cover-up trial action yesterday, John Ehrllch-

Census: good news and bad 
Your income's up, but washed out 


From Herald news services 


The average income of U.S. households 


rose to $10,500 in 1973, a jump of more 
than 8 per cent from the year before, but 
most of the gab was washed out by in- 
flation, the Census Bureau reported 
Wednesday. 


In a sampling of the nation's 70 million 


households, census takers determined 
that the median income rose about $800 
between 1972 and 1973. Median income 
means that half of all households made 
more than that amount and half less. 


The sharp 8.4 per cent year-to-year 


gain was deceiving, however. After the 
effects of inflation were subtracted, the 
net gain in real household purchasing 
power last year was 2.1 per cent. 


About 8 per cent of all households had 


incomes of $25,000 or more and 22 per 
cent fell within the $15,000 to $25,000 
range in 1973. 


At the other end of the scale, 23 per 


cent of all households had incomes under 
$5,000. 


Total Income for the combined house- 


holds rose from $770.3 billion in 1972 to 
$849.1 billion last year, a 10.3 per cent 
increase, the bureau said. 


In other economic developments yes- 


terday, a White House official said Presi- 
dent Ford is delaying announcement of 
major new anti-inflation measures until 
early 1975 because it would be unrealistic 
to move so late in the current legislative 
year. 


Press Secretary J. F. terHorst said 


Ford's decision to put off Important eco- 
nomic policy shifts until January, when 
the State of the Union and budget mes- 
sages are presented to Congress, 
"doesn't mean the President is biding his 
time until next year" to take action. 


But he said the President did not con- 


sider it advisable to outline major new 
legislative proposals on the economy 


now, since Congress has only about six 
weeks' work remaining in this election 
year. 


Administration officials had been say- 


ing earlier that Ford might take a series 
of economic initiatives following the "in-, 
flation summit" meeting Sept. 27-28 in* 
Washington. While terHorst did not fore- 
close Ford stepping in with emergency 
aid for especially hard-pressed sectors of 
the economy . . . such as housing and 
public utilities, the announcement virtu- 
ally guarantees that no controversial 
action aimed at dampening inflation will 
be enacted before spring. 


In Congress, meanwhile, a fight In- 


tensified over President Ford's proposal 
to defer a pay raise for 3.5 million feder- 
al workers as part of the battle against 
inflation. • 


The chairmen of the Senate and House 


Civil Service committees, which have ju- 
risdiction over government pay Increas- 
es, have both announced opposition to 
Ford's proposal. 


Rep. Thaddeus Dulski, D-N.Y., chair- 


man of the House panel said: "I do not 
agree with making government employes 
whipping boys for the state of the econo- 


my. There are many places to start cut- 
ting costs without depriving government 
workers of a single-digit pay increase as 
they fight double-digit inflation." 


Sen. Gale McGee, D-Wyo., Senate pan- 


el chairman, said he would sponsor legis- 
lation to block Ford's proposal so the 
raises could take effect next month as 
scheduled. 


In a Senate speech, Michigan's Robert 


Griffin, assistant Republican leader, said 
everyone is going to have to sacrifice to; 
bring inflation under control, "and the 
federal government is going to have ta 
set the example."

Study: emission rules should stand 


DETROIT (UPI) - The National 


Academy of Sciences (NAS) will tell Con- 
gess Friday that a year-long study has 
found no basis for changing existing 
stringent auto emission standards, UPI 
learned Wednesday. 


The half-million-dollar study commis- 


sioned by the Senate Public Works Com- 
mittee headed by Sen. Edmund Muskie, 
D-Mainc, does not recommend the relief 
from the standards that Detroit automa- 
kers have been seeking since 1970. 


The closest automakers will come to 


getting what they want Is in a conclusion 
that standards governing emissions of 
oxides of nitrogen (NOx) "may be some- 
what more stringent than Is needed." Au- 
tomakers say they can begin work on al- 
ternative engines if the NOx standard is 
relaxed. 


The NAS said evidence gathered since 


the air quality standards were put into 
effect generally supports th'era. 


The most visible result of the 1970 


Clean Air Act will be the catalytic con- 
verters installed on 1975 model cars to 
control exhausts of unburned hydrocar- 
bons and carbon monoxide. The study 
was commissioned in August, 1973, to de- 
termine if the antipollution devices were 
needed. 


The panel of scientific experts, drawn 


mainly from the nation's universities, 
said there was no evidence that sup- 


ported changing the air quality stan- 
dards. They concluded that U.S. auto air 
pollution "might represent as many as 
4,000 deaths and four-million illness-re- 
lated days per year." 


While the NAS says there should be no 


changes in the standards governing 
emissions of hydrocarbons and carbon 
monoxide, automakers are expected to 
, use the report to press for changes in the 
NOx standard.

has been to better the public Imago of the village. Several 
new plans and public relations gimmicks have been sug- 
Rested, but while this Is going on, the trustees continue to 
hurt the new Image. 


Just to list a few of tho Items: 
• The board plans to spend more than $3,000 In taxpayers' 


money to buy weather station equipment. Data collected at 
this station would enable someone in the village to call Chi- 
cago TV stations with local information. Hopefully the TV 
weatherman would then say "The temperature in Buffalo 
Grove Is . . .'. 


Great Idea but Buffalo Grove is reportedly in a big finan- 


cial crisis and is trying to save money at every turn. 


• Village Pros. Gary Armstrong wanted to restrict the 


amount of Information available to the press — and through it 
to tho public — by cutting out material included in informa- 
tion packets handed out with village board agendas. It costs 
too much to print the extra copies, said Armstrong. 


Village officials were recently caught red-faced when a 


memo from the police chief to the village manager was given 
to the press In one of the packets and published. Wonder if 
that had something to do with request to cutback? 


• Though It Is lo be located directly adjacent to the Village 


of Wheeling, the new branch of tho Franklin Boulevard Hospi- 
tal wonts to call itself the Buffalo Grove Community Hospital. 
The hospital apparently thought that using Buffalo Grove's 
name would be better public relations than using Wheeling's. 


Buffalo Grove officials, however, are hurt over the fact that 


nobody asked their permission to use tho village's name and 
thus would like the situation changed, despite tho possible 
free public relations. 


• In the midst of this new PR consciousness, the board 


continues to hold illegal sessions closed to the press and pub- 
lic. The latest was to discuss employe morale, which is ru- 
mored to be bad. Despite efforts by the press to expose and 
end the illegal closed meetings, village officials continue to go 
behind the scenes to discuss business. 


• The village board meets regularly on Monday night ex- 


cept for holidays, but has decided to postpone next week's 
meeting in favor of the Notre Dame-Georgia Tech football 
game on television. 


The reason is that Trustee Thomas Mahonoy, a loyal Irish- 


man, wants to watch the game. Village business, therefore, 
will have to wait until Tuesday night. 


Trustee Mahonoy, by the way, is such a loyal Irishman that 


he refuses to drink Irish whbkcy made in Ulster and publicly 
berated one distiller for falling to state clearly on the bottle 
that liquor contained therein is made In the six counties. 


The trustees in a similar dilemma lost year shot down on 


Idea by Armstrong to move all Monday night meetings during 
the football season to another night. Their reason — the pub- 
lic Imago it would present. But this time it's the "Fighting 
Irish," and remember, they are tho defending national 
champs. 


As any good PR man will tell you, public relations Isn't 


always made with money and gimmicks. Sometimes the little 
Inexpensive things do a lot more. Since the village is in a 
financial bind, maybe it ought to try a few of those, too.

Combines careers, community service 
Schools, Omni-House join in program 


A little practical experience should 


help Buffalo Grove High School students 
make career decisions this year in a co- 
operative program offered by the school 
and Omnl-Housc: Youth Services Bureau 
in Wheeling. 


The program, which combines commu- 


nity service with career education, was 
first implemented last year and was 
available only to students at Wheeling 
High School. This year, Buffalo Grove 
teen-agers also will participate. 


The high school students will spend two 


hours per day Monday through Thursday 
working in local Dist. 21 elementary 
schools, village offices, the police depart- 
ment, homes for the elderly, nursery 
schools or a local animal shelter. 


Each Friday, students will attend a 


class at the high school intended to train 
them in communication and other skills 
to make them more effective in the pro- 
gram. 


BESIDES GAINING experience in a 


variety of fields, the students also will 
receive one-half credit toward gradu- 


ation. The program is open to soph- 
omores, juniors and seniors. 


The program was started by Omni- 


House to fill both a need for volunteer 
service in the communities served by the 
counseling agency and allow students to 
get some exposure to several professions 
before entering college. 


A group of about 27 Wheeling High 


School students participated in the pro- 
gram last year and because it was suc- 
cessful, it was decided to open it up to 
BGHS students. 


The opportunities for community ser- 


vice have been expanded this year, said 
Peter Digre, Omni-House executive di- 
rector. 


Digre said several more local business- 


es have agreed to cooperate in the pro- 
gram along with community govern- 
mental agencies. 


Omni-House has applied for a federal 


grant of $20,000 with matching funds to 
finance and continue the project. Digre 
said word has not been received on wheth- 
er the grant has been approved. 


Official believes end of teacher 'surplus* may be near 
Number of student teachers takes a sharp decline 


The number of college students who 


will be student teaching this fall in 
Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21 is down 
by more than SO per cent. One school 
official believes the decrease may mean 
the end of the "teacher surplus" is in 
sight. 


Last fall, 15 students from area col- 


leges and universities came to Dist. 21 to 
teach in elementary schools in Wheeling, 
Buffalo Grove, Arlington Heights and 
Mount Prospect. 


This year, only six are signed up to 


spend the first semester getting some on- 
the-job training hi local schools. 


"We just haven't had as many requests 


to take student teachers this year. It 
really seems to be down," said Steve 
Stavrakas, Dist. 21 administrative assist- 
ant for staff and public relations, who 
handles student teacher placement. 


STAVRAKAS SAID he believes if the 


decline in the number of student teachers 
is holding true in other school districts, it 


could indicate that not as many persons 
are entering the teaching profession. 


"I think a lot of people may have 


switched their majors because of the 
tight job market," he commented, al- 
though Dist. 21 hired 92 new teachers 
this year. 


Stavrakas also speculated that some 


students may be applying to do their stu- 
dent teaching closer to home for finan- 
cial reasons. 


Student teachers who will be working 


in the district until about mid-December 


are enrolled at Northern Illinois Univer- •. 
sity, Eastern Illinois University, Illinois. • 
State University at Normal and Trinity * • 
College.

bo misleading. As a municipal facility, 
they said, expenses will be considerably 
lass and tho village should show a profit. 


Wnyno Benjamin, tho village's finnn- 


cial consultant on tho golf course pur- 
chase. said tho audit shows the villngo 
should be able to operate the course for 
$66.730 less than under Its current prl- 
vote ownership. 


Tho elimination of those expenses, ho 


said, should glvo tho village a profit that 
nill enable It to cover tho annual interest 
on tho course once the village arranges 
financing. 


Now that tho audit report has been ac- 


cepted and tho zoning around the golf 
course has been changed, tho village will 
take over operation Oct. 31 and have five 
yean to arrange financing. 


The village will pay 31.1 million to $1.2 


million, depending on how soon financing 
is arranged. 


THE VILLAGE WILL pay B per cent 


Interest or $66,000 each of Iho first two 
years and 7 per cent or $77,000 in Interest 
tho final three years. Officials said fi- 
nancing will bo arranged as soon as pos- 
sible so the village can avoid paying 
more Interest than necessary to the golf 
course owners. 


It is conceivable tho village will pay 


$363,000 In interest before a method of 
financing tho course Is worked out.

Teachers, students work around difficulties 
Delays, shortages hamper 
schools' home arts program 


by JILL BETTNER 


Sewing machines still crated In large 


cardboard boxes fill the main lobby of 
Cooper Junior High School in Buffalo 
Grove. 


In Wheeling, shop students at London 


Junior High School are using regular 
classroom desks as draftsmen's tables 
because the real thing has not been in- 
stalled. And Holmes Junior High School 
students are meeting in makeshift home 
economics and shop classrooms, prob- 
ably until early November. 


The problem is that the cement truck 


driver's strike and problems in obtaining 
materials this summer held up construc- 
tion of additions to each school to accom- 
modate the new home arts program in 
Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21. 


CLASSES BEGAN IN the district last 


week, which serves Wheeling and Buffalo 
Grove, portions of Arlington Heights and 
Mount Prospect. 


Despite a decided lack of facilities, the 


program has been implemented, with 
students and teachers working around 
the difficulties caused by the delay in 
completing the home arts wings. 


At London, the new addition is basical- 


ly finished and appliances for home eco- 
nomic classes and machines for shop 
classes should go in soon. However, con- 
struction at the other two schools is not 
expected to be finished for several weeks. 


"We'd prefer of course to be in the new 


wing and teaching home ec this way is 
not easy, but it's not impossible," said 
Lois Fisher, home economics teacher at 
Cooper, where 120 home arts students 
meet in four sections in the school's 
learning center. 


Larry Weaver, principal of Cooper, 


said he was told the addition there would 
be finished by Sept. 1. On Sept. 1, he was 
told it would be Sept. 15. "We'll see what 
they (contractors and the district archi- 
tect) say Sept. 15," he said. 


CLASSROOM SPACE IS limited at 


Cooper, with an increase of 60 students 
swelling the pupil population to about 800 
this year. The addition to Cooper In- 
cludes three regular classrooms intended 
to ease cramped conditions. 


James Johnson, principal of Holmes, 


isn't expecting to move into the new 
wing there before Nov. 1, although he 
told The Herald he has not been given a 
definite date by the architect. 


Like students at the other three 


schools, home arts pupils at Holmes are 
beginning the year with textbook work 
that doesn't require them to use equip- 
ment that is still unavailable. Johnson 
said the first half of the year probably 
will be spent "learning the basics" be- 
fore students become involved in actual- 
ly making projects. 


So far, none of the principals have 


heard serious objections from students 
about the entirely co-ed classes. 


"A few boys have said 'Oh, boy — I'm 


in home ec,' but once they get into cook- 
ing, I think they'll really like it," said 
London principal Gerald Ktffel. 


WOODSHOP, DRAFTING, electricity, 


metalworldng, plastics and home me- 
chanics comprise the curriculum for 
shop students. 


The broad home economics curriculum 


includes, besides cooking and sewing, 
family living, career education, consumer 
education, safety education, nutrition, in- 
terior decorating, personal hygiene and 
human ecology. 


11% Lake County tax hike; 
only 3.7% in Cook County 


Buffalo Grove officials have approved 


the 1974 tax levy ordinance which pro- 
jects an 11.3 per cent increase in local 
taxes for homeowners in Lake County 
and a 3.7 per cent Increase for their 
counterparts in Cook County. 


The board Tuesday night by a 4-1 vote 


passed a levy totaling $519,300, which, 
based on an anticipated assessed valu- 
ation of $67 million, amounts to a tax 
rate of 66.04 cents per $100 assessed valu- 
ation in Cook County and a rate of 56 2 
cents per $100 assessed valuation in Lake 
County. 


A taxpayer in Lake County whose 


property is assessed at $10,000 will pay 
$5620 in village taxes next year com- 
pared with $50 50 this year. 


Likewise, a taxpayer in Cook County 


whose property is assessed at $10,000 will 
pay $66.04 in village taxes next year, 
compared with $63.70 this year. 


VILLAGE MGR. Daniel Larson^ said 


while the village tax rate is higher this 
year, property owners will not be paying 
that much more in taxes because of a 
reduction in the village's assessed valu- 
ation. The reassessment of homes in 
Lake County and a reduction in the 
equalizer in Cook County, Larson said, 
has resulted in an $864,396 reduction in 
the village's assessed valuation. 


Homeowners will be paying a higher 


tax rate next year, he said, but most 
homes will be assessed lower, which 
should result in only a slight increase in 
village taxes. 


According to Larson, the reassessment 


of homes in Lake County has equalized 
property taxes throughout the village. A 
taxpayer in Lake County with a home 
valued at $30,000 now will pay approxi- 
mately the same amount of taxes as a 
person in Cook County with a com- 
parably priced home. Heretofore, resi- 
dents in Lake County paid considerably 
higher property taxes for similar homes, 
he said. 


FUNDS RAISED through property 


taxes make up about 25 per cent of the 
village's revenue. Other revenue is de- 
rived through sales tax, state income 
tax, federal revenue sharing, motor fuel 
taxes and license and other municipal 
fees. 


The village's share of property taxes 


accounts for about 10 per cent of the to- 
tal property tax bill. The remaining 
taxes go toward schools, libraries, fire 
protection, parks and other services.

Anti-inflation exemption? 


A real estate tax exemption against inflation was proposed

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Better live with collective bargaining—it's here to stay 


"Collective bargaining" Is something 


that school districts In tho Northwest 
suburbs arc becoming more and more 
accustomed to and, If this year Is any 
Indication, moro adept at. 


The fact is that with just two ex- 


ceptions, school districts nrc opening this 
year with apparent peace between teach- 
ers and school boards. Many districts 
reached contract settlements early and 
others nrc In the process of ratifying 
agreements. 


Things arc n little sticky In High 


School Dlst. 211 and In Dca Plalncs Dlst. 
62. but even In those two coses there Is 
cause for hope. Dlst. 211 teachers voted 
down a proposed contract by a two-vote 
margin, thus throwing things Into some 
confusion there, and Dist. 62 teachers 
and board members have been shouting 
at each other for a long time. Out In both 
cases, at least for now, the two sides 
seem to be talking to each other. 


DESPITE THE relative peace (which 


could be disrupted at almost any time 
admittedly) it's probably not a bad time 
to look at the whole problem of collective 
bargaining in schools. The process has 
been going on in earnest some places for 
nearly a decade, while other school dis- 
tricts still don't have format teacher ne- 
gotiations. 


Depending on who tells the story, col- 


lective bargaining is cither the best or 
worst thing that ever happened to educa- 
tion. Teachers' unions and Individual 
teachers say that, In addition to getting 
pay scales above tho poverty level, col- 
lective bargaining has resulted In in- 
creasing the professional standing of 
teachers in the community who, because 
they are organized, arc no longer viewed 
as Old Molds and "Mr. Peepers" types 
who should bo constantly grateful for 
their Jobs. 


Some school board members and the 


organizations llko the Illinois Assn. of 
School Boards, however, consider collec- 
tive bargaining and tho resultant mill- 
tance of teachers as an evil just one step 
above advocating tho violent overthrow 
of tho goverment. To hear them tell It, 
the teachers unions are engaged in an

evil plot to take over the schools, waste 
money and propagandize the children. 


THE TRUTH, as In most such cases, 


has little to do with cither extreme view. 
Collective bargaining for teachers has 
neither destroyed nor dramatically im- 
proved tho schools. In some ways, teach- 
ers are less loved as they become more 
conscious of their rights, and, at the 
same time, school boards become in- 
creasingly unlikely to take completely 
arbitrary actions. 


But the truth is that whether or not 


teachers and school boards are formally 
sitting down to talk about salaries, work- 
ing conditions or even board policies has 
so far had very little to do with the quali- 
ty, or lock of It, in tho schools. Dedicated 
teachers go on inspiring students and 
bad teachers go on boring them, just as 
they always hove. 


If that is true, you might ask, why all 


tho sound and fury about negotiations? 
The answer is simple — collective bar- 
gaining is not an educational Issue, it is a 
power Issue. School boards who choose to 
view teachers' unions as a peril are af- 
raid to give up any power to them. And 
teachers' unions tend to develop bizarre 


stereotypes about the evil people who 
serve on school boards, as a rationale, 
perhaps unconscious, to jusity their pow- 
er moves. 


This Is what happens, at least, when 


the two sides are headed for a showdown. 
And if the students don't necessarily 
lose In a showdown (no one has ever con- 
vinced me that a three-day or even 
three-week teachers strike is going to 
mean children won't learn how to read) 
they don't exactly win anything either. 


WHAT THE experience of many of our 


local school districts in the last few 
years proves is that the split doesn't nec- 
essarily occur when collective bargaining 
happens. School board members and 


teachers in a number of our districts 
have been sitting across bargaining ta- 
bles and even yelling at each other in 
public for several years — and by and 
large have succeeded in reaching agree- 
ments with Uttle rancor left on either 
side. 


After talking to many of those Involved 


in the negotiations, I have decided that 
the secret to that kind of success is fairly 
simple. The people who have the least 
trouble in negotiations, it seems, are the 
people who know that while the talks are 
important, they shouldn't be taken too 
seriously. 


Instead of believing all the propaganda 


on both sides, the successful negotiators 


always seem to talk about their work 
like it is a game — a serious game — but 
a game in which people are likely to say 
things they don't mean, do outrageous 
things and generally try to take advan- 
tage of the slightest weakness on the oth- 
er side. 


With that attitude, once an agreement 


is reached, the two sides can cheerfully 
drop the game and go on to the business 
of education with no hard feelings on ei- 
ther side. 


The danger arises when one side or the 


other starts taking the game so seriously 
that they can't forget it when it's over. 
That is the start of bitterness and hard 
feelings. 


THE CAPACITY to divorce emotion 


from the negotiations process the way 
successful negotiators do is not possible 
for everyone. But the process seems to 
be working in some parts of the North- 
west suburbs, at least. 


It's probably true, in an ideal and sim- 


pler world, that the best thing to have 
happen is to have no games and every- 
one dealing fairly with everyone else. In 
that world, there would be no need for 
teachers' unions or even school boards, 
much less for negotiations. 


But until that world comes around, it 


helps to keep the collective bargaining 
process in perspective. Because it is, af- 
ter all, here to stay.

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Only agricultural areas growing 
State's population on the decline

Illinois' population has ended Its long 


zoom and apparently has reached a 
growth rate of less than zero. 


A government report prepared through 


a state-federal cooperative statistical 
survey estimates the July 1, 1973, popu- 
lation of the stale at 11,238,000. This Is 
8,000 fewer resident* than was estimated 
for July 1,1072. 


Further, tho report shows that more 


than one-third of Illinois counties — 37 
out of 102 — lost population between 1970 
and 1973. Their aggregate loss was 
47.630. 


The counties with declining populations 


Included Cook, which dropped 23,100 
from Its 1070 census of 5,493,766. Esti- 
mates of municipal populations were not 
prepared, but It was presumed that most 


of tho Cook County loss was In Chicago, 
since increases were recorded in other 
counties In the area. 


THE ESTIMATES of the county popu- 


lations for 1972 put the state's total 
131,000 above the 1970 census and this 
was enough to show a net gain since that 
time. However, it was a modest 1.1 per 
cent for the three-year period. 


By contrast, the state's population be- 


tween 1950 and 1960 soared 15.7 per cent 
and between 1960 and 1970 it went up 10.2 
per cent. 


In most of the declining counties the 


decreases probably represented a con- 
tinuation of trends that began shortly 
after World War II, with younger resi- 
dents leaving the rural areas. 


But many of the agricultural areas 


showed healthy population gains since 
1970. In fact, among the 10 counties with 


the fastest growth, seven were far re- 
moved from Chicago. McLean County, 
with a growth of 12.8 per cent since 1970, 
was at the top of the list. 


HERE ARE the others of the top 10: 
Kendall, 12 per 
cent; Will, 11; 


McDonough, 9.6; Pope, 9.5; Washington, 
7.6; DuPage, 7.5; McHenry, 6.8; Effing- 
ham, 6.7; and Jefferson, 5.9. 


These 10 counties contributed an In- 


crease to the Illinois population totaling 
96,000. 


Officials of the Dept. of Commerce's 


Social and Economic Statistics Adminis- 
tration, which prepared the report, de- 
clined to project the figures to provide 
estimates beyond July, 1S73. They de- 
clined also to speculate as to whether the 
decline in the Illinois total would be over- 
come in subsequent estimates.

Airlines with the best flight attendants are the ones that show profits, consultant's study finds 


NEW YORK (DPI) — A prominent Chicago management 


consultant says ho has found a significant relationship be- 
tween the profits of airlines and the attractiveness and effi- 
ciency of the attendants who servo the drinks and pillows to 
passengers. 


Dennis Johnson, who went into management consulting af- 


ter a successful career as an educational administrator, 
found after some months of research that, of tho 11 major 
domestic airlines, tho four with the best profits last year 
received fewer than half as many complaints from passen- 
gers about the service of flight attendants than tho six air- 
lines with the lower profit margins, on average. 


There wcro exceptions. National Airlines and Branlff Air- 


lines, which hod good earnings last year, also had lots of 
complaints about the service on board. And Continental Air- 
lines, which had by far tho fewest complaints about flight 
service — only 2.2 per 100,000 passengers — had only a 3.4 
per cent profit margin for the year. 


NEVERTHELESS, on a total passenger basis, Johnson's 
thesis about tho importance of good service by the flight 
attendants to airline profitability seemed to hold up. 


"Certainly," Johnson argued, "it is significant that Pan 


American, which lost $39 million last year, and Eastern, 


which had a deficit of $64 million, had many more complaints 
about service aboard their planes than all the other airlines 


8.21 per 100,000 passengers for Eastern and 8.3 for Pan 


Am. The figures on complaints came from the Civil Aeronaut- 
ics Board. 


Delta, Western, United and Northwest were the other air- 


lines with conspicuously few complaints about service. 


TWA and American had somewhat better records on cabin 


service complaints than National, Braniff, Eastern and Pan 
Am. Both had low profit margins. 


JOHNSON SAID HE was moved to make the study because 


of the wide variance In his own personal experience with 
flight attendant service. 


"I fly a lot, on all the airlines," he told United Press Inter- 


national. "The variations in service are astonishing. "The 
managements of Delta and Continental are service-oriented. 
"They treat me like a king from the time I make my reser- 
vation to the time I get off the plane. I'm sorry when the 
flight is over." 


On the other hand, Johnson says some of the other airlines 


seem to "give me a hassle from the time I reach the air- 
port."

Tho Federal Aviation Administration 


hopes to avoid noise-control regulations 
with an advisory circular asking pilots to 
avoid "nolse-scnsltlvo" areas. 


Tho circular, issued this summer, 


requests pilots using visual flight rules to 
remain at altitudes higher than tho min- 
imum permitted and to use flight paths 
that will not prolong nolso near the 
ground. 


Typical noise-sensitive areas were de- 


scribed as outdoor assemblies, churches, 
hospitals, schools, nursing homes and na- 
tional park areas. Tho procedures would 
not apply in poor weather or where they 
conflict with air traffic control by tho 
FAA. 


Tho notice was issued In response to 


complaints about low-flying aircraft, tho 
FAA said, and because of requests for 
regulatory action by the federal govern- 
ment. Tho FAA said cooperation of pilots 
and tho airline Industry could eliminate 
tho need for new rules. 


'Shippers don't comply* 


Tho FAA has determined that 00 per 


cent of shipments of hazardous materials 
failing to meet FAA regulations also 
failed to meet shipping requirements of 
surface transport carriers that took tho 
materials to tho airplanes. 


Tho FAA said shippers have failed to 


comply with regulations governing pack- 
ing, marking and documenting of hazard- 
ous materials. The FAA is strengthening 
its surveillance program with stepped up 
training of inspectors, development of a 
comprehensive handbook of policy guid- 
ance and hiring of 18 regional hazardous 
materials coordinators. Other guidelines 
arc being used and new rules on trans- 
portation of hazardous materials are 
being proposed. 


FAA action followed discovery that 


some airline passengers run the risk of 
exposure to hazardous materials carried 
In the planes without knowledge of the 
hazard. 


'Better iwiy* for animals? 


New rules to Improve flight conditions 


for animals and pets have been adopted 
by the FAA. Tho rules require the air 
carriers to ssurc the animal containers 
ore securely attached to the cargo com- 
partment, to provide protection from 
shifting cargo and to assure that the ani- 
mal containers are placed in an area 
where there Is sufficient ventilation. 


Tho FAA also Is participating In the 


Civil Aeronautics Board Investigation 
Into rules and practices regarding ac- 
ceptance and transportation of live ani- 
mals by plane. 


Get your mail via satellite? 
Well, if II soon be possible... 


The first Mailgram to bo sent via satel- 


lite from New York to Los Angeles will 
bo attempted today in an operation the 
U.S. Postal Service Is heralding as the 
first use of a satellite to transport U.S. 
Mail.

this year's negotiations. 


The subject of night meat sales is one 


that brings tears to the eyes of major 
food chains. 


Jewel Food Stores, which has gone to 


the extreme of financing an eight-year 
battle which led to the U.S. Supreme 
Court, even sought to negotiate the night 
sales Individually during one past nego- 
tiating session, but failed. 


JEWEL AND THE other food chains 


are represented on an industry group 
negotiating committee, which also repre- 
sents the independent grocers and meat 
market owners. 


Although Industry officials admit that 


"hours of operation is one of the items 
being considered," there Is no ex- 
planation of how strongly the industry Is 
seeking the extended hours or of how 
staunchly the butchers, represented by 
the Amalgamated Meat Cutters and 
Butcher Workmen, are holding their 
ground against night and Sunday sales. 


The' butchers union has traditionally 


been vehemently opposed to night meat 
sales even despite offers of premium pay 
levels for night and Sunday work. A vote 
of membership of Union Local 546 (which 
represents Chicago and some suburban 


areas) two years ago resulted in a four- 
to-one margin of opposition to the night 
meat sales. 


THE RESTRICTIONS against night 


meat sales are unique to Chicago and the 
suburban area ringing the city. 


Apparently an outgrowth of the time 


when all butchers waited on each cus- 
tomer individually as opposed to the pre- 
packaged cuts now available in super- 
market counters, the ban on sales locally 
extends not only to butchers actually cut- 
ting meat after 6 p.m. but also to any 
sales of already cut fresh red meat after 
that hour. 


The area encompassed by the union 


rule Includes virtually all of Cook Coun- 
ty, part of Lake County and part of Du- 
Page County.

Lawsuit to force 
antipollution plan? 


A lawsuit aimed at forcing Cook County to begin an antipol- 


lutlon program to combat car and truck exhaust has been 
threatened by a citizens' group. 


Citizens for a Better Environment last week filed a 60-day 


notice that they Intend to sue the U.S. Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency for failing to force Cook County to begin in- 
specting suburban residents' cars for air pollution. 


The suit, which actually Is seeking enforcement of cither 


the suburban car Inspections or of one of the alternative pro- 
grams proposed by the county, is designed to bring "quick 
action," a CBE spokesman said. 


Kathy Rltcy- explained that the group believes "several of 


the county's alternative proposals have merit and we believe 
a compromise plan may be in the best interests of the Chi- 
cago area. 


But although the EPA has indicated it won't force the 


county to inspect suburban autos if an alternative program 
such as putting pollution devices on taxicnbs, trucks and 
buses is adopted, no program actually Is under way. 


The planned suit la an attempt to prod the federal EPA to 


enforce some strategy to cut car emissions In the Loop 
through its power over Cook County. 


CBE said it fears that "unless the EPA makes a decision 


soon, Chicago will not meet the federal clean-air deadline of 
May 31,197S." 


Weber given extension 


The Arlington Heights plant of Weber Marking Systems Co. 


was granted a time extension in installing a solvent-recovery 
system to combat air pollution. The Illinois Pollution Control 
Board approved the delay because of "slow delivery of essen- 
tial materials." 


Air-quality hearings set 


Two public hearings on proposed air-pollution regulations 


later this month Include proposals to allow the Chicago met- 
ropolitan area to exceed national air-quality standards be- 
cause of present air quality and projected growth rates.

A hearing at the Field Museum Sept. 20 at 10 a.m. will 


consider a proposed requirement that toxic substances stored 
or shipped in quantities sufficient to potentially harm the 
public bo registered. 


No-lead gas by Oct. 1? 


Rural gas stations would have no-lead gas available sooner 


than originally anticipated under n proposed U.S. Environ- 
mental Protection Agency rule. 


The proposal would require at least one pump of the un- 


leaded gas needed for the catalytic-converter emission-control 
systems on most 1975-model cars. The new rule would require 
the gas to be available Oct. 1 of this year Instead of a pre- 
viously proposed Jan. 1, 1075. It would apply to stations sell- 
ing 150.000 gallons of gas or more in counties with a popu- 
lation density of fewer than SO persons per square mile. 


County questionnaire out 


The Cook County Dcpt. of Environmental Control Is sending 


questionnaires to 127 separate municipalities to gather infor- 
mation on projected population, commercial and industrial 
growth. The Information is needed to improve technical and 
engineering programs of the department 


Discharge 'no hazard? 


The U.S. Atomic Energy Commission reports that water 


samples taken from the Illinois River following accidental 
discharging of radioactive water into the river at the Dresden 
Nuclear Power Station near Morris showed no hazard to per- 
sons In the vicinity. 


The accidental discharge Aug. 25 was caused by an open 


valve. The water normally is pumped into holding tanks In 
the radioactive wastewatcr treatment system. 


Commonwealth Edison Co. also shut down part of its Zlon 


Nuclear Power Station for repairs of a leaking valve last 
week, the AEC reported. 


Wanna get rid of a tire? 


Looking for something to do with those bald tires now that 


the snow season is coming around? The U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency has suggested that scrap tires be used to 
build artificial reefs off the East Coast of the U.S. In addition 
to enhancing local fishing the proposal would help eliminate 
the more than 200 million tires discarded each year, the EPA 
says.

Pension reform to aid workers 


P r e s i d e n t Gerald Ford has 


signed a bill which will assure mil- 
lions of Americans that they'll re- 
ceive the pensions to which they 
arc entitled. 


It's a well-documented fact that 


all too many of the 30 million 


Americans now enrolled in private 
pension plans would never receive 
their pension without this new leg- 
islation. President Ford's to be 
commended for taking this step to 
protect the rights of a large portion 


lation. 


The aim of the new law is to in- 


sure that workers who belong to 
more than 300,000 private pension 
plans with assets of more than 
$160 billion receive benefits after a 


of the American working popu- 
number of years of service or when 


Ready ivhen you are! 


a plan is terminated after a com- 
pany goes out of business. 


No company or union is going to 


be required to establish a pension 
plan, but any present or future 
pension plan is going to have to 
cover all employes with at least 
one year of service. 


A frequent abuse has been that 


companies have set up high "ves- 
ting" standards which have un- 
fairly eliminated many employes 
from pension benefits. For ex- 
ample, some plans eliminate pen- 
sion payments for an employe laid 
off a month before retirement; in 
this manner an employe could 
have his dream of pension security 
crushed without notice by an em- 
ployer. 


The pension reform law sets up 


minimum vesting standards in 
three alternative systems. It also 
protects employes who leave a 
company and then return to it; 
however, it does nothing to protect 
an employe who never becomes 
vested in one pension plan. 


The law also sets up a federal 


insurance corporation to protect a 
pension plan from a company's 
move to terminate it, or a com- 
pany's bankruptcy. It's 
another 


step designed to protect a life-long 
investment in a pension fund. 


The need for pension protection 


is underscored by the fact that So- 
cial Security benefits are often in- 
adequate in assuring workers of a 
financially secure retirement. Pen- 
sions supply the bulk of retire- 
ment support to many Americans, 
and this legislation — which was 
signed, appropriately enough on 
Labor Day — is designed to assure 
all of us that we'll receive the pen- 
sions to which we've contributed 
and to which we're entitled. 


U.S. pet food consumption blasted 
'Hunger aided by too many pets

WASHINGTON — There Is a service 


station operator in New Jersey who says 
with Ignorant pride that his dog cats 
twice as much food as his family. The 
animal, a German shepherd kept for se- 
curity purposes, is so monstrously 
greedy It consumes several pounds of 
hamburger, steak, chopped liver, eggs, 
chicken and meal dally. All told, says 
tho owner, "the dog cats $100 worth of 
food every damn week." 


Tho example, though singular and ex- 


cessive, is nonetheless illustrative of tho 
lengths many Americans go to keep pets 
around tho home or business. And these 
lengths should not be thoroughly exam- 
ined for their moral deficiencies. Even in 
tho best of times the copious gorging of 


domestic animals is pocularly offensive; 
today, with millions of people going hun- 
gry in (ho world, It Is patently dis- 
gusting. 


Tho problem is not of small dimen- 


sions. According to one pet supply maga- 
zine, Americans now own more than 600 
million non-farm animals — 23 million 
birds, 28 million cats, 41 million dogs, 340 
million fish, 8 million horses and 125 mil- 
lion pet mice, gerblls, hamsters, snakes, 
frogs, turtles, ad inflnltum. One estimate 
has It the owners spend between $15 and 
$20 billion on the care and feeding of 
these creatures, mostly the feeding. Pet 
food people guess that some $1.5 to $2 
billion alone is spent on canned or pack- 
aged dog and cat food. 
The grub for these beasts naturally, is 
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not created in laboratories. It quite liter- 
ally Is taken from the mouths of people. 
An agriculture department official says 
that at least 10 per cent of all food con- 
centrates produced in the nation are sold 
to pet food manufacturers. This means 
that of approximately 203 million tons of 
feed concentrates grown in America last 
year, 20 million disappeared into the bel- 
lies of mutts, scratchy cats, backyard 
nags and fish that swim in garishly 
decorated tanks which resemble rooms 
in a Mexican bordello. 


Measured against growing human 


want, the situation is only slightly short 
of insanity. Though world population is 
growing at a rate of 2.6 per cent a year, 
food production is off sharply. Last year, 
according to United Nations reports, the 
world crop cropped 4 per cent from the 
previous year, or 42 million tons. The re- 
sult has been catastrophic: some 12 mil- 
lion Americans, unable to afford enough 
food, now are undernourished. Some 14 
million humans in the sub-Sahara region 
of Africa are facing the possibility of a 
drought-related starvation. Around the 
world, according to U.N. studies, as 
many as 400 million people go to bed 
hungry every night; "Babies cry, old 
men wait to die, pregnant women induce 
abortion rather than bring more children 
into hunger." Those who witness the mis- 
ery believe hunger Is worse than the 
scenes of war. 


Yet In America the dogs in the streets 


are stuffed. No doubt they often eat bet- 
ter than their owners. The label on a can 
of Alpo chicken and liver "dog dinner" is 
ever so much more Impressive that the 
label on a can of pork and beans; the 
nutrients alone occupy two full Inches of 
print and include-everything from four 
major vitamins to niacln, choline, cal- 
cium, potassium, magnesium, iron and 
copper. Besides food, then, the pets also 
deplete the world's mineral resources. 


Clearly, priorities must be rethought. 


And the suggestion is not anti-pet so 
much as it is pro-people. It may be, as 
some suggest, that easy access to pets 
should no longer continue. Even the Hu- 
mane Society admits that most pet own- 
ers are to some degree Irresponsible and 
t h a t t h i s irresponsibility 
causes 


enormous social and moral woe. Last 
year, says the society's Guy Hodge, 17 
million stray dogs (many of them aban- 
doned by owners) were impounded in the 
nation; 13.5 million of them were never 
reclaimed and had to be fed for a grace 
period before eventually being killed. 
The feedings were humane, of course, 
but judging from the outcome wasteful; 
that food was sorely needed In Africa. 


Limiting pet access, however, is prob- 


ably not legally possible. Thus the best 
that can be hoped for at present is com- 
mon sense attached to the status quo. 
Pets should be chosen with forethought 
and fed with table scraps; that's more 
than many babies receive in this screwy 
world.

What might have been

Sen. Charles Percy now shares the 


elite company of an unknown num- 
ber of Americans who have seen 
their hopes of a substantial bid for 
the presidency reduced to ashes by 
events beyond their control. 


The evidence is that Percy was 


poised for an all-out White House ef- 
fort which was to begin at Just about 
the same time that Richard Nixon 
resigned and Gerald Ford inherited 
first refusal rights (at this point, at 
least) to the 1976 Republican presi- 
dential nomination. 


At the time the guard was changing 


at the White House, Percy was sit- 
ting on a nationwide mailing of a 
newsletter in which he said for the 
first tune he "believed" he would be 
a candidate in 1976. 


That was to come less than a year 


since the time when the universal 
wisdom among Republicans that, 
. while he might be able to be elected 
by middle-of-the-road Americans, he 
could never be nominated by a con- 
servative-dominated GOP. 


It seemed then that even Percy 


was inclined to believe that, even 
though he has never thought of him- 
self as the flaming liberal which 
those on the far right considered 
him. 


But a year of national travel and 


exploration apparently showed Percy 
that conservative sentiment against 
him was neither as strong nor as 
deep as some thought. 


And while they were exploring, 


Percy supporters were also organ- 
izing, putting together a sleeping gi- 
ant which promised to rise up and 
roar when called upon. 


The speed with which he was able 


to build that kind of foundation gave 
heart to moderate and liberal Re- 
publicans who have lived with con- 
servative dominance through the last 
decade. And it caused many con- 
servatives to take another look at the 
senator from Illinois. 


"For the first time, he is gaining 


real access to party regulars," wrote 
Kevin Phillips in the American' Polit- 
ical Report. 


Conservatives began to consider 


the possibility that Chuck Percy 
might just be able to capture the 
nomination after all. 


Then came the resignation and 


Percy joined the ranks of those 
whose presidential bids died aborn- 
ing. It is impossible to say when men 
who see themselves as potential 


presidents first begin to dream that 
dream. 


But they must know that no more 


than once, perhaps twice, in their 
lives is there a chance that it may 
come to pass. In the first 28 years 
since Herbert Hoover — the last 
American president to be defeated in 
an election — the country knew only 
three presidents. In the last 14 years, 
it has seen four, due to assassination, 
the Vietnam war and Watergate. 


But there were only three times in 


those 42 years, really, when the 
chance of elevation to the White 
House was not all but foreclosed by 
one man — in 1948,1960 and 1968. 


One chance has passed for Charles 


Percy, unless the unforeseen strikes 
for the fourth time in 12 years. 


He could, of course, have another 


chance in 1980. But 1976 would seem 
to have been a prime year for Percy. 
At 57, he presumably would retain 
his rugged physical condition. The 


Democrats could be engaged in a re- 
peat of the debacle which paralyzed 
them in 1972. 


It is folly, especially in the light of 


the events of the last three presiden- 
cies, to say that nothing will have 
changed in the next two years and 
two months. 


But if two years is too long — and 


it is — for a man contemplating the 
White House to try to puzzle out the 
unexpected contingencies, six years 
must seem like the closest thing to 
eternity that the human mind can 
comprehend.

Defending 
champ is 
solid again

Barry Sljcrnbcrg liked tho position he 


had in the list of bowlers from the 1073 
Paddock Classic Traveling League. With 
a 196-plus average Stjcrnberg ranked at 
the top of 40 bowlers. 


But his team, DCS Plalncs Ace Hard- 


ware, finished In the runncrup spot to 
Formco Metal Products. Aco had won 
tho championship the year before with 
Stjcrnberg averaging 195. Apparently the 
drop In status disagreed with Stjcrnberg 
because ho Jumped ship and went with a 
winner for the 1074 league season. 


When play begins Saturday for the 18th 


year of the PCTL, Formco will be back 
to defend Its title, bolstered by the addi- 
tion of the top Individual bowler In the 
league last year. Which Is all Just so 
much bad news for tho rest of the teams 
in tho league. They'll assemble Saturday 
at Beverly Lanes. 


Formco, which opened the season last 


jcar under the handle Kula'a Five 
(named for captain .Bob Kula who will 
again head the team this year), led the 
league for much of the season and cap- 
tured championships In both halves of 
play. ' 


The entire quintet of bowlers who won 


the championship will return In 1074. 
Kula, who averaged 187 last year, never- 
theless recorded the highest single game 
score for hU team when ho rolled a 270. 


Fred Hanson was second to Stjcrnbcrg 


In the individual totals with a 197 aver- 
age. Ills high game for tho year fell two 
pins shy of Kula at 268. He had the high- 
est scries In the league last year as he 
strung together scores of 241-233-268 for a 
742 scries. 


Other members of tho championship 


team include Russ Grosch (194 average), 
Mike Hcffncr (193) and Mike Snoop 
(IBS).

Don Chrlilensen 
of DCS 


Plaines Ace will return Tom Kouros (191 
average) and BUI Cornelius (187) from 
last year's squad. And to replace his de- 
parted ace, Chrlstensen has wrangled a 
solid performer from the Hoffman Es- 
tates Major League in Joe SimonJs. Sim- 
onls averaged 108 last season. 


Lobby Loblnsky Is tho leading bowler 


for Arnie Yuslm Chevrolet. Loblnsky was 
outpointed by only Stjernberg and Han- 
sen in tho Individual pin race last year. 
Bowling in only 43 games, Lobby aver- 
aged 196 for Kolc Really. 


Loblnsky will have some help from an- 


other newcomer to tho PCTL, Carl 
Mackcrer. Bowling In tho Masters Trav- 
eling League lost year Mackcrer gunned 
down 199 pins per game. 


Bob Closer heads up tho Sullivan Pon- 


tlac entry with a 194 average. Glascr ran 
10 straight strikes together last season to 
come within a whisker of a perfect 
game. His 289 still ranked as the highest 
Individual game of the season. 


Kole Keally may have lost Loblnsky 


but captain Bud Ewcrt has three bowlers 
of comparable quality. BUI Huckcrt will 
bring a 100 average Into PCTL play with 
him this season. Rich Wagner, another 
ISO-plus stinger at 104, a figure he corned 
In the SI. Stevens League, will also bowl 
for Kole. 


Glen Chcsscr will have the biggest bur- 


den of proof to carry through the season 
with him. Chcsscr brings a 201 average, 
highest of any bowler In the league, with 
him from the River Grove Classic. 


Captain Don Sawlcki leads a team 


of new faces for Teddy's Liquors. Only 
Ron Garllsch, with a 187 average, and 
Ray Stlrbcr (192) competed In the PCTL.

Classics showcase area's finest; 
averages soar with rapid growth 


by CHARLIE DICKINSON 


Chances arc somt of the bowling 


teams that qualified for the Paddock 
Classic Traveling League back In 1937, 
the year of its inception, wouldn't be able 


to make the cut as the league enters its 
18th season of competition.' 


When Bob Paddock, executive vice 


president of Paddock Publications, along 
with Tom Kouros, Al Walter and Ward

Siewert fostered the Idea of a league for 
high powered bowlers and set the idea 
into motion, the qualifying level they set 
was a 910 average per team. 


As the years passed and the com- 


petition stiffened, the average increased. 
First, it jumped slightly to 925 and then 
ballooned to its current 975. In 1960, the 
women's half of the division was In- 
augurated and with the increasing need 
for a higher qualifying average, the 
strength and prestige of the league was 
assured. 


Paddock's reasons for sponsoring the 


league, as well as the popular Paddock 
Olympics and Paddock tennis tourna- 
ment, was to maintain a high degree of 
contact with the sporting public it serves. 


In 1957, the area was teeming with 


17 leagues 
for one man? 
Odd but true 


League bowling is the best way to en- 


joy tenpins for millions of Americans. 
For others, competing in tournaments is 
the highlight of competition. But league 
format is the backbone of organized 
bowling. 


Like everything else, there are ex- 


tremes. You could call SI Hewitt of Lin- 
coln, Neb. an extreme. And you might 
like to include Marv Schmehl of Reading, 
Pa., and John Stout of Anchorage, 
Alaska, or Bill O'Brien of Arcadia, Calif. 
Even Chester Smith of Detroit, Bob Rolli 
Sr. of Louisville and Jim Smith of Den- 
ver qualify for satisfying a fetish. A 
bowling fetish. 


Hewitt competed in 17 leagues each 


week during the 1968-69 bowling season. 
17 leagues! Bowling all seven days, 
that's still better than two per day. If he 
bowled six days each week, that's almost 
three leagues per day. 


Until Hewitt came along, the "record" 


was held by Schmehl who participated in 
15 leagues during the 1963-64 season. 
Stout and O'Brien are tied for. third, 
Stout competing in 14 during the 1959-60 
campaign and O'Brien 14 in 1971-72. 
Down the line are Smith, Rolli and Smith 
with a mere 11 per week. 


Smith, Schmehl, O'Brien and Hewitt 


all hold a share of the one day record of 
t h r e e leagues, along with Chester 
Iwinski, Toledo, Ohio, 1943-44; Alan 
O'Brien, Syracuse, N.Y., 1943-44; Joe 
Marineau, San Diego, Calif., 1942-43; Dr. 
T. J. Theurer, Kenning, Minn, 1968-69, 
and Don Best, Wheeler AFB, Hawaii, 
1970-71. 


Those records are a minute portion of 


the Statistics and Oddities section which 
appears every December in BOWLING, 
official publication of the American 
Bowling Congress. Statistics and Oddities 
is a section of every annual ABC Year- 
book. 


leagues for the average bowlers. There 
was nothing for the men who knocked 
down pins in bunches. Not wanting to 
test their skill against bowlers who were 
beaten before the first ball was thrown, 
these bowlers often went begging for 
competition. 


The situation cried out for a league to 


harness these athletes. Walter, past pres- 
ident of the Chicago Classic League, and 
Kouros, a high average bowler and one 
time owner of Arlington Bowling Lanes, 
approached Paddock with their idea. 


Paddock agreed to the principle, the 


final details were Ironed out and on May 
11, 1957, the league held its first day of 
competition. 


The league had a slightly tentative 


start but powered by the backing and 
publicity of Paddock Publications it soon 
strengthened and ultimately flourished. 


The league operated out of several 


area bowling lanes during that first sea- 
son. Among them were Hi-Way Recrea- 
tion in Palatine, Des Plaines Bowling 
Lanes, Beverly Lanes in Arlington 
Heights and Ten Put in Harrington. 


Bowling has since progressed from 


those intimate venues into multi-laned 
"family fun centers." Many of the old 
league sites are either gone or serving 
out their time at other duties. The Hi- 
Way Recreation lanes in Palatine, for in- 
stance, now houses a Honda dealership. 


The theory behind the traveling format 


of the league was to prevent one particu- 
lar team from developing a home lane 
advantage. It had the double advantage 
of offering a wide exposure of these out- 
standing bowlers to the public.

Adding to L-Tran's final weekend total 


w e r e Inahara (555 — 184-193-178), 
Pleickhardt (543 - 190-170-183), Kosi (511 
— 157-151-203), and Douglas (448 — 128- 
162-158). 


L-Tran captured both halves last sea- 


son and in doing so, also bowled the sea- 
son's high series, 2,893. 


There have been some sponsorship 


changes for the new Paddock Women's 
season. Mason Shoes has replaced Ar- 
lington Park Towers as sponsor for the 
team at Elk Grove Bowl. Ziebart Auto & 
Truck Rustproofing takes over sponsor- 
ship at Hoffman Lanes while the teams 
at Des Plaines Lanes and Ten Pin Bowl 
will play under those names.

Summer and baseball are a couple of 


naturals ... real go-togothers ... (ho 
perfect marriage. 


For that reason, I've always ques- 


tioned the logic of having high school 
baseball play hit-and-miss with their 
April and May schedules. Since rain 
plays a big port In ruining the con- 
sistency of the prep schedule every 
spring, why not hold the spring season 
and tourney In the summer like Iowa 
docs? 


Chlcagoland sharpies are sometimes 


inclined to chuckle when they hear about 
"I-o-way." but this supposedly hlcksvllle 
state has shown Itself to be way ahead of 
Its supposedly more sophisticated neigh- 
bor. Some cornfcd teams west of the 
Mississippi River have been playing high 
school summer baseball since 1946. 


Burlington, my old hometown, won the 


title that Inaugural year. Since then, the 
switch has been steadily toward summer 
piny. 


The middle of last month saw Iowa's 


summer season end with Burlington los- 
ing the title game. While vacationing In 
Iowa last week, I found this city of about 
33,000 souls still talking about Its team's 
near miss. An appreciation party was 
planned. 


The main reason behind Burlington's 


successful season was Dick Wagner, Its 
head coach. Wagner has a sparkling 347- 
78 record, Including three runner-up 
state finishes. 


Having coached prep baseball teams in 


spring, summer and fall, Wagner has no

doubts as to which lime is best for devel- 
oping young talent. 


"I'm sold on It," said the current pres- 


ident of the Iowa Baseball Coaches' As- 
sociation of the summer program. "It 
has so many more pluses." 


Aside from the obvious — weather, 


Wagner thinks more and more states will 
be headed for a total summer season for 
these reasons: 


• No Interruption of classroom work. 
• No competition for school trans- 


portation. 


• No competition 
from 
practicing 


areas with girls' sports. 


No difficulty in choosing between 


sports, thereby freeing the school's top 
athletes for baseball. 


• More time to determine the best po- 


sitions for players. 


• More games to ploy because of min- 


imal rainouts. 


• More prestige for the sport because 


It doesn't have to compete with others 
for publicity. 


• Lack of school distractions helps 


bring a coach and his players closer. 


• Longer schedule gives more players 


a chance. 


• Taking road trips helps bring about 


closer team unity. 


Burlington participated in both spring 


and summer baseball until the '73 season 
when the spring portion was stopped. 
Most of the schools (374 of a possible SOS) 
have switched to summer ball as of this 
past year. Competition is conducted in 
two classes — AA and A. The small 
schools that don't play football have a 
fall schedule. 


Wagner has an unusual situation in 


that Burlington doesn't play in a confer- 
ence. As an independent, the school can 
schedule about 50 games a summer — 
possibly the largest schedule of any Iowa 
team. 


"We start tryouts in mid-May," Wag- 


ner explained. "We start the season 
around Memorial Day weekend and go to 
about the middle of July. Almost all our 
games are doubleheaders which gives 
everybody the opportunity to start and 
play games. And it gives more boys a 
chance to pitch." 


Since Burlington is fortunate enough to 


be able to rent a lighted diamond from 
the local professional team, they play in 
the evenings. Crowds ranging between 
200 and 600 are commonplace at each 
home doubleheader. The revenue makes 
the team's program totally self-suf- 
ficient. 


Wagner's season ticket philosophy is to 


"make the ticket price (S3 each) so rca- 
sonable that nobody In his right mind — 
nobody — will want to pay the general 
admission price ($1 a game)." It works 
— $4,300 worth were sold this year. 


To prepare for their lengthy season, 


varsity and sophomore candidates (the 
latter play a 25-game schedule) are 
asked to take a workout or go out for 
track in the spring. 


The season began on May 31 and ended 


with the championship game on Aug. 14. 
Despite the 58-game schedule (the team 
finished 47-9), the season isn't as long as 
it looks. There are no rainouts during the 
regular season; only three or four days a 
week are baseball days — the rest are 
days off; no practice is held after the 
season begins; boys are encouraged to 
have jobs as long as employers are 
agreeable to the schedule. 


Wagner's very happy with his sport's 


success, especially since interscholastic 
activities in Iowa are not supported by 
taxes as they are in Illinois. The state 
tourney was very successful this sum- 
mer, banking about $14,000. 


With the ever mounting money crunch, 


the growth in girls' sports as well as the 
reasons mentioned earlier, it might be 
wise for Illinois to begin to think in 
terms of a statewide summer program.

THE HEAD WAS first modeled with an 


olive wreath In place of the stars but lat- 
er changed to accommodate the head- 
dress in compliance with the President's 
wishes. 


The reverse or tall side depicts an 


American Bald Eagle flying to the left 
across tho rays of a rising sun. Above Is 
the legend "United States of America" 
with the date MCMVII (1007) super- 
imposed In the sun below. 


Two regular issuo coins of different de- 


nominations resulted from the design. 
Tho Typo V $10 Eagle of 1007 and tho 


reverse of the Type IV $20 Double Eagle 
of the same year. 


THESE FIRST ISSUES of 1007 arc un- 


usual In that the traditional motto, "In 
God Wo Trust," was omitted due to 
President Roosevelt's objection to any 
reference to the deity on a coin. The re- 
sulting public outrage prompted Con- 
gress to pass a bill In 1908 reinstating the 
motto on all coins minted thereafter. 


Saint-Gaudens died before his designs 


were put into production. Today they are 
regarded as the finest ever produced on 
the coinage of the United States. 
"Ownership of the 1907 Gold "Coin" is 
unknown up to the 1940s when it ap- 
peared in tho collection of F.C.C. Boyd. 
His entire collection was later sold to a 
well-known American dealer. It was 
eventually sold to Egypt's King Farouft 
for the then high figure of $9,900. 


AFTER HIS abdication In 1052, Fa- 


rouk's collection was sold at private auc- 
tion and the million-dollar "coin" sold to 
an American bidder for $3,800. In 1956, it 
was sold again for $10,000 to J.E. Wllkl- 
son of Springfield, Tcnn. His coin estate 
was eventually purchased by Paramount 


International Coin Corporation of Englc- 
wood, Ohio, including the 1907 Indian- 
head Double Eagle shown above. 


The present owners recently refused 


an offer of $500,000 on this unique piece, 
declaring true market value impossible 
to estimate.

how I try to cover them. Please tell me 
what causes these and II there is any 
way possible to get rid of them. 


Those brown spots are the same as 


freckles. There are pigment-producing 
cells deep under the surface of your skin. . 
The amount of pigment they form deter- 
mines the darkness of your skin, induce 
normal sun tanning response, and even 
freckles. 


These cells produce pigment in spots in 


many women during pregnancy. Getting 
rid of the spots is the same as trying to 
get rid of freckles. Exposure to sun 
makes the area produce more pigment 
causing them to be more prominent just 
as sun brings out freckles. 


The best thing you can do is to try to 


cover the spot or spots with a good sun 
screen. This isn't always too successful 
and of course for lots of spots or freckles 
it is a losing proposition. 


You should realize that these brown 


spots are not at all the same thing that 
people have in older years on the surface 
of the skin. Some of those are at the very 
surface and are really a different prob- 
lem. Some of them can be removed by 
salves and other procedures by a doctor. 
It is not something you can or should do 
yourself. 


I guess when we learn how to cure or 


prevent freckles we will have the answer 
to the brown spot problems you have. 
Meanwhile, if you can't resist the sun 
you can expect them to become darker 
and more noticeable.

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'Quad9 sound and the Stones: a socko film combination 


li) United I'rcsi Inicrnaiional 


"What uo luivc here U n group of people who've never done 


anything like It before, working together on a kind of mnvlc 
that's never been made," explained Its financial organizer 
and road manager, George Langworth. 


The movie is "Ladles and Gentlemen, The Rolling Stones," 


a film concert originally released In quadraphonic sound. The 
film, says director-producer Roll In Blnzcr, is "a simple docu- 
mentary of the Rolling Stones doing IS songs," shot In Hous- 
ton and Fort Worth during the Stones' 1072 U.S. tour. 


"It's a visun. album you can't take home," said Langworth. 


"It's for pcoplo who figure there's no reason to pay $10 to $15 
to hear (scatological word deleted) sound at a live concert," 
said Binzcr. 


You sit just *hurc you dream of sitting at a live concert — 


front row center — with none of the attendant hassles like 
someone tryln? to scramble over your scat to get to the 
stage. 


TUB FILM Is revolutionary In its time as Cinerama was In 


the 1930s. The main reason It works Is quadraphonic sound, 
the finest audio available. Quad is sound coming from <M 
speakers In four directions at once at a volume range of 95 to 
110 decibels. 


"The film Is so loud, so all-encompassing, that it makes the 


show an Intensely personal experience," sold one female 
viewer. "All the sensations in your head explode out from the 
force of sound pushing In." 


The film opens with the sound of the audience filing in; 


explodes Into "Brown Sugar," going through "Bitch," 


"Gimme Shelter," "Dead Flowers," "Happy," "Tumblin" 
Dice," "Love In Vain," "Sweet Virginia," "Can't Always Get 
What you Want," "On Down the Line," "Midnight Rambler," 
"Bye, Bye Johnny," "Rip This Joint," "Jumpln Jack Flash," 
and "Street Fighting Man." 


The Stones' traditional blackouts between the songs are 


there, Mick Jaggcr prances and struts like a camp imitation 
of himself, and one of the world's raunchiest rock 'n' roll 
bands puts on a superb show. At the end of the concert, an 


airplane makes a circuit of the theater In quadraphonic 
sound. 


Jim WelUn, a Chicago student in his 20s, explained why he 


and his "old lady" came. "It's not the same as live rock 
concert, but we grew up with the Big Five — the Beatles, the 
Stones, Janls Joplin, Bob Dylan and Jimi Hendrix — and at 
least half the time, even if they were in town, you could never 
get to see them." 


ITS CREATORS are executive producer Marshall Chess, 


producer-director Rollin Blnzer, producers Steve Gebhardt 
and Bob Freeze and financial organizer George Langworth, in 
their late 20s and 30s. 


Binzer, a former Chicago advertising wonder kid, said the 


whole thing started out as a television special by Freeze and 
Gebhardt until he thought about quadraphonic sound. 


"Just for the hell of it, we recorded four songs that way 


and hooked ourselves and Mick Jagger, who said, 'Yeah, it's 
great, but it'll never work on television.' It wouldn't have, so 
we made a movie with the whole thing in quad sound." 


Miles Specter and Hele Heiskell, who control a con- 


glomerate called Seabord American Co., at Langworth's sug- 
gestion formed a company called No Moss to buy the film 
from the Stones. Then they created Dragon Aire Ltd. to dis- 
tribute the film. 


BUT THE financial deal with the Stones — to whom No 


Moss owes a second mortgage payment — is cloudy, as Is the 
film's future in quad. The fact that no theaters have quadra- 
phonic equipment is what makes it such a financial risk. 


Each sound system, which costs $60,000, must be put into a 


theater by a crew of three engineers. "Once our sound and 
amplification system is installed," said Langworth, "the sys- 


tem is balanced by our engineers using tapes of all the tones 
and frequencies to be encountered in the film." 


There are three existing systems, Langworth said; but 


there is no money to build more or to pay additional crews to 
install them, which rather rules out quick and wide dis- 
tribution. 


Dragon Alre is spending 80 cents to make $1 on the movie, 


Langworth said. "And, out of that, No Moss has to pay the 
Stones for the movie on the short-term schedule agreed on in 
the purchase contract, pay Dragon Aire for the distribution, 
and make some kind of profit. It's just not possible to do that 
using only quad," he said. 


So Bob Freeze, who mixed the original quadraphonic track, 


has grudgingly produced for mass distribution another "sur- 
round sound" track, a combination that is less than quad but 
more than stereo. 


THE "ENHANCED MONO" version of "Ladies and Gentle- 


men" — to use Dragon Aire's phrasing — will go Into as 
many cities as there are exhibitors who will accept it, says 
Dragon Aire spokesman Allen Mltosky. So far, Mitosky says, 
plans are to begin running the mono version in California and 
Illinois, banking on the strength of publicity from the Los 
Angeles and Chicago quad openings. 


"Ladies and Gentlemen" opened in Evanston, Peoria, Nor- 


mal, Aurora, Decatur, Waukegan in Illinois and South Bend 
and Hammond, Ind. Aug. 23. California cities have not been 
definitely set. It had been shown in quad earlier at the Car- 
negie Theater in Chicago. 


The mono version of "Ladies and Gentlemen," Mitosky and 


Langworth said, will be used in the hope that enough money 
can be made to assure the complete return of quad.

NEW YORK — The failure of "Sand- 


burg's Abraham Lincoln" Friday night 
lies not with the actors, but with the au- 
thor, Carl Sandburg. 


Many who have seen Sandburg's ac- 


count of Lincoln take it as gospel, espe- 
cially since he won a Pulitzer Prize for 
his six-volume biography of the 16th 
President. Sandburg mythologizes Lin- 
coln as "Honest Abe," "The Rail Split- 
ter" and "The Great Emancipator." 


And we want to believe him, especially 


in an era when Americans are looking 
for a golden past and a hero to admire. 


This is not to say that Sandburg is not 


entertaining. He is. But he is not a great

historian and certainly not worthy of 
serious study. Norman Rockwell is an 
entertaining artist, but not a Picasso or 
a Rembrandt. 


IF THE SCRIPT writer of this six-part 


series — Friday's Is subtitled "Mrs. Lin- 
coln's Husband" — had cared more 
about his subject, instead of looking for a 
well-merchandized name like Sandburg, 
he might have sought out a reputable 
historian 
or perhaps consulted 
the 


diaries of the men surrounding Lincoln. 
Then and only then would we have seen 
Lincoln in a more realistic light and not 
as some demigod, alternately soothing 
the country with cracker-barrel humor 
and calming his neurotic wife, Mary 
Todd. 


Oh yes, and winning the Civil War. 
This first program, directed by George 


Schaefer and written by James Prl- 
deaux, deals with the conflicts between 
Abe and Mary Todd amid the backdrop 
of the Civil War. 


Mrs. Lincoln is seen as a spendthrift 


trying to keep up with the social whirl of 
Washington. She also is a nag and calls 
her husband an adulterer — before a 
Union Army, no less. 


At another stage in the program Lin- 


coln boldly breaks up a plot to drive him 
out of office because his wife was a 
Southerner and therefore disloyal to the

Union. Then there is the tragic death of 
Lincoln's son, Willie. 


POP HISTORY tells us Lincoln was 


the man who freed the slaves — the 
Emancipation Proclamation of 1863. But 
if we read this document, we find it freed 
only the slaves in the Confederacy and 
not those in the border states. Had Lin- 
coln freed them, the border states would 
have rebelled. He was still a politician. 


As to the slaves themselves, Lincoln 


was not in favor of freeing them. He was 
a colonizationist — he wanted the blacks 
to be snipped back to Africa. 


And as to Lincoln's country humor, his 


contemporaries frequently describe the 
deep mental anguish and self-doubt he 
went through during his youth, especially 
about his marriage to Mary Todd, an in- 


credible shrew who drove her husband 
relentlessly. She finally went mad after 
her husband's death, but we only get a 
touch of Mary Todd's mental disease in 
this 60-mlnute dramatization, and none of 
Lincoln's. 


WE REALLY CAN find no fault with 


Hal Holbrook, who plays Lincoln, and 
Sada Thompson, who plays his wife. 
They are simply saddled with a dreadful 
script that hopelessly bogs down with the 
Lincoln myth. 


One only wishes Miss Thompson was 


given something with a little more fire. 
She would have been dazzling as the real 
Mrs. Lincoln. It is also a pity that far too 
many members of the other historical 
figures of this era are used as mere 


props to give some authenticity to the 
drama. A few added touches with these 
men might have illuminated the period.: 


It is interesting to note that NBC is 


doing something about Lincoln now. One 
can only surmise that Lincoln and tHe 
Civil War have finally become accept- 
able to all parts of the nation. How inter- 
esting would this show have been if It 
was done in 1964 instead of 1974. 
! 


Also, why is the network doing some- 


thing about Lincoln during a period when 
the nation is preparing for its 200th Anni- 
versary? There are some wonderful his- 
torical works on Washington and Jeffer- 
son. Script writers would have a field 
day stealing from them.

stage of completion, and now that con- 
crete has begun to flow again, the steel 
columns will be secured in the new foot- 
Ings and the truck docks and floor will be 
poured. Net result — earlier occupancy 
and more productivity for the tenant.

Co. of Long Grove, has provided mature 
honey locusts, spreading scotch pines, 
along with yew, juniper and Rosea Ele- 
gans rhododendrons, which afford sum- 
mer and winter greenery. There Is also a 
cluster of sweet gum trees. 


The U-shaped building design has pre- 


served a rare weeping Camperdown elm 
and two huge sugar maples. They blend 
with new plantings to achieve an impres- 
sive courtyard. Three large raised plant- 
ing beds have been loaded with petunias 
by the builder. 


This approach has been repeated at the 


rear of the building where each ground 
level unit has its own portion of a contin- 
uous stadium-turf patio with colorful ran- 
dom plantings. 


A five-foot brick wall shields on-deck 


parking above the indoor garage from 
view of first floor occupants. Although 
belonging to the apartments they adjoin, 
a view of the patios can be enjoyed by 
those in all units with easterly exposure, 
regardless of floor.

Port, Realtor, states that "In the $40,000 
to $50,000 price range which is becoming 
so commonplace in pre-owned homes to- 
day, a buyer's unfavorable reaction to 
soiled draperies, dimly lighted rooms 
and overstuffed closets, can result in 
substantially reduced offers, and this 
disparity could easily be greater than the 
penalty charged if the same home had 
one less bedroom." 


"It's a matter," says Caruso, "of 


arithmetic and psychology. A small bed- 
room, even at today's prices might be 
worth only a few thousand dollars in the 
appraisal approach of a buyer who 
doesn't really need it." 


"On the other hand, it is a well estab- 


lished fact that the decision to purchase 
a home is first made emotionally and lat- 
er justified at the logical level. Since the 
buyer's appraisal will follow rather than 
precede that emotional commitment, his 
judgment will be swayed dramatically 
by the overall impression the home 
makes on him. And nobody likes untidy, 
dingy, overfurnished or unorganized 
homes." 


Caruso, a senior instructor for the Na- 


tional Institute of Real Estate Brokers 
lectures on real estate matters and, says, 
"If you're selling your home, start by 
tossing out every possible piece of junk 
and unnecessary item of furniture. Tidy 
up shelves, closets, storage areas and 
use all your housekeeping know-how to 
present your home in its most attractive 
light each time it is shown. It not only 
makes sense, but will produce extra dol- 
lars as well," concludes Caruso.

End seen tor electric utilities 


by LeROV POPE 


NEW YORK - Tho electric utility In- 


dustry In tho United States Is In such 
precarious position it may hove to be 
taken over by government, a prominent 
utility rote consultant sold recently. 


Theodore Maynard, head of National 


Utility Service, said the troubles of New 
York's Consolidated Edison Co. are just 
the beginning. 


"Most countries don't have private 


electric systems like ours," Maynard 
said. "If the present trend continues, It 
seems likely the big private electric utili- 
ties will go down one after another with 
the government stepping In much the 
same as it did to ball out Lockheed and 
the Perm Central R.R." 


WASTE AND inefficiency are so ramp- 


ant in the utility industry the companies 
will get scant sympathy from the public 
In their troubles, Maynard added. "Was- 
tage of power generated may exceed 30 
per cent," ho said, "and rates are often 
grossly unfair." 


When Con Ed passed its dividend last 


spring for the first time since 1885, utility 
people said it was an isolated affair, not 
symptomatic of trouble in the rest of tho 
industry. 


But so much has happened since then 


that recently a vice president of the Edi- 
son Electric Institute warned that unless 
things improve the country may be in for 
difficult times in terms of tho power sup- 
ply. 


HERE ARE some of tho industry's 


problems: 


• Demand for power fell 0.7 per cent 


in the first quarter of this year. 


• Tho average price of utility shares 


dropped 20 per cent when the rest of the 
stock list was declining by less than 10 
per cent. Common stocks of some utili- 
ties are selling for less than half book 
value. 


• Bonds of almost a score of electric 


utilities have been downgraded by rating 
agencies. Utilities are having to pay 11 
per cent for money, if they can find buy- 
ers for their securities. 


• Many utilities have cut back on their 


capital outlay programs by hundreds of 
millions of dollars, thus creating the 
threat of big future power shortages. 


• Rates hove been raised sharply. 
Maynard says from the point of view 


of Industry and tho public the big ques- 
tion is not tho future of tho private utility 
companies but now the nation Is to be 
assured more abundant and cheaper 
power. Ho says ho sees a clue to a pos- 
sible solution In what is happing In San 
Francisco where Pacific Gas & Electric 
Co. Is the target of lawsuits to enforce a 
law called the Raker Act passed by Con- 
gress In 1913. 


That law authorized tho city of San 


Francisco to get water power from near- 
ly federal domain lands but only on con- 
dition the power be sold directly to San 


Francisco consumers and that no profits 
go to private utilities. 


"THE CITY raised the money to build 


the aqueduct system and the dams but 
somehow Pacific Gas & Electric got con- 
trol of the power and sells it to the city 
at a profit," Maynard said. "Even 
though a Supreme Court decision in 1941 
ordered the Raker Act enforced it never 
has been. Now a determined fight is 
being waged to enforce it." 


The lesson from the San Francisco 


struggle for the rest of the country, May- 
nard said, is that "most of our future 
resources such as oil, natural gas, natu- 
ral steam and uranium are located on 
public domain lands ... in a real sense, 
the nation's basic fuel supply already is 
nationalized." 
He said private utilities should be pre- 


vented from buying up all these public 
resources from the government and re- 
selling the power at a big profit.

'Unfcminine mystique'? 
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Banking open to women: male exec 


by GAY PAULEY 


NEW YORK (UPI) - There Is room at 


the top for women wanting careers In 
high finance and If they don't make It, 
the fault lies with the attitudes of both 
sexes. 


Reason: Women still put themselves 


down and get a generous assist from the 
men. As one male executive remarked, 
"They already have their own cigarets. 
What else do they want?" 


Yet, says (ho president of one of the 


notion's leading banks, "The ability of a 
brain to function has nothing whatever to 
do with the sex of the body housing It." 


Those are the words of John H. Vogcl, 


president, National Bank of North Amer- 
ica. 


NO MALE chauvinist that Vogcl: "I'm 


for women In business and specifically 
for women In banking," he told a Vir- 
ginia Bank Administrative Institute Con- 
vention in Norfolk. 


Vogel cited tho number of women his 


bank employs and tho numbers In bank- 
ing nationally. 


"Sixty-five per cent of my employes 


are women operating on every level from 
teller trainee to department head," he 
said. "I know personalty that they do a 
tremendous job ... In fact I have a 
hunch that someday one of them will bo 
proving that she can do mine." Better 
than 18 per cent of North America's offi- 
cers are women. 


WOMEN began to move Into banking 


during World War II to close the man- 
power gap. Today, on a national level, 
Vogcl sold 67 per cent of all bank em- 
ployes are women but only 31 per cent 
(23,000) arc officers. 


And, when they get to the top, they 


earn an average of $3,000 a year less 
than men who have the same positions, 
he said. 


One reason women don't get more ra- 


pidly to the top lies in their "lost years" 
In the professional world, time used for 
child bearing and rearing. 


BUT ALSO slowing their advancement 


Is lack of education — "This one I must 
lay at the feet of women themselves." 


They're caught in the unfeminine mys- 


tique. 


"They feel that it is unfeminine to ma- 


jor In economics or finance or business 
management... reluctant to admit that 
they have such 'male' attributes as 
mathematical ability, logic or reasoning 
talent, or business acumen," he said. 


Society, especially masculine society, 


conditioned women for this attitude over 
the centuries. Aristotle taught that fe- 
male nature was "afflicted with natural 
dcfcctivcncss" and Sigmund Freud 2,000 
years later wrote that when women were 
aggressive or competed with men they 
were "unfeminine." 


"This sexist Ideology Is pretty per- 


vasive," Vogcl said. "Children get the 
message early, at home and in school, 
that boys should be aggressive and stole

Don't attempt to sell your own home 


"The average American wouldn't try 


to cut his own hah*, or let anyone but a/ 
surgeon remove his appendix. Yet, a few 
become 'instant real estate experts' and 
try to sell their own home to avoid pay- 
ing selling costs." 


This statement by F. Poche Wagues- 


pack Jr., New Orleans Realtor, is typical 
of ones by prominent Realtors through- 
out the nation who responded to a survey 
by the National Association of Realtors 
on "for-sale-by-owner" attempts. All 
agreed that such attempts are at best 
foolish, and could be dangerous. 


Waguespack, president of the National 


Institute of Real Estate Brokers, an affil- 
iate of the National Association, empha- 
sized that only a few homeowners an- 
nually "make that mistake. Either out of 
wisdom or prior experience of owners, 95 
per cent of all residential sales In the 
average U.S. city are accomplished with 
the aid of a real estate firm," he said. 


"Still, that 5 per cent, with little going 


for them besides a for-sale-by-owner sign 
in the front yard and an ad in the local 
newspaper, insists upon gambling on 
then* abilities in real estate sales," Wa- 
guespack added. 


It's a gamble that may be the biggest 


— and worst — of a lifetime, the Real- 
tors agreed. These are additional com- 
ments by those surveyed. 


"That sign in the front yard may as 


well say 'curiosity seekers welcome' be- 
cause the seller will find himself again 
and again answering the doorbell for 
lookers who have no intention of buy- 
tog," said Philip C. Smaby of Min- 
neapolis. 


"The Realtor screens the lookers from 


the qualified buyers and sets up appoint- 
ments to view the home, thus saving the 
seller a good deal of time and trouble," 
he added. 


Art S. Leitch, San Diego, points to 


warnings by police chiefs in many cities 
that easy access to the home is an in- 
vitation to burglars. "Under the guise of 
being a buyer, he can go through the 
home room by room, casing it for a late- 
night return visit." . 


And even when he encounters the po- 


tential buyer, that inexperienced sales- 
man finds he has troubles he never 
dreamed of, Leitch added. 


"A homeowner can save the selling 


cost. The only catch is that one way or 
another he must go through all the steps 
that would be taken by the real estate 
firm. 


"Those who suggest that an attorney's 


fee of $200 or $300 is an attractive al- 
ternative to the broker's fee are not 
making a valid comparison, unless the 
attorney will perform all the functions of 
a Realtor," he added. 


Joseph B. Doherty of Andover, Mass., 


National Association president, observed 
that the job of selling the home by the 
owner becomes more difficult because of 
the relationship of "salesman" and 
client. 


"Besides being able to show the home 


in a far more expert manner than the 
owner, the Realtor is prepared to answer 
questions that the buyer might have, 
questions which reflect reservations 
about the home," Doherty said. 


"In dealing with the homeowner, the 


buyer might be reluctant to ask these 
questions for fear of offending. But un- 
less they are asked, and the buyer's 
doubts are resolved, he will move on 
quickly to look at other properties — 
probably being shown by a real estate 
firm." 


Doherty also noted that the buyer al- 


ways has a number of questions on com- 
plicated technical matters, such as fi- 


nancing, payments, insurance and title 
clearance. "As Realtors, we have the an- 
swers, make detailed arrangements tor 
financing and serve the buyer In dozens 
of ways to help him complete the sale." * 


Palmer Berge, Seattle, called attention 


to other practical considerations. "The 
sophisticated buyer is aware that the 
seller hopes to save the real estate firm's 
fee. That amount is promptly deducted 
from the asking price, and the buyer 
moves on from that point. 


"In the final negotiations on price, the 


buyer has all the advantages and won't 
hesitate to use them. He knows the seller 
Is wondering whether to reduce the price 
or hold firm — and risk losing the sale," 
Berge added. 


"And 
he knows there are other vital 


questions facing the seller. Can he afford 
more advertising expense? Does he want 
to face the additional inconvenience and 
spend the time looking for another -buy- 
er? Chances of favorably completing .the 
sale are far greater when the seller 
relies on a real estate firm," he said. 


Thus, the owner-salesman often finds 


himself defeated. Either he has sold in 
panic at a far lower price than he in- 
tended, or he still has his home for sale, 
the Realtor noted. 


Doherty said that many of these "sad- 


der-but-wiser owners who still have 
homes on their hands seek out real es- 
tate firms for the professional help they 
needed in the first place. But by then, 
the home has been on the market for a 
few months and many potential buyers 
feel that 'something must be wrong* with 
such a home," he added. 


Realtors agreed: Do-it-yourself applies 


to hobbies and recreational activities, not 
to the biggest investment most people 
make in a lifetime. It's not worth the 
gamble.

Feminists, other women question traditional procedures 


In the fog of Ignorance and etherized 


sleep women have long given birth. Now, 
they will no longer bo mode bit players 
in a drama where theirs is actually the 
leading rolo. 


From Boston feminists to Hoffman Es- 


tates housewives, women arc demanding 
to deliver their babies their way. 


The combined forces of the women's 


movement and such groups as Lamazo 
(natural childbirth) and LaLcche League 
(breastfeeding) have recently unlocked 
stores of knowledge for women about 
their bodies and about childbirth. 


The result is that they are questioning 


everything that traditionally happens to 
them In a hospital maternity ward. 


"As soon as you go to the hospital, 


they assume you're sick, that you need 
to bo in bed, that you need drugs," said 
an Elk Grove Village mother of four. 
"Having a baby Is not like having your 
gall bladder out," sho insists. 


ANOTHER YOUNG mother recalled, 


"I wasn't sick, but they made me lie flat 
on my back, even though I had back la- 
bor pains, and wouldn't let me sit up. I 
also was not allowed to cat or drink for 
18 hours." 


A Lamaze-trnlncd Crystal Lake woman 


who recently gave birth at Northwest 
Community Hospital In Arlington Heights 
complained that "the nurses didn't be- 
lieve I was as far along In labor as I 
was, and they kept telling me not to use 
my advanced breathing exercise. They 
treated me like I know nothing." 


She was particularly Incensed that her 


husband was made to leave the labor 
room, "and they weren't going to let him 
in the delivery room. They hadn't told 
me they wouldn't let him in." Lamaze 
childbirth depends heavily on the hus- 
band's assistance. 


A HOFFMAN Estates woman who was 


giving birth at Lutheran General Hospi- 
tal in Park Ridge remembered suffering 
severe leg cramps on the delivery table, 
but she said the doctor refused to let her 
take her legs out of the stirrups. "That 
position feels awful," she said. 


Another woman voiced a common com- 


plaint — the use of anesthetics at the 
point of delivery. 


"The doctors have never had babies," 


she observed, "yet they feel they have to 
do something for you — they're 'saving' 
you from the best moment'— after 
you've already gone through all the la- 
bor." 


Women who had delivered without 


anesthetics, including firstborns, agreed 
that delivery was the least painful and 
most thrilling part. - 


MANY WOMEN also question the ne- 


cessity of opisiotomies (an incision in the 
perineum). "If you're going to rip, of 
course you should have it, but not other- 
wise," commented on Elk Grove mother 
who had three eplsiotomies and then a 
natural delivery. Recalling the dis- 
comfort of the stitches, she noted scorn- 
fully that the doctor "said he was doing 
me a favor." 


As soon as the baby is born, many 


mother complained, he is whisked away 
to the nursery, not to be held by the 
mother until many hours later. Breast- 
feeding mothers were especially critical 
of hospital routine. 


"My pediatrician ordered that I be 


allowed to nurse every three hours — but 
the hospital would only bring him every 
four hours, and they gave him supple- 
mentary bottles, which destroyed his 
sucking," a mother who is a nurse re- 
ported. 


SEVERAL women drew a correlation 


between post-partum depression and hos- 
pital-imposed separation of mother and 
baby. 


"I got depressed in the hospital be- 


cause I was lonely. I felt really high im- 
mediately after my baby was born. Then 
they took him away and made my hus- 
band leave, and put me in a room all 
alone with strangers." 


A Roselle woman.who delivered at 


Northwest complained that when she did

get her baby, "I was not allowed to pick 
her up and play with her — I was sup- 
posed to keep her in the bassinette or sit 
and hold her, and not unwrap her. My 
husband was annoyed that he had to do a 
three-minute surgical scrub to come and 
see her." 


All of the women voicing complaints 


and questions about childbirth proce- 
dures had had some kind of childbirth 
preparation, such as Lamaze classes. 
Women who had never bad such courses 
— even though they may have attended 
hospital prenatal classes — generally did 
not question their hospital experience. 


WHILE Lamaze-trained women are 


challenging doctors' procedures, femin- 


ists are taking it a step further and ques- 
tioning doctors' motives. They suggest 
that in many cases doctors are serving 
their own convenience and their egos 
rather than women's best interests. 


Feminists have garnered a growing 


body of information and the support of a 
number of experts to back their argu- 
ments that many traditional procedures 
may be unnecessary or even inadvisable. 


A major contention is that the tradi- 


tional supine delivery position is unrea- 
sonable, inefficient and dangerous, and 
that it is maintained only for the doctors' 
convenience. 


Women cite extensive European expe- 


rience with semiupright positions, and 
the work of such researchers as Doris 
Haire, co-president of the International 
Childbirth Education Association, to sup- 
port this argument. 


ACCORDING TO Dr. Halre, the supine 


position causes unnecessary stress on the 
mother's respiratory and circulatory sys- 
tems. 


Another expert, Northwestern Univer- 


sity psychologist Dr. Nlles Anne Newton, 
supports feminists' argument that "prep- 
ping" (shaving pubic hair of a laboring 
woman) is unnecessary and demeaning. 


Dr. Newton told a medical conference 


in 1972 that there is'no scientific basis for 
shaving, and that it is "distracting, irri- 
tating and humiliating." Dr. Newton 
also reported that environmental disturb- 
ances of a laboring mother caused ex- 
perimental animals to have longer labors 
and a higher incidence of stillborns. 


Feminists and Lamaze advocates .are 


especially critical of what they consider 
over-use of anesthetics, 
especially 


against the mother's wishes. They urge 
avoidance of drugs, except in emer-

gencies, for the good of the mother and 
baby. 


ACCORDING TO obstetrics texts, 10 


per cent of maternal deaths are attribut- 
able to anesthetics, and most drugs tak- 
en by the mother cross the placenta, 
with possible adverse effects on the 
baby. Women say anesthetics also inter- 
fere with the mother's urge to push, 
thus necessitating the use of in- 
struments. 


The demand for "personalized child- 


birth" and "family-centered maternity 
care" has reached sufficient proportions 
that many hospitals, including those In 
the northwest suburbs, are implementing 
changes in their OB departments. (See 
survey, next page.) But doctors stead- 
fastly defend some of the challenged 
procedures as essential. 


According to Dr. Jeffrey Johnson, an 


obstetrician at Alexian Brothers Medical 
Center in Elk Grove Village, "some hos- 
pitals do interfere with women during la- 
bor, but here many of the nurses are 
young and they don't give patients a 
hard time." 


WHILE MANY doctors have reduced 


prepplng to little or no shaving, they still 
give enemas during labor, and they firm- 
ly forbid women taking any nourishment. 


Women contend that labor is long, hard 


work and they need to keep their 
strength up. But according to Dr. James 
Smith of Northwest Community Hospital, 
laboring women are not permitted to eat 
because of the risk of aspiration — in- 
haling vomit. Terming that a "leading 
cause of maternal deaths," he said his 
patients may not even have ice chips. 
Many women instead get intravenous so- 
lutions, he said. 


But the no-food policy is actuality a re- 


quirement of anesthesiologists, Dr. Smith 
conceded, since anesthetics may induce 
vomiting. 


And anesthesia is another procedure 


many doctors are reluctant to abandon, 
even at a patient's request. Northwest 
suburban hospitals use regional anesthet-

Lamaze tries 
to condition 
against pain 


Lamaze, or natural childbirth 


without pain, is based on the prin- 
ciple that giving birth requires 
"know-how" on the part of the 
mother. 


If a woman knows how to give 


birth, the theory holds, chances are 
she can do it relatively comfort- 
ably without anesthetic, because 
both her body and her mind will 
produce natural pain-killing ef- 
fects. 


If she doesn't know how to give 


birth, her situation can be com- 
pared to a non-swimmer being 
overcome by a huge wave. He may 
turn and run, in which case he is 
engulfed by the wave and flounders 
helplessly. Or, he freezes with fear, 
and the wave pounds his stiffened 
body. 


The trained swimmer, however, 


calmly gauges the wave's ap- 
proach and then swims with it, re- 
maining comfortably on top of the 
water. This is what the Lamaze- 
tralned mother does with labor 
contractions. 


LAMAZE TRAINING, which is a 


French doctor's adaptation of the 
theories of the Russian physiologist j 
Pavlov, seeks to conquer the poten- 
tial pain of childbirth through con- ; 
ditionlng.

Two-month-old Carrie Jean of Elk Grove Village was born at home, 


delivered by her mother with the assistance of a family practice physi- 
cian. 


A number of Carrie's future playmates were also born that way, and 


their mothers ore serenely convinced that it was the finest experience 
imaginable. 


For some of the women, home delivery was a choice made after they 


bad had traumatic experiences delivering previously in the hospital For 
others, it was the way they chose to deliver their first-born. 


"It was so nice to be in my own bed, in my own house, with familiar 


things around, and with my husband there," said Kay. "In the hospital, 
with the anesthesia and everything, I was scared silly." 


"It's not a time the family needs to be separated," she added. "From 


an hour old, my baby was a part of the community ... no looking 
through the glass at 2:30." 


"I wandered around the house and leaned against the wall to ease back 


contractions," recalled Cheryl. "I had a light lunch and sipped beve- 
rages" during early labor, she said. 


CHERYL FAIRLY glows when she recalls the Introduction of her new- 


bom daughter to the family. "She was lying on my stomach, and Kurt, 
my 2-year-old, came to the bedside, patted her very gently, and said, 
'Mommy, I love my baby sister.'" 


Shortly afterward, Cheryl was up in the rocking chair breastfeeding the 


new member of the family, and sipping champape with her husband and 
doctor. 


Barb, another mother who delivered both in the hospital and at home, 


said she "slept better at home, and didn't get depressed." She also liked 
the fact that "my husband was really important, Instead of being shoved 
Into a comer. Ho had the responsibility of bringing the baby to me and 
changing him." 


Keeping the family together, sharing the birth experience with their 


husbands, experiencing the birth themselves in a totally undrugged state, 
giving Mrth with dignity — these are the reasons women cite for giving 


birth at home. 


While they do not deny there are risks Involved, and that home delivery 


Is certainly not appropriate for every woman, they point out that 95 per 
cent of all deliveries in the U.S. are perfectly normal. 


SOME WOMEN.are choosing home delivery as a temporary alternative 


to what they consider unacceptable hospital maternity care. 


"Hospitals should give you maternity care the way you want it as an 


intelligent, capable woman," says Kay, but until they do, she will "stay 
home, where I can guarantee keeping my dignity." 


Many women, however, are calling for the development of a midwife 


program and mobile medical units to facilitate safe home deliveries on a 
routine basis. 


A number of European countries, such as England, Denmark and Nor- 


way, have long had trained mid wives who handle the majority of births, 
many of which occur at home. And, according to a recent Blue Cross 
Blue Shield publication, these countries all have lower Infant mortality 
rates than the U.S. 


In the United States, nurse-midwives have been around for some time, 


but were not recognized by the American Nurses' Association until 1967. 
In 1971 nurse-mldwlves were endorsed by the American College of Ob- 
stetricians and Gynecologists. 


The nurse-midwife program in this country so far is designed to serve 


mainly low-income mothers, and delivery usually occurs in a hospital. It 
has reduced the infant death rate in the areas it serves, and has relieved 
over-busy obstetricians. 


BUT HOME deliveries in this country still must depend on the assis- 


tance of a small number of general practitioners or home delivery med- 
ical teams, usually staffed by medical students. One of the latter which 
had operated for many years In the Chicago area recently went out of 
business. 


Meanwhile, support for the idea of home delivery remains slim. Most 


women and doctors, including advocates of natural childbirth, say they 
want "the best care available, to case it's needed."

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Safety complaints must be retained 
Next on the agenda 


Can manufacturers be made to tattle 


on themselves? 


The Consumer Product Safety Com- 


mission this week proposed now rules 
that would force companies to keep 
records of all customer safety com- 
plaints for five yean. The records could 
then be used by consumers In legal ac- 
tions against manufacturers. 


The records would, however, mainly 


provide a source of Information for the 
CPSC In keeping hazardous products out 
of the marketplace. 


"Very little Is being done on an organ- 


ized basis now," a CPSC spokesman sold 
regarding record-keeping by companies. 
Moreover, while some companies may bo 
keeping records of some complaints, 
udcr the proposed rules they would have 
to record all complaints regardless 
whether the company thinks the com- 
plaint Is valid. 


T H E RULES, published Tuesday, 


would cover alt manufacturers, private 
labclcrs, importers and distributors of 
consumer products. 


The records would have to detail any 


oral or written communication from any 


Individual or group regarding any Injury, 
Illness, death or potential death related 
to a product. Companies would also have 
to record their response to the complaint, 
their assessments of the problem and 
any subsequent legal actions. 


The CPSC would have right of access 


to the records. The rule could become 
effective later this year.

and Drug Administration has announced 
a "massive effort" to review some 
200,000 different pain-killers for effective- 
ness and to require labeling changes.

Cookies lose crispness in earthen jar 


Dear Dorothy: My daughter has a nov- 


elty cookie jar shaped like a poodle. The 
cover is a little loose-fitting, and the 
cookies become extremely moist. Would 
ynu know what can be done with the jar 
to keep the cookies crisp? — Mrs. Arthur

Even If the cover did fit tightly, many 


of these cnrthcnwarc jars arc porous and 
there is no way to keep cookies crisp. 
Test It by putting a folded piece of foil 
across the top before putting the cover 
on. If the cookies become moist, it Is the 
jar. People sometimes use jars of this 
type to keep cookies they like soft and tin 
cookie boxes with waxed paper on the 
bottom for crisp cookies.

Ics In most cases, although other hospi- 
tals in the Chicago area reportedly still 
uso general anesthesia with frequency. 


DR. WILLIAM Greene, head of obstet- 


rics at Lutheran General, said he "would 
doubt" many women there deliver with- 
out anesthetic. He added that forceps are 
used In two-thirds of the coses, but said 
they pose "no danger to the Infant." 


At Holy Family Hospital In DCS 


Plnlncs. an OB nurso said anesthetics 
are used "even on Lnmazc women." 


Dr. James Smith of Northwest Com- 


munity Hospital said he believes the 
number of requests for natural childbirth 
Is decreasing, due to what he termed a 


"conservative" approach to Lamaze the- 
ory in this area. 


He said since Northwest has an anes- 


thesiologist available full-time in OB, 
doctors there moat often use the cpidural 
block, a regional anesthetic considered 
the safest and most efficient of obstetric 
pain-killers. 


BUT DR. JOHNSON reported that "a 


lot" of women having second or third 
babies at Alcxlan don't have any anes- 
thetic. He said he allows his patients to 
choose their anesthetic or to have natu- 
ral childbirth unless there arc com- 
plications, and added, "the less anesthet- 
ic I give, the better."

the eplslotomy. According to Dr. Greene, 
an eplslotomy "usually must be done." 
He termed it "preventive medicine to 
preserve the perineum" and done "for 
the good of the mother and baby." 


However, according to Dr. Smith, an 


opislotomy should not be "preconceived" 
but bo decided upon by the physician at 
tho time of delivery, depending on the li- 
kelihood of lacerations. Tissue pre- 
servation, he said, "is not by itself a rea- 
son to do an eplsiotomy," and he said 
some women don't need it. 


AS FOR BIRTH position, however, 


women who deliver in a hospital will 
probably continue to lie flat on their 
backs. 


"It facilitates giving anesthesia and 


epislotomles," said Dr. Greene. He 
added that "the old squatting position 
produced vaginal tears," and that It was 
"invented to protect the modesty of the 
female." He said the "uterus functions 
irrespective of position." 


Dr. Johnson termed the upright posi- 


tion "crazy." He conceded that it "prob- 
ably is better for pushing," but said a 
woman "could get hurt" and added that 
a supine position is "the most convenient 
for the doctor." 


The practice of placing the newborn in- 


fant into an incubator rather than giving 
him to the mother, doctors say, is neces- 
sary to stabilize the baby's temperature. 
According to Dr. Smith, a newborn's 
body loses heat easily when It emerges 
from tho mother's body into cooler air. 


BREASTFEEDING mothers often ob- 


ject that they are not permitted to begin 
feeding the baby immediately, but Dr. 
Greene termed that practice "the poor- 
est thing they can do" for the baby. He 
pointed out that the nutritious colostrum 
(fluid preceding a mother's milk) lasts 
for several days, and that a mother may 
begin feeding her baby within a few 
hours after birth. 


But once the baby Is born, such mat- 


ters as feeding and handling ore up to 
the pediatrician and the nursery. Accord- 
ing to Dr. Johnson, there has been a 
"more realistic appraisal" of many OB 
rules at Alexian, although, he added, 
"tho nurses are sometimes obsessive 
about those things." 


But hospital rules, as well as doctors' 


orders, will have to be defended with 
reason, not just tradition, as more wom- 
en approach childbirth armed with 
knowledge instcau of fear.

There's wonder in wild food foraging 


Foraging for wild food can be a crea- 


tive revolt against the artificiality of our 
day, but for most it is a "let's-pretend-to- 
go native" pastime, reserved mostly for 
vacationtime. 


Few, if any of us, will ever be called 


upon to literally live off the land. But it 
is a comforting thought to know that we 
could If we had to do it. 


The best way is to study up and ex- 


periment with taste-testing wild foods 
during the season. A refined diet will 
probably not like wild food. Still, wild 
food gathering does excite one's sense of 
wonder. There have been cases where 
children's feeding problems have been 
overcome by the kids' participation In 
the act of picking and preparing things 
from the wild. 


Several rules govern my foraging for 


wildiings which I would recommend to 
all those who seek to re-establish their 
contact with nature by going berry-pick- 
ing, nutting or gathering all manner of 
buds, roots, leaves, blossoms, sprouts, 
stemps, sap. (It's known as reaping what 
you haven't sown.) 


• Don't eat anything unless you can 


positively identify it as readily as you 
would an apple or an orange. 


• Don't foist whatever it is on the fam- 


ily. 


• If it tastes like Columbo's raincoat, 


delete it from your list of edibles. 


Very shortly, I plan on giving a "wild 


party" with a menu to include wild cran- 
berry juice, snapping turtle soup, wild 
asparagus, 
milkweed pods, Hazelnut 


bread, venison steaks, wild rice, blue- 
berry pie for dessert and Depression Sal-

ad. The salad will contain cattail stem, 
wild lettuce, crown of chicory, dandelion 
and purslane. 


I think many of you probably have 


seen purslane because it grows in most 
backyards. It is a ground-hugging, fle- 
s h y , thick-stemmed, rubbery-looking 
weed. It can be used raw, cooked, frozen 
or pickled. The fat, tender stems make a 
great wild "pickle." 


PURSLANE PICKLES 


Stir together one cup of white vinegar, 


two cups of cold water, Vt cup salt and Vi 
teaspoon of alum. Boil. (That is enough 
to fill two pint jars.) Put a dill head in 
the bottom of each jar, a clove of garlic 
and a small red pepper. Pack the jars 
loosely with clean purslane stems. Put 
another piece of fresh or dried dill on the 
top and fill with boiled liquid. Seal, no 
processing, no fuss, no bother. Store in a 
dark place at least one month before us- 
ing. 


Another way to cook purslane is to cut 


several slices of bacon into bits and fry 
them. When the bacon is done, dump in 
about a quart of tender purslane tips. 
Stir until evenly coated with bacon drip- 
pings, then cover and continue cooking 


six to seven minutes. Season with salt 
and a bit of vinegar. 


If you really like purslane, it can be 


frozen for later use. Fill a large pot with 
boiling water, wash it and simmer for 
five minutes. Dram purslane in a colan- 
der and run cold water over the tips until 
cool. Pack in pint jars and freeze at 
once.

The 
flavors go on and on. limited only by your imagination. 


Best of all. the main ingredient is milk, an ex- 


cellent source of calcium, so the frozen pops make 
a wholesome and nutritious snack. 


A touch of brandy or rum turns the pops into a 


refreshing icy dessert for adults. 


The formula is simple: two parts milk to one part 


syrup or frozen concentrate. Just pour the mixture into 
paper cups or ice cube trays and let them freeze, 
inserting plastic or wooden sticks after they have 
partially set. They're easy enough for even the young- 
est to make themselves. 


Here's the basic recipe and some flavor variations. 


After you try one or two, you'll probably add your own 
favorites. But be sure to make plenty because they'll 
disappear quickly. 


FROZEN MILK POPS 


1Vi cups milk 


3/4 cup syrup or frozen concentrate 


of your choice (see flavors below) 
Paper cups or ice cube tray 
wooden or plastic sticks 


Blend milk with syrup or concentrate. Pour into paper cups 
or ice ct : tray. Stand cone-shaped paper cups in cups or 
glasses, or fit the ice cube tray .insert into a loaf pan and 
stand the cone-shape cups into the compartments. Freeze 
until partially frozen. Insert sticks and continue freezing sev- 
eral hours until pops are solid. Peel off paper cups or remove 
from ice cube trays and enjoy! Makes 8 pops in 3-ounce 
cups. 20 pops in 1-ounce cups or 14 to 18 cubes in 
standard ice cube tray. 


Nota: If paper cups stick to frozen pops, let pops stand at 


room temperature a few minutes before peeling.

Mocha Pops: Use half chocolate syrup and half coffee syrup 


in recipe. 


Orange Pops: Use 1 6-ounce can frozen orange juice con- 


centrate, thawed, in recipe. 


Tangerine Pops: Use 1 6-ounce can frozen tangerine juice 


concentrate, thawed, in recipe. 


Pineapple Pops: Use 1 6-ounce can frozen pineapple juice 


concentrate, thawed, in recipe. 


Minted Pineapple Pops: Add ',.• teaspoon peppermint ex- 


tract and few drops of green food coloring to Pineapple 
Pops. 


Grape Pops: Use 1 6-ounce can frozen grape juice concen- 


trate, thawed, in recipe. 
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Here's a peck of pickled pointers 


Of all the foods preserved In homes, 


pickling seemingly has the most problem 
areas. Everything Is important with 
pickling. Fruits and vegetables must bo 
selected at the correct stage of maturity 
and bo unwoxed. Salt must bo pure, 
granulated, while the vinegar must have 
an oddity of four-six per cent. Soft water 
must be used to prevent a darkened pick- 
led product. Do not use copper, Iron or 
brass when heating pickling liquids be- 
cause the metals will react with add or 
salts. 


Today a heat treatment is recommend* 


ed for all pickled products. The heat 


treatment destroys organisms that cause 
spoilage and Inactivates enzymes that af- 
fect flavor, color and texture. 


APPLE CHUTNEY 


2 quarts chopped, cored, pared 


tart apples (about 16) 


1 cup chopped onions 
1 clove garlic, crushed 
1 cup chopped sweet peppers 


(about 2) 


2 pounds seedless raisins 
4 cups brown sugar, packed 
1 quart vinegar 
2 hot red peppers 
3 tablespoons mustard seed 


2 tablespoons ground ginger

Combine all ingredients; simmer until 


thick, about IK hours. As mixture thick- 
ens, stir frequently to prevent sticking. 
Pour, boiling hot, into hot Jars, leaving 
V4 inch head space. Tighten caps. Pro- 
cess 10 minutes in a boiling-water bath. 
Yield: about 5 quarts. 


CHOW-CHOW RELISH 


4 cups chopped cabbage 


(Ismail head) 


3 cups chopped cauliflower 


(1 medium head) 


2 cups chopped onions 
2 cups choppedKreen tomatoes 


(about 4) 


2 cups chopped sweet 


green peppers (2) 


3 tablespoons salt 


2tt cups vinegar 
1% cups sugar 


2 teaspoons dry mustard 
1 teaspoon turmeric 
% teaspoon ground ginger 
2 teaspoons celery seed 
1 teaspoon mustard seed 
Combine chopped vegetables; sprinkle 


with salt. Let stand 4 to 6 hours in a cool 
place. Drain well. Combine vinegar, sug- 
ar and spices; simmer 10 minutes. Add 
vegetables; simmer 10 minutes. Bring to 
boiling. Pack, boiling hot, Into jars, leav- 
ing V< inch head space. Adjust lids; pro- 
cess 10 minutes in a boiling-water bath. 
Yield: 4 pints.

A busy mother with time for flavor

Working wives and mothers have little 


tlmo for culinary frills, but still like to 
put losty meals on tho table. Jcannlne 
Bjorndahl of Arlington Heights, home- 
maker, mother of four and a dental re- 
ceptionist, has learned to depend on 
qulcklo recipes with flavor appeal for her 
every day menus. On weekends she has 
more tlmo to spend in tho kitchen and 
enjoys baking for her family. 


An easy meal that has become a favor- 


ite of her husband, Carl, and children 
Beth, 20, Jill, IS, Larry, 14, and Ann, 10, 
is Sicilian Steak. Beth picked up this rec- 
ipe while visiting friends in California, 
knowing that it would be a time saver for 
her mother. 


Cube steaks arc browned in Italian 


dressing and simmered with green pep- 
per and onion. This Is heaped onto hard 
rolls, topped with tomato slices and 
Mozarolla cheese and popped under tho 
broiler for a few minutes before serving. 


Tho dressing lends a nippy Italian fla- 


vor to these hearty sandwiches. A tossed 
or spinach salad is a good accom- 
paniment, along with corn on the cob 


during the summer months and French 
fries In winter. Dill pickles on the side 
are a must, according to Jeannlne. She 
always cleans spinach for salad the night 
before or early in the day, drying it well, 
so that it will be cold and crispy before 
serving. It is tossed with an onion and 
parsley-flavored sour cream dressing, 
and bacon bits are sprinkled over the 
top. 


Tho spinach salad is also an appealing 


accompaniment for another of Jeannine's 
specialties, Chicken and Rice. When she 
fries chicken, she always makes extra to 
save for this dish. Thus it con be pre- 
pared in a matter of minutes. 


Green.pepper and onion rings are sou- 


tced first, and chicken stock and corn- 
starch aro used to make a thick, clear 
sauce. Soy sauce Is the seasoning which 
gives this dish its different and delicious 
flavor. Cut up chicken and tomato wed- 
ges arc added, and the mixture is served 
over cooked rice. 


For dessert Jeannlne recommends a 


Wacky Cake, which has a unique (or 
wacky) method of perparation that pro- 
duces excellent results. All the in- 


gredients are mixed together In the pan 
in which the cake is baked. It saves time 
in preparation and clean up, as there are 
no bowls or beaters used. 


A chocolate cake, it .is moist in texture 


and Jeannlne frosts it with a chocolate 
Icing. Her children love it as an after- 
school snack, she said. 


SICILIAN STEAK 


6 cube steaks 
% cup Italian dressing 
1 large green pepper, 


cut in small strips 


1 medium onion, sliced 


and separated into rings 


1 tomato, cut in six slices 
6 slices Mozarella cheese 
6 hard rolls 
Heat electric skillet to 150 to 200 de- 


grees. Pour hi % cup Italian dressing 
and brown cube steaks.

Split and toast English 
muffins. Butter muffins and place sliced 
Canadian Bacon and then a poached egg 
on each half. Top eggs with Hollandlase 
Sauce.

It's currently a challenge to bring to 


the table interesting, nutritious and fill- 
ing meat courses while keeping tho 
household budget in line. Meat loaves, 
stuffed vegetables, and stews give one a 
good answer. Here are some suggestions. 


Marian Melslahn's Meat Loaf: Mix to- 


gether 1 pound ground beef, 1 pound 
ground pork, 2 eggs, 1 medium chopped 
onion, 1 cup cracker crumbs, 1 table- 
spoon sugar, 1% teaspoons salt, 2 tea- 
spoons baking powder, 1 cup cooked to- 
matoes, 1 cup milk, 1 cup sliced mush- 
rooms, % teaspoon nutmeg. Form in- 
gredients Into a loaf. Bake 2 hours at 350 
degrees. This makes a large loaf which 
will serve at least 7 hearty eaters. 


Augustus Figg's Stuffed Cabbage 


Rolls: Separate the leaves from a me- 
dium head of cabbage and parboil hi rad- 
pidly boiling salted water for about 5 
minutes and until the leaves are pliable. 
Mix together 1 pound ground pork, 1 
large chopped onion, Vt cup raw rice, 'A 
teaspoon sugar, salt and pepper to taste.

Nutritionist for world's hungry 


by CAY PAULEY 


Mary Ann Anderson Is a menu maker 


(or the world's underfed. Starving chil- 
dren arc of primary concern. 


"I'll never forgot the first time I saw 


child victims of malnutrition," said the 
nutritionist who's still In her 20s. "It 
was In Manila and a friend took mo 
through the hospital's mal-ward. 


"You'd see a child walking the tight- 


rope between 
life and death. Eyes 


glazed, blank like on old man's. I started 
to break up and then I realized the moth- 
ers who visit these children, they're the 
ones to cry. 


"At that moment I left my emotions 


behind and said let's get on with it. Let's 
do something." 


Manila was a stopover point on her 


way to Sri Lanka, Ceylon, where she was 
to work on an East-West Center grant as 
part of graduate studies at the Univer- 
sity of Hawaii in Honolulu. 


When she received her master's degree 


from the university in 1072, she joined 
the CARE (Cooperative for American 
Relief Everywhere) program in Sri Lan- 
ka. 


Now, the Glendalc, Calif., woman has 


moved on up to world-wide responsibility 
for CARE's nutrition program. Her base 
Is New York but as she said, thcrc'd be 
lots of travel in her role as "menu maker 
for the world's mal-nournlshcd." 


STATISTICALLY, she oversees a stag- 


gering Job at CARE. Nearly all of the 
20.292 million the organization will help 
to feed this year ore children who will be 
nourished dally at preschool and nutri- 
tion centers, primary schools and other 
institutions including children's hospitals. 


The program is not just to keep them 


alive but to save them from the per- 


manent mental and physical damage 
from malnutrition. 


"The mass hunger in this world is in- 


excusable," said the CARE advisor. "It 
still tears me up to sec someone blinded 
from lack of vitamin A in the diet . . . 
children crippled by rickets because they 
did not get fortified foods or lived in city 
slums never open to the sunshine which 
provides the vitamin D which prevents 
the disease." 


Dried fruit sales up 


Nutrition awareness has boosted sales 


of dried fruits and natural cereals. 


Condiment sales are up sharply over 


the post year, influenced not just by a 
long term trend toward greater variety 
in meals but also by the energy crisis 
and inflation, says Progressive Grocer. 
The trade publication said both factors 
have led people to entertain more at 
home Instead of eating out or traveling 
long distances for entertainment. 


Variety, more foreign type meals and 


economizing have helped spur sales of 
macaroni products. And the economy 
and natural foods trends have Increased 
sales of baking needs, according to the 
magazine's second annual study of sales 
of about 320 product categories in super 
stores. 


It defined a super store as a market 


whose dollar sales are $100,000 or more a 
week, or ten times as high as a standard 
supermarket, and which occupies 30,000 
or more square feet. By 1980, such stores 
are expected to account for half of all 
grocery sales in the United States.

She is supervising a three-way pro- 


gram that the organization is using to 
get the hungry fed properly. One arm is 
simply to get the food shipped in, anoth- 
er is food production at the local level,x 
and education programs to get nutrition 
news to the families. 


"We're trying to get family gardens 


going," she said. "And in the tropics it 
should be so easy. Plant a seed and you 
have a crop. 


"I guess you could say we have a gar- 


den club in Indonesia. But not the usual 
one. There, wives of rubber plantation 
workers have started setting aside space 
for growing their own papayas, corn, 
sweet potatoes, poultry. They're even op- 
erating fish ponds." 


One of the problems of insufficient 


diet too, Is the cost of importing foods. 
But in Sri Lanka, for Instance, the na- 
tives now are growing their chills, len- 


tils, onions, potatoes and the like. 
They've always cultivated rice for home 
consumption, as they also cutivated rub- 
ber, coconut and tea for export. 


She mentioned one children's program 


in that area in which with the most 
primitive of wood-burning ovens, bakers 
were turning out 15,000 high protein 
"nubrabuns" each day which were 
promptly-delivered by bicycle'to schools 
in the area. 


Miss A n d e r s o n , said charitable 


agencies such as CARE can do much, 
but what she'd also like to see is a vast 
interest in governments in making nutri- 
tion programs, with all of the aspects ag- 
riculture, irrigation an integral part of 
their overall planning." 


"Otherwise," she said "It's like putting 


a Band-aid on a cut. You're treating, but 
you're not getting at the cause."

Plum Creek under way 
200-unit condo plan 
has no water supply

A 200-unlt condominium apartment 


project is under construction Just south 
of Wheeling, but no one seems to agree 
on where the water for the development 
will come from. 


James DIPlctro, developer of Plum 


Creek, said plans originally called for the 
project to be serviced by the Wheeling 
water system. Nonetheless, the project is 
being built with county building permits 
and the property is not annexed Into the 
village. 


DIPlctro said plans to connect with the 


Wheeling water system were abandoned 
this summer after the village plan com- 
mission objected to the density of the 
project. Ho said this created a stumbling 
block to annexation to the village, since 
the project was already under construc- 
tion and plans could not bo changed. 


Applications must have been filed for 


two well permits to service the property, 
according to DIPlctro. In fact, ho said he 
thought the state had already approved 
the permits. 


PLUM CHEEK engineer Marty Sam- 


uels, however, said the permit appli- 
cations wore filed some time ago and 
allowed to remain dormant because 
Wheeling water was to be used for the 
project. Ho said Wheeling officials sup-

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plied developers with a letter saying that 
village water would be available to 
the project. 


Samuels said the plans being used for 


construction are still based on the use of 
village water mains which would be ex- 
tended from the Foxboro Apartments. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said that 


he did write a letter saying that water 
and sewer lines would be available to the 
project. "But that also was based on 
the assumption they would be in the Vil- 
lage of Wheeling," he sold. 


A check of various state agencies 


showed no record of any application for 
well permits filed for the Plum Creek 
development by cither DiPictro or the 
development firm, Avis Enterprises. 


BOTH THE WHEELING Village Board 


and the plan commission have written 
letters to the state environmental protec- 
tion agency opposing the Issuance of 
any well permits for the projects. Both 
boards have said that the developers ap- 
pear to be blackmailing the village into 
annexing Plum Creek after the project is 
constructed without any water supply. 


The two boards object to the Plum 


Creek project because of its high density 
in an area which already has several 
multiple-family projects. Permits for the 


project would allow construction of 16.3 
units per acre, although DIPietro said 
only 200 units will be built on the 14 acres, 
reducing the density to 14.3 units per 
acre. 


The village currently allows a max- 


imum of 16 units per acre in such devel- 
opments, but officials are in the process 
of reducing this to a maximum of 14 
units per acre. 


PASSOLT SAID the village is still open 


to annexation of the property, but sold a 
reduction in density would be necessary. 
DIPietro said he is still interested in an- 
nexation, but said.his plans cannot be 
changed because, of the substantial in- 
vestment already made in the project. 


"It was always my Intention to come 


Into Wheeling," DiPletro said. "We still 
wont to come into Wheeling." 


When asked what will happen if the 


project is built without any water supply, 
Passolt said "That's not our problem. 
That's their problem." 


The manager noted that village offi- 


cials first contacted the developers about 
possible annexation, and said that the de- 
velopers have not yet submitted re- 
quested plans on the project. "We con- 
tacted them. They didn't contact us," 
Passolt said. "We made an effort to get 
them in." 


School figures down 
first time in 15 years 


The total enrollment in Wheeling-Buf- 


falo Grove Dlst. 21 is down for the first 
time in at least 15 years, according to 
figures released Wednesday by Supt. 
Kenneth GUI. 


The over-all student population has de- 


creased by 45 since lost year in the 17 
schools in the district. 


Gill attributes the decline to a general 


slowdown In the birth rate, construction 
leveling off In some areas of the district 
and high vacancy rates in multi-family 
and apartment complexes in some areas. 


THE GREATEST DROPS in enroll- 


ment occurred at schools on the eastern 
side of the district. Frost School, Mount 
Prospect, lost the most students, with 52 
less registered this year. 


Enrollment also dropped from 401 to 


369 at Sandburg School, Wheeling, and at 


the two junior high schools — London Is 
down 21 students and Holmes is down 29. 


Kilmer and Alcott schools, Buffalo 


Grove, lost 25 and 20 students respective- 
ly; Poe School, Arlington Heights, 21, 
and Hawthorne School, Wheeling, 18. 


S t u d e n t enrollment at Stevenson 


School, Wheeling, anticipated to drop by 
60 students, is at last year's level of 382. 


LARGEST INCREASE in enrollments 


occurred at Cooper Junior High School, 
Buffalo Grove, where it is up by 46; 
Rlley School, Arlington Heights, 43; Ir- 
ving School, in south Buffalo Grove, 35, 
and Tarklngton School, Wheeling, 31. 


The over-all downhill trend in enroll- 


ment will be short-lived, Gill predicted. 


The superintendent said he anticipates 


adding only two schools at the most to 
the district in the foreseeable future. 


Police believe burglary 
series at condos related 


Wheeling police have a common con- 


nection to a scries of four recent bur- 
glaries and attempted break-ins at the 
Sandpebble Walk condominium apart- 
ments off Palatine Road. 


According to police, doors were jim- 


mied by a similar prying tool in all four 
cases. Entry was gained to only two of 
the condominiums and similar items 
were taken from both, Including jewelry, 
cosh and men's clothing. 


"It Is reasonable to assume they were 


perpetrated by the same individual," 
said Lt. Thomas Conte. 


The first burglary occurred Sunday 


when about $1,803 In cash end goods 
were taken from the condominium of 
Samuel Guinta, 1430 Sandstone Dr. 


TUESDAY, about $2,060 in cash and 


goods were taken from the condominium 
of Rita Monti, 1425 Sandpebblo Dr. 
Among the items taken were several 
pieces of diamond jewelry, a camera and 
$25 in cash, according to police. 


According to police, the burglar at- 


tempted to jimmy other condominium 
doors at 142S Sandpebble Dr. One at- 
tempted break-in occurred Monday and a 
second occurred Tuesday. 


In all four cases, residents were away 


from their homes during the day for sev- 


eral hours when the burglaries and at- 
tempted break-ins occurred. 


Residents at 1430 Sandstone Dr. told 


police that a thin white male with long 
stringy blond hair and mustache had 
been seen around the condominium com- 
plex Tuesday. Police said the suspect 
was dressed In a blue denim outfit. 


Conti said residents con take pre- 


cautions against such break-ins and bur- 
glaries by checking their locks and 
doors. "There is no lock that is totally 
burglar-proof or pick-proof," he said. 
"But the average locks that are installed 
in new developments are not of the best 
quality. What people should do is check 
the quality of the locks." 


IF UNSURE ABOUT the quality of 


their locks, Conti said residents should 
contact a competent locksmith. He said 
that one of the better locks is a dead-bolt 
lock, which he said is difficult to Jimmy 
or pick. 


In addition, Conti said residents should 


check their door jams, noting that often 
the door frame will give easily, allowing 
burglars to spring the door with a simple 
prying tool 


If residents spot suspicious persons 


around their homes, Conti said they 
should not hesitate to call police. "Let us 
check them out. That's what we're here 
for," he said. 


Thing of the past 


Gas price wars and premiums are gone... 


now all you get is gas at set high prices

The average motorist has lost the 


leverage he once enjoyed when full- 
fledged, knock-down, drag-out price 
wars brought the cost of a gallon of 
gasoline tumbling down. 


Now, however, that phenomenon 


appears to be a definite thing of the 
past. Gasoline probably will be get- 
ting more expensive — not less — 
and there will be no return to cus- 
tomer-attracting premiums so popu- 
lar a few years ago. 


"We're concerned with getting rid 


of our allocations. We don't worry 
about pricing at all," said Bob Horel, 
for seven years a mechanic at Ger- 
ry's Super Shell, Algonquin and Elm- 
hurst roads on the Mount Prospect- 
Elk Grove Village border. 


"WE'RE SUPPOSED to be run- 


ning a service station, not a dime 
store," said Chuck Nauert, owner for 
11 years of .Chuck's Marathon across 
the street. 


"Gas prices will go down when ev- 


erything else goes back to normal, 
like rents and the price of milk," 
said an employe of Allstar Car Wash, 
which leases the Standard Station on 
the comer opposite the other two sta- 
tions. 


Once, these three • stations might 


have been embroiled in a major 
battle over customers by slicing 
prices and generally trying to outdo 
the others by offering special ser- 
vices and premiums. It was common 
for them to spend $50,000 per year on 
various promotions. 


It was a motorist's dream. Com- 


petition made the purchase of a gal- 
lon of gasoline a good buy. When one 
station lowered their price a few 
pennies the other stations lowered 
theirs too. When another station 
doubled or tripled free stamp alloca- 
tions the others did the same. 


Now, these and most other service 


station owners are making money off 
the gasoline they sell in contrast to 
the old days when their main profits 
resulted from side services. So relief 
from higher prices Is probably not in 
store for motorists. 


THE THREE STATIONS, in real- 


ity, are going about their own busi- 
ness. The Shell and Marathon sta- 
tions try to please the customer with

Although the heyday of gas price 


wars is over, there arc still mini-bat- 
tles which enable motorists to find 
gas selling for 51.9 cents per gallon 
on one side of town and 60.8 on the 
other. 


Such a span is not to be found ev- 


erywhere, but a Chicago Motor Club 
survey shows that price differences 
of 4 to 5 cents per gallon are com- 
mon in most Illinois cities. 


In a recent week, a man began sell- 


ing a gallon of regular in Quincy for 
51.9 — no services, short hours, but 
the cheapest price in town. A cut-rate 
station down the block was forced to 
match the price, and another in the 
area dropped prices from 54.9 to 53.9. 


Across town, a full-service brand- 


name station was selling a gallon of 
regular for 60.8. 


That same week, a spot check of 


stations across Illinois by the motor 
club showed these differences and 


only five stations in each town were 
checked, so it is likely the prices 
ranged even more widely than 
shown. 


AT GALESBURG, the cheapest sta- 


tion checked was selling a gallon-of 
regular for 55.9 and the most .expen- 
sive was 60.8; at Joliet the range-was 
56.4 to 60.3; Springfield, 56,5-to 59.9; 
Waukegan, 54.9 to 58.9; Bloomington, 
55.9 to 59.9; Mattoon, 55.9 to 59.9; De- 
Kalk, 55.9 to 59.9; Kankakee, 56.9 to 
62.5; Rockford, 55.9 to 60.9; 'and Mo- 
line 57.9 to 59.9.

There was a similar range on the 


price of premium. 


Gasoline dealers say the reasons 


for the differences stem not only 
from the services offered, but also 
from the philosophies and situations 
of each individual station operator. 


All Standard Oil dealers, for ex- 


ample, pay the company 33.6 cents 
for a gallon of regular gasoline. They

Several 
now plans and public relations gimmicks have been sug- 
gested, but while this Is going on, the trustees continue to 
hurt the now image. 


Just to list a few of the items: 
• The board plans to spend more than $3,000 In taxpayers' 


money to buy weather station equipment. Data collected at 
this station would enable someone In the village to call Chi- 
cago TV stations with local Information. Hopefully the TV 
weatherman would then say "The temperature In Buffalo 
Grove is . . .'. 


Great Idea but Buffalo Grove Is reportedly in a big finan- 


cial crisis and is trying to save money at every turn. 


• Village Pros. Gary Armstrong wanted to restrict the 


amount of Information available to the press — and through it 
to the public — by cutting out material included in Informa- 
tion packets handed out with village board agendas. It costs 
too much to print the extra copies, said Armstrong. 


Village officials were recently caught red-faced when a 


memo from the police chief to the village manager was given 
to the press In one of the packets and published. Wonder if 
that had something to do with request to cutback? 


• Though It is to be located directly adjacent to the Village 


of Wheeling, the new branch of the Franklin Boulevard Hospi- 
tal wants to call Itself the Buffalo Grove Community Hospital. 
The hospital apparently thought that using Buffalo Grove's 
name would be better public relations than using Wheeling's. 


Buffalo Grove officials, however, arc hurt over the fact that 


nobody asked their permission to use the village's name and 
thus would like the situation changed, despite the possible 
free public relations. 


• In the midst of this new PR consciousness, the board 


continues to hold Illegal sessions closed to the press and pub- 
lic. The latest was to discuss employe morale, which is ru- 
mored to be bad. Despite efforts by the press to expose and 
end the Illegal closed meetings, village officials continue to go 
behind the scenes to discuss business. 


• The village board meets regularly on Monday night ex- 


cept for holidays, but has decided to postpone next week's 
meeting In favor of the Notre Dame-Georgia Tech football 
game on television. 


The reason is that Trustee Thomas Mahoncy, a loyal Irish- 


man, wants to watch the game. Village business, therefore, 
will have to wait until Tuesday night. 


Trustee Mahoncy, by the way, Is such a loyal Irishman that 


he refuses to drink Irish whiskey made in Ulster and publicly 
berated one distiller for falling to state clearly on the bottle 
that liquor contained therein is made in the six counties. 


The trustees in a similar dilemma last year shot down an 


Idea by Armstrong to move all Monday night meetings during 
the football season to another night. Their reason — the pub- 
lic image It would present. But this time It's the "Fighting 
Irish," and remember, they arc the defending national 
champs. 


As any good PR man will tell you, public relations Isn't 


always made with money and gimmicks. Sometimes the little 
Inexpensive things do a lot more. Since the village is In a 
financial bind, maybe It ought to try a few of those, too.

Official believes end of teacher 'surplus' may be near 


Number of student teachers takes a sharp decline 


The number of college students who 


will be student teaching this fall in 
Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21 is down 
by more than 50 per cent. One school 
official believes the decrease may mean 
the end of the "teacher surplus" is in 
sight. 


Last fall, 15 students from area col- 


leges and universities came to Dist. 21 to 
teach in elementary schools in Wheeling, 
Buffalo Grove, Arlington Heights and 
Mount Prospect. 


This year, only six are signed up to 


spend the first semester getting some on- 
the-job training in local schools. 


"We just haven't had as many requests 


to take student teachers this year. It 
really seems to be down," said Steve 
Stavrakas, Dist. 21 administrative assist- 
ant for staff and public relations, who 
handles student teacher placement. 


STAVRAKAS SAID he believes if the 


decline in the number of student teachers 
is holding true in other school districts, it 


could indicate that not as many persons 
are entering the teaching profession. 


"I think a lot of people may have 


switched their majors because of the 
tight job market," he commented, al- 
though Dist. 21 hired 92 new teachers 
this year. 


Stavrakas also speculated that some 


students may be applying to do their stu- 
dent teaching closer to home for finan- 
cial reasons. 


Student teachers who will be working 


in the district until about mid-December 


are enrolled at Northern Illinois Univer- 
sity, Eastern Illinois University, Illinois 
State University at Normal and Trinity 
College. 


Last year, in addition to students from, 


these schools, student teachers from 
Western Illinois University also taught hi 
the district. 


Three student teachers are assigned 


to Irving School in Buffalo Grove, one to 
London Junior High School hi Wheeling 
and two will work with speech teachers 
at schools throughout the district.

In Wheeling, shop students at London 


Junior High School are using. regular 
classroom desks as draftsmen's tables 
because the real thing has not been in- 
stalled. And Holmes Junior High School 
students are meeting in makeshift'home 
economics and shop classrooms, prob- 
ably until early November. 


The problem is that the cement truck 


driver's strike and problems in obtaining 
materials this summer held up construc- 
tion of additions to each school to accom- 
modate the new home arts program in 
Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21. 


CLASSES BEGAN IN the district last 


week, which serves Wheeling and Buffalo 
Grove, portions of Arlington Heights and 
Mount Prospect. 


Despite a decided lack of facilities, the 


program has been implemented, with 
students and teachers working around 
the difficulties caused by the delay in 
completing the home arts wings. 


At London, the new addition is basical- 


ly finished and appliances for home eco- 
nomic classes and machines.for shop 
classes should go in soon. However, con- 
• struction at the other two schools is not 
expected to be finished for several weeks. 


"We'd prefer of course to be in the hew 


wing and teaching home ec this way is 
not easy, but it's not impossible," said 
Lois Fisher, home economics teacher at 
Cooper, where 120 home arts students 
meet in four sections in the school's 
learning center. 


Larry Weaver, principal of Cooper, 


said he was told the addition there would 
be finished by Sept. 1. On Sept. 1, he was 
told it would be Sept. 15. "We'll see what 
they (contractors and the district archi- 
tect) say Sept. 15," he said. 


CLASSROOM SPACE IS limited at 


Cooper, with an increase of 60 students 
swelling the pupil population to about BOO 
this year. The addition to Cooper in- 
cludes three regular classrooms intended 
to ease cramped conditions. 


James Johnson, principal of Holmes, 


isn't expecting to move into the new 
wing there before Nov. 1, although he 
told The Herald he has not been given a 
definite date by the architect. 


Like students at the other three 


schools, home arts pupils at Holmes are . 
beginning the year with textbook work 
that doesn't require them to use equip- 
ment that is still unavailable. Johnson 
said the first half of the year probably 
will be spent "learning the basics" be- 
fore students become involved in actual- 
ly making projects. 


So far, none of the principals have 


heard serious objections from students 
about the entirely co-ed classes. 


"A few boys have said 'Oh, boy — I'm 


in home ec,' but once they get into cook- 
ing, I think they'll really like it," said 
London principal Gerald Kiffel. 


WOODS1IOP, DRAFTING, electricity, 


metalworking, plastics and home me- 
chanics comprise the curriculum for 
shop students. 


The broad home economics curriculum 


includes, besides cooking and sewing, 
family living, career education, consumer 
education, safety education, nutrition, in- 
terior decorating, personal hygiene and 
human ecology.

But questions funds report 
City OKs $19,000 
to keep buses rolling

The United Motor Coach Co. got a fi- 


nancial shot in the arm Tuesday from 
the Des Plaines City Council, but not 
without some sharp questioning from 
several aldermen about the financial 
condition of the bus company. 


The city council approved a request to 


give the bus company $19,000 from its 
Motor Fuel Tax fund in hopes the money 
will allow the company to stay in oper- 
ation until negotiations for the takeover 
of UMC by the North Suburban Mass 
Transit District are completed. 


John Hanck, UMC president, had re- 


quested that amount last spring, saying 
the money was needed to continue bus 
service In the area. Prior to the city 


council meeting, Hanck had told Mayor 
Herbert H. Bchrcl that he now needed 
$50,000 to meet Immediate expenses. 


BEHREL, HOWEVER, reported the 


city could not provide that much money 
for the floundering bus operation. 


Hanck drew some sharp questions 


from several aldermen after distributing 
a partially incomplete financial state- 
ment. Hanck explained the statement did 
not include all revenues obtained from 
UMC's operation. 
Hanck explained that some of the figures 
contained in the financial report, which 
was prepared by NORTRAN for submis- 
sion to the Regional Transportation Au- 
thority, were estimates. He also said reve- 
nue derived from the company's mini-

Board OKs teacher pact 
with &/2% pay increase

The East Maine Dist. 63 Board of Edu- 


cation unanimously approved an 8.5 per 
cent *alary increase for the district's 345 
teachers. 


Board members approved the pay 


raise at Tuesday night's regular meet- 
ing. Dial. 63 teachers conditionally rati- 
fied the contract agreement at a meeting 
Tuesday afternoon. 


Board Pres. Arlene Nldctz said the 


board will ratify the complete 1974-75 
contract agreement alter the proposal is 
presented In written form. She sold the 
agreement should be approved within the 
"ncxmolOdoys." 


According to the now pay schedule, a 


beginning teacher with no experience 
will receive $8,734. Top pay for a teacher 
with a doctorate and 20 years experience 
is $17,794. Under the old salary schedule, 
starting pay for a beginning teacher was 
$8,050 and top salary was $16,400. 


LUKE ALLEN, vice president of tho 


East Maine Education Assn. (EMEA), 
said most teachers will bo averaging a 
salary Increase of 12 to 13 per cent, in- 
cluding step raises for experience and 
additional education. 


The new contract agreement also calls 


for tho school board to pay $250 toward 
Blue Cross-Blue Shield major medical 
coverage of teachers. 


Allen said the Dist. 63 pay scale is still 


"not on a par" with other Maine Town- 
ship school districts and that EMEA ne- 
gotiators will seek parity with other 
township teachers In next year's contract 
negotiations. 


Other provisions of the contract agree- 


ment Include guaranteed teacher plan- 
ning periods, binding arbitration in 
teacher grievances against the board and 
written guidelines for teacher evaluation. 


IN OTHER ACTION, the board ap- 


proved bids totaling $7,480 for security 
systems for Dist. 63 buildings. Contracts 
wore awarded to Audio Alarm Systems, 
for $770 for alarms at Oak, Gemini, Nel- 
son and Ballard schools, and Card Sys- 
tems Inc., for $4,900 for installation of 
recording communicators at all schools, 
and for $1,810 for installation of addition- 
al security at the Dist. 63 administration 
offices. 


Supt. G. Allan Gogo said the new sys- 


tems should prevent some of the van- 
dalism problems that occurred at district 
schools during the summer. 


The board also approved the hiring of 


seven additional art teachers for district 
schools. Earlier this year, the board au- 
thorized the expansion of the professional 
staff to include learning resource teach- 
ers, social workers, physical education 
teacher aids and a reading coordinator. 


bus operation were not included in the 
report. 


He'said the profits derived from the

over its physical assets later this year. 


In discussing the money request from 


UMC, Behrel also told the council the 
city would be expected to pay $65,000 per 
year to maintain 14 bus routes that now 
travel through the city. 


The council is expected'to discuss the

The average motorist has lost the 


leverage he once enjoyed when full- 
fledged, knock-down, drag-out price 
wars brought the cost of a gallon of 
gasoline tumbling down. 


Now, however, that phenomenon 


appears to be a definite thing of the 
past. Gasoline probably will be get- 
ting more expensive — not less — 
and there will be no return to cus- 
tomer-attracting premiums so popu- 
lar a few years ago. 


"We're concerned with getting rid 


of our allocations. We don't worry 
about pricing at all," said Bob Horel, 
for seven years a mechanic at Ger- 
ry's Super Shell, Algonquin and Elm- 
hurst roads on the Mount Prospect- 
Elk Grove Village border. 


"WE'RE SUPPOSED to be run- 


ning a service station, not a dime 
store," said Chuck Nauert, owner for 
11 years of Chuck's Marathon across 
the street. 


"Gas prices will go down when ev- 


erything else goes back to normal, 
like rents and the price of milk," 
said an employe of Allstar Car Wash, 
which leases the Standard Station on 
the corner opposite the other two sta- 
tions. 


Once, these three stations might 


have been embroiled in a major 
battle over customers by slicing 
prices and generally trying to outdo 
the others by offering special ser- 
vices and premiums. It was common 
for them to spend $50,000 per year on 
various promotions. 


It was a motorist's dream. Com- 


petition made the purchase of a gal- 
lon of gasoline a good buy. When one 
station lowered their price a few 
pennies the other stations lowered 
theirs too. When another station 
doubled or tripled free stamp alloca- 
tions the others did the same. 


Now, these and most other service 


station owners are making money off 
the gasoline they sell in contrast to 
the old days when their main profits 
resulted from side services. So relief 
from higher prices Is probably not in 
store for motorists. 


THE THREE STATIONS, in real- 


ity, are going about their own busi- 
ness. The Shell and Marathon sta- 
tions try to please the customer with

Parks9 bikeway program 
demands outside funding 


by JOHN MAES 


Outside funding will bo necessary if 


plans are to move ahead for an eight- 
mile bikeway that would cut across ter- 
ritory owned by six park districts, in- 
cluding DCS Plaincs. 


Plans for the project will apparently 


hinge on whether federal or state funds 
or a private grant can be obtained to 
help finance the bike path, according to 
Richard Johns, Glcnvlow Park District 
superintendent. 


Costs for construction of the path will 


probably run between $33,000 and $48,000. 
The figures were outlined In a feasibility 
report put together by tho Northeastern 
Illinois Planning Commission (NIPC). 


Representatives from the six park dis- 


tricts decided at a meeting Tuesday that 
alternative methods would have to be In- 
vestigated before tho project could bo 
discussed further, according to Johns. 


DES PLAINES. Golf-Maine. Glen view, 


Morton Grove, Nllcs and Skokio park dis- 
tricts arc Involved In tho plan. 


One proposed method of funding calls 


for each town to pay building and 
'maintenance costs for the portion of the 
path that runs through Its park district. 


Some concern has been expressed how- 


ever by park officials In Morton Grovo 
where most of the trail will be located. 
David Hubcr, general superintendent of 
the Morton Grove parks, said they may 
not even bo able to participate if finan- 
cial assistance Is unobtainable because 
they may not be able to pay their share 
of tho cost. 


Hubert said Morton Grove park com- 


missioners arc Interested In the plans 
however, and will discuss the matter at a 
meeting Monday. 


Johns said some park districts are an- 


ticipating lowered tax revenues for next 
year, some have even had to cut their 
budgets. "They say It may cost $40,000 
per mile and we just don't have $40,000," 
said William Hughes, acting Supt. of the 
Nllcs Park District.

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Dist. 59 wrapup 
Phys ed students 
may get towels 


The Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 Board of Education will 


reconsider its decision of four years ago to abandon the prac- 
tice of providing towel service at junior high schools so 
youngsters can shower after physical education classes. 


The board Tuesday night authorized district administration 


to secure towel service bids by the next meeting of the board, 
Sept. 16. A decision on the towel service is expected by the 
board's first meeting in October. 


Preliminary estimates secured by Arthur Perry, assistant 


superintendent for administrative services, showed that towel 
service for the district's five junior high schools would cost 
the district approximately $25,000 per year. 


Another option the board will consider will be providing the 


towel service, but charging parents a yearly fee for it, esti- 
mated to run about $6 per child. 


Since the board decided to save money by eliminating the 


towel service, children in the district have not been required 
to take showers after physical education, but could bring a 
towel from homo if they wanted to shower. 


Board member Avis Wold, who urged the board to reconsi- 


der the towel service, said, "We're teaching hygiene in theory, 
but not In practice." 


Busing policy studied 


The board will also retook at Its policy of not paying for the 


busing of open transfer students. 


The board's policy committee will discuss the problem this 


Monday at 7:30 p.m. at the district administration center, 
2123 S. Arlington Heights Rd. In Arlington Heights. 


Also on the committee's agenda is discussion of district 


goals for the coming year and job descriptions for building 
principals. 


The district's "open transfer" policy allows a student to 


attend a school out of his boundary area at no charge, how- 
ever parents ore responsible for transportation to and from 
the school. 


Boundary study weighed 


A decision Is expected by the board's first meeting In Octo- 


ber on whether the board will appoint a committee to study 
the boundaries In the entire district. 


The board requested the administration prepare technical 


data on population trends In the district. Based on tho data, 
the board will decide whether to look into changing school 
attendance boundaries districtwidc. 


Tho possibility of reworking district boundaries follows a 


recent board decision that shifted boundaries in tho Mount 
Prospect John Jay School area, sending some Mount Pros- 
pect school children into DCS Plalncs schools. 


The move, made necessary due to overcrowding at Jay, 


brought a wave of protest from Des Plalncs residents. 


Erviti to get new car

approved by the board. 


Tho board authorized an expenditure of up to $3,000 plus 


trade-in of tho superintendent's present four-year-old Che- 
vcllc. 


Tho car is expected to be a sub-compact. The Dist. 59'su- 


perintendent, as per contract, is provided with a car for dis- 
trict business. 


Enrollment bclmv estimate 


Erviti reported that 10,524 students attended District 59 on 


tho first day of school Tuesday with an estimated ono or two 
per cent absent 


Erviti sold enrollment was "slightly below" what was pro- 


jected for tho 1974-75 school year, about 10,850. 


Erviti also praised district staff, especially tho custodial 


staff, for extra effort in getting two schools ready for opening 
which had been remodeled extensively over the summer. 


Both Dempster and Grove Junior High Schools were remod- 


eled over the summer and work was finished only days before 
schools were scheduled for opening. 


New secton in handbook 


A new section to the district administrative handbook, deal- 


ing with building administrators' responsibilities regarding the 
fulfillment of state educational requirements was narrowly 
approved 4-3. 


Tho new policy mokes It the principal's responsibility to 


"assure himself that the mandates have been carried out by 
the faculty assigned to his building." 


The principals will now be required to sign a statement 


every year, certifying that state mandates have been fulfilled 
during the year by their staff.

City to OK 
Las Vegas 
fun night?

Another 
liquor tag for 
local cafe 


DCS Plaines officials approved another 


liquor license for a restaurant along 
Elmhurst Road over the objections of 
several aldermen who complained there 
were already too many licenses there. 


The aldermen debated a request to 


change the liquor license from Class H, 
which allows only for the sale of beer 
and wine, to Class E, which allows for 
sale of cocktails as well, at Lum's Res- 
taurant, 1225 S. Elmhurst Rd. 


Aid. Charles Bolek, 3rd, chairman of 


the council's license and Inspection com- 
mittee, argued in favor of the license 
change, stating that the operators of the 
restaurant believe is is necessary to re- 
main competitive. 


However several aldermen challenged 


Bolek's recommendation, claiming there 
were already too many liquor licenses 
along Elmhurst Road and changing the 
Lum's license-could lead to additional 
harm to the city. 


Aid. Thomas Koplos, 1st, complained 


that Lum's is more of a fast food-type 
restaurant serving sandwiches and other 
short order type foods. He contended that 
if the full liquor service is approved for 
Lum's he could visualize other sandwich 
shops making similar requests. 


"I CAN SEE US being swamped with 


requests from other fast-food operations 
throughout the city if we grant this 
request," Koplos said. 


Aid. Alan Abrams, 8th, raised objec- 


tions to the proposed liquor license 
change. He repeated a frequent com- 
plaint that Elmhurst Road has become a 
"damnable strip" of fast-food franchise 
operation. 


However Mayor Herbert H. Behrel in 


turn blasted Abrams, stating that the 
restaurants along Elmhurst Road were 
all fine operations. 


"I can't see the harm of changing 


Lum's license," the mayor added. 


Aid. Richard Ward, 8th, also objected 


to granting the license stating that in- 
cluding liquor licenses that have been 
granted by Mount Prospect for estab- 
lishments on the west side of Elmhurst 
Road there are 10 restaurants or lounges 
serving liquor in a one-mile area. 


However after the lengthy debate the 


council approved the change In classifi- 
cation with Aldermen Carmen Sarlo, 6th; 
Arthur Erbach, 5th; Gerald Meyer, 7th; 
Koplos and Abrams voting no.

The officials complained 
that the objectors assumed actions and 
carried out a campaign against the fu- 
neral petition, using scare tactics that 
made It appear that the funeral home 
would open the door to further com- 
mercial development. 


Tho proposed funeral home would be a 


two-story brick structure with basement, 
garage, work area, chapels and a family 
living area on the top floor.

A lengthy report presented to the board 


Wednesday night Involved some 28 mod- 
els of Ccntex-built homes in Elk Grove 
Village. The report prepared by the 
building department cited 96 violations in 
the 28 homes. 


ANOTHER MEETING to discuss the 


problem and hopefully come up with a 
solution was set for Sept. 17. Village 
Pres. Charles Zettek and several 
trustees made it clear they thought Cen- 
tex should bear some of the cost for fur- 
nace heat exchanger installations and 
corrections of building code violations. 


A representative from Johnson Corp., 


the company which built most of the fur- 
naces installed in the village, announced 
at the meeting it will contact home- 
owners in the "problem area" of the vil- 
lage by mail next week, explaining how 
residents can obtain replacement ex- 
changers or entire new furnaces. 


Those with defective sectional WAS 


models, will be able to get a free re- 
placement through approved heating con- 
tractors. Those with older, WTS drum- 
type models, will pay cost, $25 or $30, 
depending on the model. 


A company warehouse, which is to 


open in Elk Grove Village sometime next 
week, also will offer new gas furnaces at 
50 per cent off list price with costs rang- 
ing from $125 to $195, again depending on 
the model, said Frank Green, Johnson 
sales manager. 
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High school teachers urged 
to vote again on salary pact 


High School Dlst. 211 teachers have 


been asked to take another vote on the 
salary contract they defeated last week 
but the teachers' association has refused 
and will ask to continue salary negotia- 
tions. 


In a letter sent to teachers Tuesday, 


Supt. Richard Kolze asked teachers to 
take another vote on the salary settle- 
ment. Tho teachers voted 209 to 207 
against the agreement Friday. The con- 
tract would have raised their salaries by 
7.8 per cent. 


"The result of this vote was a dis- 


appointment to mo since I believe the 
proposed agreement was fair to both the 
teachers and the board," said Kolzo in 
the letter. He said he believes the agree- 
ment is "fair and equitable" and "In 
view of tho extremely close vote, I have 
requested of the association leadership, 
that a re-vote be held Immediately." 


But Carl Flaks, president of the Dlst. 


211 Education Assoc., said Wednesday 
the teachers will not take another vote. 
He said the association Is polling teach- 


ers to find out why the contract was 
voted down. When the survey Is com- 
pleted this week, the board of education 
will be Informed of the results and board 
members will be asked to resume salary 
negotiations. 


"WE FEEL THE BOARD should be 


more concerned with why 209 teachers 
rejected the contract rather than asking 
us to submit it to another vote," said 
Flaks. "I'm sure if the vote had gone the 
other way It would have been accept- 
able." 


Flaks said he has heard from many 


teachers who were offended by "the 
tone" of Kolze's letter. The teachers be- 
lieve "that this is a matter for us to 
handle," he said. 


Kolze pointed out in the letter that the 


teachers had declared an impasse in ne- 
gotiations and asked for a mediator. Af- 
ter the agreement was reached, with the 
aid of a mediator, he said negotiators for 
the teachers were willing to support (be 
contract. 


Kolze said Wednesday the letter was 


his own idea but the board of education, 
meeting In closed session Tuesday night, 
came up with the same request. "The 
ball is in the teachers' court," said 
Board Pres. Robert Creek Wednesday. 
"In view of the closeness of the vote we 
are requesting that they take a re-vote." 


NEGOTIATORS FOR THE board and 


the teachers reached the contract agree- 
ment Aug. 13 but teacher negotiators re- 
fused to endorse the agreement. They did 
not ask teachers to vote in favor of it. 


The contract would have increased the 


base salary of teachers by 7.8 per cent 
from $8,950 to $9,650. Teachers had asked 
for a 10 per cent increase in salary and 
the board offered them 6.2 per cent. 


The contract also would have In- 


creased coaching salaries and extra-cur- 
ricular pay for teachers by 7 per cent 
and department chairmen salaries by 10 
per cent. It raised summer school pay 
from $170 to $185 per week. The contract 
also Included improved fringe benefits 
such as life insurance and sick pay. 


Thing of the past 


Gas price wars and premiums are gone... 


now all you get is gas at set high prices 


by BARRY SIGALE 


The average motorist has lost the 


leverage he once enjoyed when full- 
fledged, knock-down, drag-out price 
wars brought the cost of a gallon of 
gasoline tumbling down. 


Now, however, that phenomenon 


appears to be a definite thing of the 
past. Gasoline probably will be get- 
ting more expensive — not less — 
and there will be no return to cus- 
tomer-attracting premiums so popu- 
lar a few years ago. 


"We're concerned with getting rid 


of our allocations. We don't worry 
about pricing at all," said Bob Horel, 
for seven years a mechanic at Ger- 
ry's Super Shell, Algonquin and Elm- 
hurst roads on the Mount Prospect- 
Elk Grove Village border. 


"WE'RE SUPPOSED to be run- 


ning a service station, not a dime 
store," said Chuck Nauert, owner for 
11 years of Chuck's Marathon across 
the street. 


"Gas prices will go down when ev- 


erything else goes back to normal, 
like rents and the price of milk," 
said an employe of Allstar Car Wash, 
which leases the Standard Station on 
the corner opposite (he other two sta- 
tions. 


Once, these three stations might 


have been embroiled in a major 
battle over customers by slicing 
prices and generally trying to outdo 
the others by offering special ser- 
vices and premiums. It was common 
for them to spend $50,000 per year on 
various promotions. 


It was a motorist's dream. Com- 


petition made the purchase of a gal- 
lon of gasoline a good buy. When one 
station lowered their price a few 
pennies the other stations lowered 
theirs too. When another station 
doubled or tripled free stamp alloca- 
tions the others did the same. 


Now, these and most other service 


station owners are making money off 
the gasoline they sell in contrast to 
the old days when their main profits 
resulted from side services. So relief 
from higher prices is probably not in 
store for motorists. 


THE THREE STATIONS, in real- 


ity, are going about their own busi- 
ness. The Shell and Marathon sta- 
tions try to please the customer with

Although the heyday of gas price 


wars is over, there are still mini-bat- 
tles which enable motorists to find 
gas selling for 51.9 cents per gallon 
on one side of town and 60.8 on the 
other. 


Such a span is not to be found ev- 


erywhere, but a Chicago Motor Club 
survey shows that price differences 
of 4 to 5 cents per gallon are com- 
mon in most Illinois cities. 


In a recent week, a man began sell- 


ing a gallon of regular in Quincy for 
51.9 — no services, short hours, but 
the cheapest price in town. A cut-rate 
station down the block was forced to 
match the price, and another in the 
area dropped prices from 54.9 to 53.9. 


Across town, a full-service brand- 


name station was selling a gallon of 
regular for 60.8. 


That same week, a spot check of 


stations across Illinois by the motor 
club showed these differences and 


only five stations in each town were 
checked, so it is likely the prices 
ranged even more widely than 
shown. 


AT GALESBURG, the cheapest sta- 


tion checked was selling a gallon of 
regular for 55.9 and the most expen- 
sive was 60.8; at Joliet the range was 
56.4 to 60.3; Springfield, 56.5 to 59.9; 
Waukegan, 54.9 to 58.9; Bloomlngton, 
55.9 to 59.9; Mattoon, 55.9 to 59.9; De- 
Kalk, 55.9 to 59.9; Kankakce, 56.9 to 
62.5; Rockford, 55.9 to 60.9; and Mo- 
line 57.9 to 59.9. 


There was a similar range on the 


price of premium. 


Gasoline dealers say the reasons 


for the differences stem not only 
from the services offered, but also 
from the philosophies and situations 
of each individual station operator. 


All Standard Oil dealers, for ex- 


ample, pay the company 33.6 cents 
for a gallon of regular gasoline. They

The Elk Grove Township Dlst. 59 Board of Education will 


reconsider its decision of four yean ago to abandon the prac- 
tice of providing towel service at junior high schools so 
youngsters con shower after physical education classes. 


The board Tuesday night authorized district administration 


to secure towel service bids by the next meeting of the board, 
Sept. 16. A decision on the towel service is expected by the 
board's first meeting in October. 


Preliminary estimates secured by Arthur Perry, assistant 


superintendent for administrative services, showed that towel 
service for the district's five junior high schools would cost 
the district approximately $25,000 per year. 


Another option the board will consider will be providing the 


towel service, but charging parents a yearly fee for it, esti- 
mated to run about $6 per child. 


Since the board decided to save money by eliminating the 


towel service, children in the district have not been required 
to take showers after physical education, but could bring a 
towel from home if they wonted to shower. 


Board member Avis Wold, who urged the board to reconsi- 


der the towel service, said, "We're teaching hygiene In theory, 
but not In practice." 


Busing policy studied 


The board will also rclook at its policy of not paying for tho 


busing of open transfer students. 


The board's policy committee will discuss the problem this 


Monday at 7:30 p.m. at the district administration center, 
2123 S. Arlington Heights Rd. In Arlington Heights.

principals. 


The district's "open transfer" policy allows a student to

Erviti said enrollment was "slightly below" what was pro- 


jected for tho 1074-75 school year, about 10,850. 


Erviti also praised district staff, especially the custodial 


staff, for extra effort in getting two schools ready for opening 
which had been remodeled extensively over the summer. 


Both Dempster and Grove Junior High Schools were remod- 


eled over the summer and work was finished only days before 
schools were scheduled for opening. 


New secton in handbook

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Associaition rejects proposal 
Kolze urges teachers 
to vote again on pact 


High School Dlst. 211 teachers have 


been asked to take another vote on the 
salary contract they defeated last week 
but the teachers' association has refused 
and will ask to continue salary negotia- 
tions. 


In a letter sent to teachers Tuesday, 


Supt. Richard Kolze asked teachers to 
take another vote on tho salary settle- 
ment. The teachers voted 209 to 207 
against tho agreement Friday. The con- 
tract would have raised their salaries by 
7.8 per cent. 


"The result of this vote was a dis- 


appointment to mo since I bolltsvc the 
proposed agreement was fair to both the 
teachers and the board," said Kolze in 
the letter. Ho said ho believes the agree- 


ment Is "fair and equitable" and "in 
view of the extremely close vote, I have 
requested of the association leadership, 
that a re-vote be held immediately." 


But Carl Flaks, president of the Dlst. 


211 Education Assoc., said Wednesday 
tho teachers will not take another vote. 
He said the association is polling teach- 
ers to find out why the contract was 
voted down. When the survey is com- 
pleted this week, the board of education 
will be informed of tho results and board 
members will be asked to resume salary 
negotiations. 


"WE FEEL THE BOARD should be 


more concerned with why 209 teachers 
rejected the contract rather than asking 
us to submit it to another vote," said 
Flaks. "I'm sure If the vote had gone the 


Parks plan referendum 
for tennis courts, pool 


Salt Creek Park District hopes to pre- 


sent a referendum to Its voters in De- 
cember, requesting up to $900,000 for a 
swimming pool and tennis complex, and 
funds for future park development. 


Should a 1900,000 referendum be 


passed, Park Supt. James DoVos said 
that it would add $6 to $12 per year to 
each homeowner's taxes. He said that 
the bonds would bo paid off In 20 years, 
but more complete details are going to 
be drawn up by Benjamin and Lang, 
bond consultant, DoVos said. 


Right now, Salt Creek Park District is 


paying off two $80,000 bond issues. The 
first, passed In 1961, provided land pur- 
chases and the Rose Park Floldhouso. 
The second, passed in 1972, provided 
funds for park development. 


DoVos gave tho $900,000 figure after he 


and the pork board heard a presentation 
by Carl Fuarst of McFadcn and Evcriy, 
a recreation planning firm Tuesday. 
McFadcn and Evcriy are one of several 
architectural firms the board plans to In- 
terview before finalizing future pool 
plans, DoVos said. 


DeVOS SAID THAT a family-oriented 


pool and eight-court tennis complex head 
the list of pork district priorities. Other 
bond money would be spent on further 
development of the district's present 
three parks, and the acquisition of new 
land. 


If a referendum were passed in De- 


cember, DeVos said that he doubted that 
the pool could bo built by next summer. 
Bonds could not be sold until March or

The teachers be- 
lieve "that this is a matter for us to 
handle," he said. 


Kolze pointed out in the letter that the 


teachers had declared an Impasse in ne- 
gotiations and asked for a mediator. Af- 
ter the agreement was reached, with the 
aid of a mediator, he said negotiators for 
the teachers were willing to support the 
contract. 


Kolze said Wednesday the letter'was 


his own Idea but the board of education, 
meeting in closed session Tuesday night, 
came up with the same request. "The 
ball is in the teachers' court," said 
Board Pres. Robert Creek Wednesday. 
"In view of the closeness of the vote we 
are requesting that they take a re-vote." 


NEGOTIATORS FOR THE board and 


the teachers reached the contract agree- 
ment Aug. 13 but teacher negotiators 're- 
fused to endorse the agreement. They did 
not ask teachers to vote in favor of it. 


The contract would have increased the 


base salary of teachers by 7.8 per cent 
from $8,950 to $9,650. Teachers had asked 
for a 10 per cent increase in salary and 
the board offered them 6.2 per cent. 


The contract also would have In- 


creased coaching salaries and extra-cur- 
ricular pay for teachers by 7 per cent 
and department chairmen salaries by 10 
per cent. It raised summer school pay 
from $170 to $185 per week. The contract 
also included improved fringe benefits 
such as life insurance and sick pay.

Thing of the past 


Gas price wars and premiums are gone... 


now all you get is gas at set high prices 


by BARRY SIGALE 


The average motorist has lost the 


leverage he once enjoyed when full- 
fledged, knock-down, drag-out price 
wars brought the cost of a gallon of 
gasoline tumbling down. 


Now, however, that phenomenon 


appears to be a definite thing of the 
past. Gasoline probably will be get- 
ting more expensive — not less — 
and there will be no return to cus- 
tomer-attracting premiums so popu- 
lar a few years ago. 


"We're concerned with getting rid 


of our allocations. We don't worry 
about pricing at all," said Bob Horel, 
for seven years a mechanic at Ger- 
ry's Super Shell, Algonquin and Elm- 
hurst roads on the Mount Prospect- 
Elk Grove Village border. 


"WE'RE SUPPOSED to be run- 


ning a service station, not a dime 
store," said Chuck Nauert, owner for 
11 years of Chuck's Marathon across 
the street. 


"Gas prices will go down when ev- 


erything else goes back to normal, 
like rents and the price of milk," 
said an employe of Allstar Car Wash, 
which leases the Standard Station on 
the corner opposite the other two sta- 
tions. 


Once, these three stations might 


have been embroiled In a major 
battle over customers by slicing 
prices and generally trying to outdo 
the others by offering special ser- 
vices and premiums. It was common 
for them to spend $50,000 per year on 
various promotions. 


It was a motorist's dream. Com- 


petition made the purchase of a gal- 
lon of gasoline a good buy. When one 
station lowered their price a few 
pennies the other stations lowered 
theirs. too. When another station 
doubled or tripled free stamp alloca- 
tions the others did the same. 


Now, these and most other service 


station owners are making money off 
the gasoline they sell in contrast to 
the old days when their main profits 
resulted from side services. So relief 
from higher prices is probably not in 
store for motorists. 


THE THREE STATIONS, in real- 


ity, are going about their own busi- 
ness. The Shell and Marathon sta- 
tions try to please the customer with

Although the heyday of gas price 


wars is over, there are still mini-bat- 
tles which enable motorists to find 
gas selling for 51.9 cents per gallon 
on one side of town and 60.8 on the 
other. 


Such a span is not to be found ev- 


erywhere, but a Chicago Motor Club 
survey shows that price differences 
of 4 to 5 cents per gallon are com- 
mon in most Illinois cities. 


In a recent week, a man began sell- 


ing a gallon of regular in Quincy for 
51.9 — no services, short hours, but 
the cheapest price in town. A cut-rate 
station down the block was forced to 
match the price, and another in the 
area dropped prices from 54.9 to 53.9. 


Across town, a full-service brand- 


name station was selling a gallon of 
regular for 60.8. 


That same week, a spot check of 


stations across Illinois by the motor 
club showed these differences and 


only five stations in each town were 
checked, so it is likely the prices. 
ranged even more widely • than 
shown. 


AT GALESBURG. the cheapest sta- 


tion checked was selling a gallon of 
regular for 55.9 and the most expen- 
sive was 60.8; at Joliet the range was 
56.4 to 60.3; Springfield, 56.5 to 59.9; 
Waukegan, 54.9 to 58.9; Bloomington, 
55.9 to 59.9; Mattoon, 55.9 to 59.9; De- 
Kalk, 55.9 to 59.9; Kankakee, 56.9 to 
62.5; Rockford, 55.9 to 60.9; and Mo- 
line 57.9 to 59.9. 


There was a similar range on the 


price of premium. 


Gasoline dealers say the reasons 


for the differences stem not only 
from the services offered, but also 
from the philosophies and situations 
of each individual station operator. 


All Standard Oil dealers, for ex- 


ample, pay the company 33.6 cents 
for a gallon of regular gasoline. They

Convention asked to pick 
village GOP candidates 


A convention system to slate Republi- 


can candidates for the 1975 village elec- 
tions will be recommended to the Pala- 
tine Township Regular Republican Or- 
ganization. 


A preliminary report prepared by a 


three-member Convention Rules Com- 
mittee recommends a convention of 100 
delegates from the village's 28 precincts 
to select candidates at an open con- 
vention. 


The report was presented to Bernard 


E. Pedersen, Palatine Township Re- 
publican Commltteeman, Tuesday. The 
village precinct captains must first de- 
cide if they want to slate candidates for 
the next local election and then vote on 
adoption of the convention system. 


The proposed convention system would 


replace the six-man search committee 
that sought out candidates for the last 
village election and presented them to 
the precinct captains for endorsement. 


DETAILS ON HOW the delegates 


would be selected have not been worked 
out except they would have to be Re- 
publican although membership in the 
Palatine Township Regular Republican 
Organization would not be a prerequisite. 


Delegates would be distributed to the 


village's 28 precincts on the basis of reg- 
istered voters and Republican margin 
over the VIP (Village Independent Par- 
ty) in the 1973 village election. 


Any Palatine resident would be able to 


present themselves to the delegates and 
seek Republican endorsement under the 
proposed convention system, and the 


Village lifts ban on 
lawn sprinkling 


Palatine's week long sprinkling ban 


has been lifted and water service to resi- 
dents returned to normal. 


The summer odd-even 
sprinkling 


schedule remains in effect. This means 
residents with an address ending in an 
odd number may sprinkle on odd-num- 
bered days and residents with even ad- 
dresses on even days. 


The sprinkling ban was called last 


week when the motor on well No. 7 
burned out. This well is critical to the 
village's water system and pumps be- 
tween 900 and 1,000 gallons of water a 
minute. A second well also was out for 
repairs. 


Well No. 7 was back in working order 


Saturday and the total lawn sprinkling 
ban was lifted late Tuesday.

Rolling Meadows may levy 
special tax for land purchase 


Rolling Meadows taxpayers may be 


levied a special tax to pay for a 6.7-acre 
parcel purchased by the dty as the site 
for a possible garbage incinerator. 


City officials say the incinerator may 


not be built there and now there are sev- 
eral alternatives for use of the property 
including a storage area for equipment 
or a garbage compacting center.

"Arrest Is not the answer to curing 


kids of the desire to do something wrong. 
Wo must offer some professional adviser 
to these kids who can deal with their 
problems on a personal level after the 
pollco work Is done, to help prevent reoc- 
curing crimes," Cobb said. 


COBB IS presently researching the 


possibility of having a trained social 
worker employed by tho Police Dcpt., 
through a federal grant, to work with po- 
llco officers in dealing with juvenile and 
tccn-ago crimes. A social worker could 


work with the family or juvenile after 
tho police have taken care of the "police 
business" to find out exactly what the 
emotional problem was that caused the 
person to commit the crime, and "to as- 
sist that person in coping and correcting 
that problem," Cobb said. 


Cobb also hopes to have more of the 


juveniles and teens arrested for crimes 
referred to local youth agencies for guid- 
ance and care. 


"I don't think that we have yet utilized 


places like The Bridge, the Northwest 
Mental Health Center, and other places 
In the area that relate to kids on a daily 
basis, and help them solve and under- 
stand their own problems," Cobb said. 


"This is something that the police de- 


portment just can't do. The police and 
social agencies have their own responsi- 
bilities to the community, and I think 
that tho two can work more closely to- 
gether to solve these youth problems," 
ho said.

will now go to the city council. 


The complex, to be known as the Hcl- 


jac Office Park is a $4.5 million project 
being developed by Bobbin and Associ- 
ates, architects, Rolling Meadows. 


Babbln and Associates spokesman 


Sheldon Goodman sought both prelimi- 
nary and final approval of the office 
park at the meeting. Ho was advised by 
plan commission chairman Carl Couve 
that the developer's failure to clearly 
delineate Phase One plans prevented the 


commission from considering final ap- 
proval. 


According to Goodman, Phase One 


would provide the major portion of land 
development. Seventy per cent of the on- 
site utility work, such as sewer and wa- 
ter lines would be completed and exten- 
sion of New Wllko Road south from Golf 
Road to the development, and Improve- 
ments on Patton Drive, a residential 
street, would also be made in Phase One. 


THE FIRST buildings would provide 


office and warehouse space for small in- 
dustries. 


Comr. Robert T. Byrnes said that 


drawings submitted by the developer did 
not give clear site information figures for 
Phase One. Ho said that concrete Infor- 


mation of the first phase must be given 
to ensure city control of the building 
should the developer ever sell the land. 


Babbln and Associates originally re- 


ceived plan commission approval in June 
for a four-building office complex on the 
site at an estimated cost of $6 million. In 
order to save money, the' developers did 
another market study that showed a less 
expensive five-building office-warehouse 
complex would also be feasible at their 
site.

Thing of the past 


Gas price wars and premiums are gone... 


now all you get is gas at set high prices

The average motorist has lost the 


leverage he once enjoyed when full- 
fledged, knock-down, drag-out price 
wars brought the cost of a gallon of 
gasoline tumbling down. 
. Now, however, that phenomenon 
appears to be a definite thing of the 
past. Gasoline probably will be get- 
ting more expensive — not less — 
and there will be no return to cus- 
tomer-attracting premiums so popu- 
lar a few years ago. 


"We're concerned with getting rid 


of our allocations. We don't worry 
about pricing at all," said Bob Horel, 
for seven years a mechanic at Ger- 
ry's Super Shell, Algonquin and Elm- 
hurst roads on the Mount Prospect- 
Elk Grove Village border. 


"WE'RE SUPPOSED to be run- 


ning a service station, not a dime 
store," said Chuck Nauert, owner for 
11 years of Chuck's Marathon across 
the street. 


"Gas prices will go down when ev- 


erything else goes back to normal, 
like rents and the price of milk," 
said an employe of Allstar Car Wash, 
which leases the Standard Station on 
the corner opposite the other two sta- 
tions. 


Once, these three stations might 


have been embroiled in a major 
battle over customers by slicing 
prices and generally trying to outdo 
the others by offering special ser- 
vices and premiums. It was common 
for them to spend $50,000 per year on 
various promotions. 


It was a motorist's dream. Com- 


petition made the purchase of a gal- 
lon of gasoline a good buy. When one 
station lowered their price a few 
pennies the other stations lowered 
theirs too. When another station 
doubled or tripled frte stamp alloca- 
tions the others did the same. 


Now, these and most other service 


station owners are making money off 
the gasoline they sell in contrast to. 
the old days when their main profits 
resulted from side services. So relief 
from higher prices is probably not in 
store for motorists. 


THE THREE STATIONS, in real- 


ity, are going about their own busi- 
ness. The Shell and Marathon sta- 
tions try to please the customer with

Although the heyday of gas price 


wars is over, there are still mini-bat- 
tles which enable motorists to find 
gas selling for 51.9 cents per gallon 
on one side of town and 60.8 on the 
other. 


Such a span Is not to be found ev- 


erywhere, but a Chicago Motor Club 
survey shows that price differences 
of 4 to 5 cents per gallon are com- 
mon hi most Illinois cities. 


In a recent week, a man began sell- 


ing a gallon of regular in Quincy for 
51.9 — no services, short hours, but 
the cheapest price in town. A cut-rate 
station down the block was forced to 
match the price, and another in the 
area dropped prices from 54.9 to 53.9. 


Across town, a full-service brand- 


name station was selling a gallon of 
regular for 60.8. 


That same week, a spot check of 


stations across Illinois by the motor 
club showed these differences and 


only five stations in each town were 
checked, so it is likely the prices 
ranged even more widely than 
shown. 


AT GALESBURG. the cheapest sta- 


lion checked was selling a gallon of 
regular for 55.9 and the most expen- 
sive was 60.8; at Joliet the range was 
56.4 to 60.3; Springfield, 56.5 to 59.9; 
Waukegan, 54.9 to 58.9; Bloomington, 
55.9 to 59.9; Mattoon, 55.9 to 59.9; De- 
Kalk, 55.9 to 59.9; Kahkakee, 56.9 to 
62.5; Rockford, 55.9 to 60.9; and Mo- 
line 57.9 to 59.9. 


There was a similar range on the 


price of premium. 


Gasoline dealers say the reasons 


for the differences stem not only 
from the services offered, but also 
from the'philosophies and situations 
of each individual station operator. 


All Standard Oil dealers, for ex- 


ample, pay the company 33.6 cents 
for a gallon of regular gasoline. They

William Cobb, Palatine Police Dept.'s 


new youth officer, says the major youth 
problems In the village are alcohol and 
drug abuso and Increasing female delin- 
quency. 


Cobb, In his new position, hopes to be 


able to do something to Improve the situ- 
ation by utilizing local social workers 
and youth agencies, such as The Bridge 
In Palatine and the Northwest Mental 
Health Center In Arlington Heights. 


"Arrest is not the answer to curing 


kids of the desire to do something wrong. 
We must offer some professional adviser 
to these kids who can deal with their 
problems on a personal level after the 
police work Is done, to help prevent reoc- 
curing crimes," Cobb said. 


COBB IS presently researching the 


possibility of having a trained social 
worker employed by the Police Dept, 
through a federal grant, to work with po- 
lice officers in dealing with juvenile and 
teen-age crimes.

just for children and teen-agers, Fuarst 
said.

to their delinquency," he said.

member of Cobb's police youth service 
force and will offer educational presenta- 
tions to area school students and commu- 
nity groups on topics like drugs and alco- 
holism.

High school teachers urged 
to vote again on salary pact 


High School Dlst. 211 teachers have 


been asked to take another vote on the 
salary contract they defeated last week 
but the teachers' association has refused 
and will ask to continue salary negotia- 
tions. 


In a letter sent to teachers Tuesday, 


Supt. Richard Kolzo asked teachers to 
taka another vole on the salary settle- 
ment. The teachers voted 209 to 207 
against the agreement Friday. The con- 
tract would have raised their salaries by 
7.8 per cent. 


"The result of this vote was a dis- 


appointment to me since I believe the 
proposed agreement was fair to both the 
teachers and the board," said Kobe In 
the letter. He said he believes the agree- 
ment is "fair and equitable" and "in 
view of the extremely close vote, I have 
requested of the association leadership, 
that a re-vote bo held immediately." 


But Carl Flaks, president of the Dlst. 


211 Education Assoc., sold Wednesday 
the teachers will not take another vote. 
He said the association Is polling teach- 
ers to find out why the contract was 
voted down. When the survey is com- 
pleted this week, the board of education 
will be Informed of tho results and board 
members will bo asked to resume salary 
negotiations. 


"WE FEEL THE BOARD should be 


more concerned with why 209 teachers 
rejected the contract rather than asking 
us to submit It to another vote," said 
Flaks. "I'm sure if the vote had gone the 
other way it would have been accept- 
able." 


Flaks said he has heard from many 


teachers who were offended by "the 
tone" of Kolzc's letter. The teachers be- 
lieve "that this is a matter for us to 
handle," ho said. 


Kolzc pointed out in the letter that the 


teachers had declared an impasse In ne- 
gotiations and asked for a mediator. Af- 
ter the agreement was reached, with the 
old of a mediator, he said negotiators for 
the teachers were willing to support the 
contract. 


Kolzc said Wednesday the letter was 


his own idea but the board of education, 
meeting In closed session Tuesday night, 
came up with tho same request. "The 
ball is in the teachers' court," said 
Board Pres. Robert Creek Wednesday. 
"In view of the closeness of the vote we 
are requesting that they take a re-vote." 


NEGOTIATORS FOR THE board and 


the teachers reached the contract agree- 
ment Aug. 13 but teacher negotiators re- 
fused to endorse the agreement. They did 
not ask teachers to vote in favor of it. 


The contract would have increased the 


base salary of teachers by 7.8 per cent 
from $8,050 to $0,850. Teachers had asked 
for a 10 per cent increase In salary and 
the board offered them 6.2 per cent. 


The contract also would have in- 


creased coaching salaries and extra-cur- 
ricular pay for teachers by 7 per cent 
and department chairmen salaries by 10 
per cent. It raised summer school pay 
from $170 to $185 per week. The contract 
also Included improved fringe benefits 
such as life insurance and sick pay. 
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serve as counselors In Palatine and 
Fremd High Schools to help students 
with their problems and assist with the 
rehabilitation of delinquents as another 
part of the department's youth services. 


Cobb has plans for even parent partici- 


pation In preventing juvenile and teen- 
ago crimes in the village by expanding 
an already existing but not very active 
"Pal Program." Adults can register at 
the police department, and participate in 
the program by displaying a "Pal" sign 
in their window so that youths in trouble 
or being threatened by dangerous situ- 
ations can go to these individuals for ad- 
vice and help. These people will be given 
instructions to follow for all situations by 
the police department. 


"More of these plans will become ef- 


fective as research Is completed and as 
the programs are approved. We will defi- 
nitely concentrate more on preventing 
and handling youth crimes, with more ef- 
fectiveness than we have," Cobb said. 


Cobb was one of 52 juvenile officers 


from 14 states, Canada and Puerto Rico 
who recently completed a seven-week res- 
idential program for juvenile officers at 
the University of Minnesota. Cobb has 
also served as a police officer and coun- 
selor at Palatine High School for the Pal- 
atine Police Dept.

Parks to get 52-acre Nike 
site title late this month

The Arlington Heights Park District 


will get title to 52 acres of the Nike Base, 
Central and Wllkc roads, by the end of 
September, it was announced Wednesday 
by the office of U.S. Rep. Philip M. 
Crane, R-12th. 


Edward Murnane, a Crane aide, said 


they received a telephone call from the 
White House late Wednesday afternoon 
to confirm reports that the transfer of 
the land would take place shortly. 


It was also reported that presidential 


counselor Dean Burch is expected to at- 
tend the ceremony at the base, tentative- 
ly scheduled for Sept. 29. Burch will be 
representing President Gerald Ford who 
bad been invited by Crane two weeks ago 
to make the formal deed transfer. 


THE 52 ACRES was originally set 


aside for construction of Navy housing. 
The plan was dropped last year in the 
face of concerted opposition by local resi- 
dents and area legislators, including 
Crane and U.S. Senators Adlai Stevenson 
and Charles Percy. 


The announcement brings the park dis- 


trict's holding of the site to 65 acres. 
Last Aug. 13 acres outside the perimeter 
fence was given to the district. 


The park district hopes to obtain con- 


trol of the entire site for construction of 
a $1 million golf course. These plans re-

retaining a few acres for Army person- 
nel." 


A TELEGRAM WAS sent Wednesday 


to Mrs. Armstrong by Mrs. Macdonald 
urging a continued review of actual

.The average motorist has lost the 
leverage he once enjoyed when full- 
fledged, knock-down, drag-out price 
wars brought the cost of a gallon of 
.gasoline tumbling down. 


Now, however, that phenomenon 


appears to be a definite thing of the 
past. Gasoline probably will be get- 
ting more expensive — not less — 
and there will be no return to cus- 
tomer-attracting premiums so popu- 
lar a few years ago. 


"We're concerned with getting rid 


of our allocations. We don't worry 
about pricing at all," said Bob Horel, 
for seven years a mechanic at Ger- 
ry's Super Shell, Algonquin and Elm- 
hurst roads on the Mount Prospect- 
Elk Grove Village border. 


"WE'RE SUPPOSED to be run- 


ning a service station, not a dime 
store," said Chuck Nauert, owner for 
11 years of Chuck's Marathon across 
the street. 


"Gas prices will go down when ev- 


erything else goes back to normal, 
like rents and the price of milk," 
said an employe of Allstar Car Wash, 
which leases the Standard Station on 
the corner opposite the other two sta- 
tions. 


Once, these three stations might 


have been embroiled in a major 
battle over customers by slicing 
prices and generally trying to outdo 
the others by offering special ser- 
vices and premiums. It was common 
for them to spend $30,000 per year on 
various promotions. 


It was a motorist's dream. Com- 


petition made the purchase of a gal- 
lon of gasoline a good buy. When one 
station lowered their price a few 
pennies the other stations lowered 
theirs too. When another station 
doubled or tripled free stamp alloca- 
tions the others did the same. 


Now, these and most other service 


station owners are making money off 
the gasoline they sell in contrast to 
the old days when their main profits 
resulted from side services. So relief 
from higher prices is probably not In 
store for motorists. 


THE THREE STATIONS, In real- 


ity, are going about their own busi- 
ness. The Shell and Marathon sta- 
tions try to please the customer with

How much? Where are you? 


by United Press International 


Although the heyday of gas price 


wars is over, there are still mini-bat- 
tles which enable motorists to find 
gas selling for 51.9 cents per gallon 
on one side of town and 60.8 on the 
. other. 


Such a span is not to be found ev- 


erywhere, but a Chicago Motor Club 
survey shows that price differences 
of 4 to 5 cents per gallon are com- 
mon in most Illinois cities. 


In a recent week, a man began sell- 


ing a gallon of regular hi Quincy for 
51.9 — no services, short hours, but 
the cheapest price in town. A cut-rate 
station down the block was forced to 
match the price, and another in the 
area dropped prices from 54.9 to 53.9. 


Across town, a full-service brand- 


name station was selling a gallon of 
regular for 60.8. 


That same week, a spot check of 


stations across Illinois by the motor 
club showed these differences and 


only five stations in each town were 
checked, so it is likely the prices 
ranged 
even more widely than 


shown. 


AT GALESBURG, the cheapest sta- 


tion checked was selling a gallon of 
regular for 55.9 and the most expen- 
sive was 60.8; at Joliet the range was 
56.4 to 60.3; Springfield, 5G.5 to 59.9; 
Waukegan, 54,9 to 58.9; Bloomington, 
55,9 to 59.9; Mattoon, 55.9 to 59.9; Dc- 
Kalk, 55.9 to 59.9; Kankakee, 56.9 to 
62.5; Rockford, 55.9 to 60.9; and Mo- 
line 57.9 to 59.9. 


There was a similar range on the 


price of premium. 


Gasoline dealers say the reasons 


for the differences stem not only 
from the services offered, but also 
from the philosophies and situations 
of each individual station operator. 


All Standard Oil dealers, for ex- 


ample, pay the company 33.6 cents 
for a gallon of regular gasoline. They

They're chronic late-payers 
$30 up front asked of 150 villagers 


Village OKs computer pact 
with planner-linked firm 


About ISO homeowners In Hoffman Es- 


tates have been told they must deposit 
$30 each with the village finance depart- 
ment because of repeated delinquencies 
in paying water bills. 


Under an ordinance approved last 


March, letters were sent last week to 
any residents who have been delinquent 
in water bills twice since the local law's 
adoption. The letter advises them they 
now must provide a $30 deposit a» an 
avenue for collection in future delin- 
quencies. It does not provide a penalty 
for failure to deposit tho $30, said Village 
Mgr. George Longmeyer. The deposit 
will be returned to the homeowner after 
a two-year record of no further defaults 
Is established. 


Mrs. Anncllcsc Slater. 178 Grlssom 


Ln., was the only letter recipient who pro- 
tested the policy at this week's board 
meeting. She contended she had talked to 
100 other persons who were, like herself, 
unaware of the new ordinance, and who 
supported her objections. Village Pros. 
Virginia Hnytcr said she had received 
telephone calls from other angry citi- 
zens. 


MRS. SLATER CITED two reasons for 


her protest — the village had not In- 
formed residents of the new policy by 
tetter when tho ordinance was adopted, 
and the village does not Intend to pay 
interest on the deposits. 


Enforcing the ordinance on uninformed 


citizens is "just a slap In the face," sho 
•aid. Mrs. Slater sold she and her hus- 


band hove never failed to pay their wa- 
ter bills within four to 10 days of receiv- 
ing the past due notices, and had felt the 
late payment fee added to the bill was 
sufficient penalty for the delinquency. 


Water bills have been a low priority 


Item in their household, but now the wa- 
ter bill will be paid before the doctor bill, 
sho said. 


Tho village has been experiencing a 


high rate of delinquency in water bills, 
which ore mailed to each resident every 
two months on a rotation basis, said 
Longmeyer. Each resident is given 20 
days to pay the bill before the past due 
notice is sent. When residents don't pay 
within IS days of the past due notice, 
their water is turned off. 


TOO MANY RESIDENTS have been

OFFICERS HAVE A special character- 


istic, that of authority, said Hofert, while 
plan commission members have only ad- 
visory capacities, no decision-making au- 
thority. On that basis, said Hofert, plan 
commission members can receive village 
salaries or compensations as employes, 
such as policemen, or as contractors or 
consultants. 


Taylor said he does not believe he has 


a conflict of interest, because he is not 
yet associated with the company, and 
has only donated his service in helping 
develop the village's program. But Taylor 
noted he and Hepple have "declared our 
intention" to form a partnership, and 
made no secret of their plan. 


Taylor also agreed sale of the product 


to Hoffman Estates and successful appli- 
cation of the service there will make it 
more salable to other municipalities lat- 
er, when he expects to be a partner In 
DMU. "It'll be a product that's demon- 
strated success," he said. 


IN PRESENTING THE contract pro- 


posal to the village board, Hepple said 
DMU will be the first company in the 
world providing computer planning and 


development project evaluation. A pilot 
program, the Hoffman Estates contract 
is to form the basis to establish a data 
bank usable by any municipality within 
the U. S., he said. It will be a tool in 
p r o j e c t i n g and judging population 
growth, revenues and expenditures which 
will result from a proposed development 
and formulating plans for future devel- 
opment. 


As Trustee Edward Hennessy com- 


mented, the project will permit the vil- 
lage to take an active recruitment role in 
knowing what types of development it 
should seek, rather than only reacting to 
the plans of private industries. 


Hepple expects to complete the Hoff- 


man Estates computer- program by April 
30, but if he has not done so, the village 
will not face any cost beyond the $3,000 
until it is done. 


LATER COSTS MAY be incurred at 


the village's discretion — if the village 
wants to add data to the material al- 
ready compiled, or seek new or different 
information in printouts, alterations in 
the program will be required. The village 
may choose to rent its own terminal for a, 
national network of computer time shar-, 
ing with which DMU is to become affil- 
iated, or the village may use DMU's ter- 
minal. Village personnel may be trained 
to use the terminal, or DMU may pro- 
vide that service. If the concept is not 
satisfactory, the village may discontinue 
it completely. 


Under DMU's plan, the concept will be 


sold to other municipalities after its suc- 
cess is demonstrated in Hoffman Es- 
tates. The data for all municipalities will 
be fed into computer memory banks, and 
all users of DMU services will benefit 
from experiences of other users.

sence that previously had been covered 
only by district policy.

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Merchants 'very happy* 
Nickel cigaret tax 
idea gone for now 


by MARCIA KRAMER 


The prospect of a nlckel-a-pack cigaret 


tax in Mount Prospect has been re- 
moved, at least temporarily. 


Village Trustee E. F. Richardson, who 


proposed the controversial tax in May, 
withdrew support of it this week in view 
of pressure from merchants and the 
availability of other village sources of 
revenue. 


"Based on all the valuable information 


and data gathered as a result of this sug- 
gestion, I still believe a local cigaret tax 
would have proven to be a good source of 
added revenue for financing a much 
needed and long overdue modern munici- 
pal facility," Richardson stated in a 
memorandum to other village board 
members. However, he concluded that 
"a local cigarot tax is not needed at the 
present time," 


Richardson's new position was ap- 


plauded by the Mount Prospect Chamber 
of Commerce and the Illinois Assn. of 
Tobacco and Candy Distributors, based 
In Springfield. 


C. 0. Schlaver, executive director of 


the Chamber, said Wednesday he is 
"very happy." "We felt It would be a 
deterrent to business and also a rather 
unfair tax," he added, saying ho hoped 
the Issue would not be revived "because 
of Its obvious faults." 


THE CHAMBER had taken a strong 


stand against the proposed tax for fear it 
would drive customers to other suburbs 
near Mount Prospect to buy cigarets and 
other products. Besides affecting local 
business, the Chamber noted in its objec- 
tion, depressed sales also would reduce 
the amount of sales tax revenue obtained 
by the village. The village receives a 
penny of the state's 5 per cent sales tax 
on items sold in Mount Prospect. 


Robert D. Hclsc, of the state tobacco 


and candy distributors group, called 
Richardson's decision to withdraw con- 
sideration of the cigaret tax "great." 


School figures down 
first time in 15 years 


"It'll help stop the bootlegging problem 
in the Chicago area." Heise had testified 
at a meeting of the village board's fi- 
nance committee July 15 that a cigaret 
tax would attract organized crime. 


Richardson originally proposed the ex- 


cise tax to raise funds for capital im- 
provement. While it was uncertain how 
much money could be obtained, Richard- 
son suggested it be tunneled into a fund 
to provide the village additional office 
space. 


Mayor Robert D. Teichert, as well as 


Trustees Kenneth V. Scholten and Marie 
L. Caylor, endorsed the tax. Teichert this 
week, however, concurred with Richard- 
son's move to drop the proposal. "The 
psychological impact and mischief that 
may occur with our businessmen may 
not be worth it," he said. 


RICHARDSON CITED "possible loss in 


store traffic" and "a possibly psy- 
chological effect on some of the mer- 
chants" in withdrawing the proposal. He 
also noted that with an increase in the 
cost of village vehicle stickers, along 
with increases In other revenues and',a 
shift in budget priorities, the village will 
be able to buy the Mount Prospect State 
Bank building from operating funds rath- 
er than having to rely on a separate cap* 
ital improvement fund. 


The city of Chicago is the only munici- 


pality in Illinois to levy a cigaret tax. 
Four other communities — Aurora, 
Champaign, Park Forest and Urbana — 
considered Imposing a cigaret tax, but 
decided against It. Peoria is studying a 
similar tax, but is expected to turn it 
down. 


The total enrollment in Wheeling-Buf- 


falo Grove Dlst. 21 Is down for the first 
time in at least 15 years, according to 
figures released Wednesday by Supt. 
Kenneth GUI. 


The over-all student population has de- 


creased by 45 since last year in the 17 
schools in the district.

cated for the project, split evenly by the 
two municipalities and the transportation 
department. Original plans called for 
bank Improvement for the entire creek 
distance between School and Washington 
streeU, but Gulllou said rising costs have 
forced postponement of part of the work. 


DM Plalncs officials selected the 


WELLER CREEK will undergo bank 
improvements on most of the stretch 
between School Street in Mount Pros- 
pect and the Washington Street 
bridge in Des Plaines. Temporarily 
omitted for a lack of adequate funds 
is the portion between Mount Pros- 
pect Road and Golf Road. 


Mount Prospect Road to Golf Road link, 
he said, because "the creek bank there is 
really in pretty good shape." 


Engineering plans for the Mount Pros- 


pect portion of the project are expected 
to be in village officials' hands by the 
end of the week, with the Des Plaines 
portion available by Sept. 20. 


Gulllou said the channel work can be 


completed this fall, while the creek level 
remains low, with seeding waiting until 
spring. The work originally was to have

The project includes erosion protection 


and restoration of the low-flow section in 
addition to the bank improvement. When 
work is completed, the creek will have 
"slightly greater capacity than under the 
state's original 1972 design for improving 
the creek," according to Guillou. The, 
state was in the process of making the 
improvement when floods struck and In- 
terfered with the work. 


A major portion of the new project in- 


cludes installing gabions — wire baskets 
filled with crushed stone — about 6% feet 
from the stream bed in order to prevent 
erosion. '

The average motorist has lost the 


leverage he once enjoyed when full- 
fledged, knock-down, drag-out price 
wars brought the cost of a gallon of 
gasoline tumbling down. 


Now, however, that phenomenon 


appears to be a definite thing of the 
past. Gasoline probably will be get- 
ting more expensive — not less — 
and there will be no return to cus- 
tomer-attracting premiums so popu- 
lar a few years ago. 


"We're concerned with getting rid 


of our allocations. We don't worry 
about pricing at all," said Bob Horel, 
for seven years a mechanic at Ger- 
ry's Super Shell, Algonquin and Elm- 
hurst roads on the Mount Prospect- 
Elk Grove Village border." 


"WE'RE SUPPOSED to be run- 


ning a service station, not a dime 
store," said Chuck Nauert, owner for 
11 years of Chuck's Marathon across 
the street. 


"Gas prices will go down when ev- 


erything else goes back to normal, 
like rents and the price of milk," 
said an employe of Allstar Car Wash, 
which leases the Standard Station on 
the corner opposite the other two sta- 
tions. 


Once, these three stations might 


have been embroiled in a major 
battle over customers by slicing 
prices and generally trying to outdo 
the others by offering special ser- 
vices and premiums. It was common 
for them to spend $50,000 per year on 
various promotions. 


It was a motorist's dream. Com- 


petition made the purchase of a gal- 
lon of gasoline a good buy. When one 
station lowered their price a few 
pennies the other stations lowered 
theirs too. When another station 
doubled or tripled free stamp alloca- 
tions the others did the same. 


Now, these and most other service 


station owners are making money off 
the gasoline they sell in contrast to 
the old days when their main profits 
resulted from side services. So relief 
from higher prices is probably not in 
store for motorists. 


THE THREE STATIONS, in real- 


ity, are going about their own busi- 
ness. The Shell and Marathon sta- 
tions try to please the customer with

Although the heyday of gas price 


wars Is over, there are still mini-bat- 
tles which enable motorists to find 
gas selling for 51.9 cents per gallon 
on one side of town and 60.8 on the 
other. 


Such a span is not to be found ev- 


erywhere, but a Chicago Motor Club 
survey shows that price differences 
of 4 to 5 cents per gallon are com- 
mon in most Illinois cities. 


In a recent week, a man began sell-

The Mount Prospect Village Board of Trustees this week 


agreed to enter negotiations to buy property in order to en- 
large the Crumley retention basin. 


The board Tuesday night authorized Village Mgr. Robert J. 


Epplcy to ntcmpt to purchase five parcels adjoining the ba- 
sin, on the cast side of Bussc Road, south of Central Road. 


Plans call for the rectangular-shaped basin, which cur- 


rently holds up to 40 acre-feet of water, to be expanded to an 
L-shapo, with a capacity of 70-acre feet. An acre-foot of water 
Is defined as the amount contained in one acre of land, a foot 
in depth. 


The Crumley basin Is used to retain water after a storm to 


keep Wcllcr Creek from overflowing its banks. 


Epplcy said "the money Is there and the need is there" in 


describing expansion of the retention basin as "a high priority 
Hem." If the village Is unable to agree on a purchase price 
with the adjoining property owners, it could turn to con- 
demnation. Some $75,000 has been set aside for land pur- 
chase. 


Basin, seiver completed 


Epplcy this week also announced completion of two other 


flood-control measures: A retention basin along Lawrence 
Lane and a storm sewer on Lonnquist Boulevard. 


The retention basin, which measures six to eight acre-feet, 


Is Intended to relievo flooding in the Lawrence Lane-Meier 
Road area, which Is considered the most flood-prone neighbor- 
hood in the village. Bills have not yet been submitted, but the 
basin Is estimated to cost $65,000 to $80,000. 


The Lonnquist storm sewer extends from Robin Lane and 


Wavcrly Avenue north to Lonnquist, then east two blocks to 
We-Go Trail, where it proceeds north to Weller Creek. Esti- 
mated cost Is $133,000. While the sewer is installed, street 
restoration Is yet to be completed.

MRS. ROSEN ADDED that the district 


should take a more active role in IASB 
activities by attending conventions to 
promote Dist.

tioned how staying in the organization 
can benefit the district if information the 
IASB puts out can be obtained without 
membership.

tice of providing towel service at junior high schools so 
youngsters can shower after physical education classes. 


The board Tuesday night authorized district administration 


to secure towel service bids by the next meeting of the board, 
Sept. 16. A decision on the towel service Is expected by the 
board's first meeting In October. 


Preliminary estimates secured by Arthur Perry, assistant 


superintendent for administrative services, showed that towel 
service for the district's five junior high schools would cost 
the district approximately 123,000 per year. 


Another option the board will consider will be providing the 


towel service, but charging parents a yearly fee for it, esti- 
mated to run about $6 per child. 


Since the board decided to save money by eliminating the 


towel service, children in the district have not been required 
to take showers after physical education, but could bring a 
towel from home If they wanted to shower. 


Board member Avis Wold, who urged the board to reconsi- 


der the towel service, said, "We're teaching hygiene in theory, 
but not in practice." 


Busing policy studied 


The board will also retook at its policy of not paying for the 


busing of open transfer students. 


The board's policy committee will discuss the problem this 


Monday at 7:30 p.m. at the district administration center, 
2123 S. Arlington Heights Rd. in Arlington Heights. 


Also on the committee's agenda Is discussion of district 


goals for the coming year and job descriptions for building 
principals. 


The district's "open transfer" policy allows a student to 


attend a school out of his boundary area at no charge, how- 
ever parents are responsible for transportation to and from 
the school. 


Boundary study weighed 


A decision Is expected by the board's first meeting in Octo- 


ber on whether the board will appoint a committee to study 
the boundaries in the entire district. 


The board requested the administration prepare technical 


data on population trends in the district. Based on the data, 
the board will decide whether to look Into changing school 
attendance boundaries dlstrlctwlde. 


The possibility of reworking district boundaries follows a 


recent board decision that shifted boundaries in the Mount 
Prospect John Jay School area, sending some Mount Pros- 
pect school children Into DCS Plaines schools. 


The move, made necessary due to overcrowding at Jay, 


brought a wave of protest from DCS Plaines residents.

trade-in of the superintendent's present four-year-old Che- 
vellc. 


Tho car Is expected to be a sub-compact. The Dist. 59 su- 


perintendent, as per contract, is provided with a car for dis- 
trict business. 


Enrollment below estimate 


Erviti reported that 10,524 students attended District 59 on 


the first day of school Tuesday with an estimated one or two 
per cent absent. 


Erviti said enrollment was "slightly below" what was pro- 


jected for the 1974-75 school year, about 10,850. 


Erviti also praised district staff, especially the custodial 


staff, for extra effort In getting two schools ready for opening 
which had been remodeled extensively over the summer. 


Both Dempster and Grove Junior High Schools wero remod- 


eled over the summer and work was finished only days before 
schools were scheduled for opening. 


New secton in handbook 


A new section to the district administrative handbook, deal- 


Ing with building administrators' responsibilities regarding the 
fulfillment of state educational requirements was narrowly 
approved 4-3. 


The new policy makes it the principal's responsibility to 


"assure himself that the mandates have been carried out by 
the faculty assigned to his building." 


The principals will now be required to sign a statement 


every year, certifying that state mandates have been fulfilled 
during the year by their staff. 


Erviti came under fire by some board members earlier this 


year when the district was not given instant accreditation 
following an evaluative visit by a team from the Office of the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction. 


Some board members held Erviti directly responsible for 


discrepancies which delayed accreditation to the district.

In Wheeling, shop students at London 


Junior High School are using regular 
classroom desks as draftsmen's tables 
because the real thing has not been in- 
stalled. And Holmes Junior High School 
students are meeting In makeshift home 
economics and shop classrooms, prob- 
ably until early November. 


The problem is that the cement truck 


driver's strike and problems In obtaining 
materials this summer held up construc- 
tion of additions to each school to accom- 
modate the new home arts program In 
Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21. 


CLASSES BEGAN IN the district last 


week, which serves Wheeling and Buffalo 
Grove, portions of Arlington Heights and 
Mount Prospect. 


Despite a decided lack of facilities, the 


program has been implemented, with 
students and teachers working around 
the difficulties caused by the delay in 
completing the home arts wings. 


At London, the new addition is basical- 


ly finished and appliances for home eco- 
nomic classes and machines for shop 
classes should go In soon. However, con- 
struction at the-other two schools is not 
expected to be finished for several weeks. 


"We'd prefer of course to be hi the new 


wing and teaching home ec this way is 
not easy, but it's not impossible," said 
Lois Fisher, home economics teacher at 
Cooper, where 120 home arts students 
meet in four sections in the school's 
learning center. 


Larry Weaver, principal of Cooper, 


said he was told the addition there would 
be finished by Sept. 1. On Sept. 1, he was 
told it would be Sept. 15. "We'll see what 
they (contractors and the district archi- 
tect) say Sept. 15," he said. 


CLASSROOM SPACE IS limited at 


Cooper, with an increase of 60 students 
swelling the pupil population to about 800 
this year. The addition to Cooper in- 
cludes three regular classrooms intended 
to ease cramped conditions. 


James Johnson, principal of Holmes, 


isn't expecting to move into the new 
wing there before Nov. 1, although he 


told The Herald he has not been given a 
definite date by the architect. 


Like students at the other three 


schools, home arts pupils at Holmes are 
beginning the year with textbook work 
that doesn't require them to use equip- 
ment that is still unavailable. Johnson 
said the first half of the year probably 
will be spent "learning the basics" be- 
fore students become involved in actual- 
ly making projects. 


So far, none of the principals have . 


heard serious objections from students 
about the entirely co-ed classes. 


"A few boys have said 'Oh, boy — I'm 


in home ec,' but once they get into cook- 
ing, I think they'll really like it," said 
London principal Gerald Kiffel. 


WOODSHOP, DRAFTING, electricity, 


metalworking, plastics and home me- 
chanics comprise the curriculum for 
shop students. 


The broad home economics curriculum 


includes, besides cooking and sewing,- 
family living, career education, consumer 
education, safety education, nutrition, in- 
terior decorating, personal hygiene and 
human ecology.

Library will be built on site 
Central School demolition set soon

The days of the 47-year-old Central 


School building in downtown Mount Pros- 
pect are numbered. The school is sched- 
uled to undergo demolition shortly to 
make way for a public library. 


The Mount Prospect Village Board 


Tuesday night made It official: The vil- 
lage will buy the landmark school to pro- 
vide a site for expanded library facil- 
ities. 


The board unanimously, minus ab- 


sentee Trustee Marie L. Caylor, agreed 
to purchase the school, at Central Road 
and Main Street, for $675,000. The price 
Includes $30,000 for two seven-foot strips 
of right-of-way the village claimed two 
years ago to provide turn lanes at the 
Central-Main intersection. Not Included 
in the cost is an estimated $30,000 for 
demolition, which will be arranged by 
the present owners, Alexander and Eliza- 
beth Magnus, who will be reimbursed by 
the village. 


The $645,000 land cost'is $20,000 higher 


than the village initially offered for the 
site, based on appraisals of the property. 


MAYOR ROBERT D. Telchert said the 


extra expense Is "certainly appropriate" 
because of the legal expense, savings in 


halting condemnation proceedings. The 
village had sued the Central School own- 
ers on June 21 when negotiations stalled, 
but talks proceeded and eventually 
agreement was reached. 


The current library, at 14 E. Busse 


Ave., is cramped for space, according to 
library officials. The timetable calls for 
tearing down the Central School building 
in the near future and breaking ground 
for the new structure next spring, with

The Arlington Heights Park District 


will get title to 52 acres of the Nike Base, 
Central and Wllkc roads, by the end of 
September, It was announced Wednesday 
by the office of U.S. Rep. Philip M. 
Crane, R-12th. 


Edward Murnano, a Crane aide, said 


they received a telephone call from the 
White House late Wednesday afternoon 
to confirm reports that the transfer of 
the land would take place shortly. 


It was also reported that presidential 


counselor Dean Burch is expected to at- 
lend the ceremony at the base, tentative- 
ly scheduled for Sept. 29. Burch will be 
representing President Gerald Ford who 
had been Invited by Crane two weeks ago 
to make the formal deed transfer. 


T1IE 32 ACRES was originally set 


aside for construction of Navy housing. 
The plan was dropped last year in the 
face of concerted opposition by local resi- 
dent* and area legislators, Including 
Crane and U.S. Senators Adlnl Stevenson 
and Charles Percy. 


The announcement brings the park dis- 


trict's holding of the site to 63 acres. 
Last Aug. 13 acres outside the perimeter 
fence was given to the district. 


The park district hopes to obtain con- 


trol of the entire site for construction of 
a $1 million golf course.

Hanson said tho meeting had been 
scheduled for an August date but was 
postponed because Walchlrk was out of 
town. 


THE PETITION for the meeting was 


passed around to Whig Street neighbors 
about a month ago by George Svctanoff 
and his wife, 204 W. Wing. 


Svetanoff sold his main objection to 


the proposed site Is that he thinks It Is 
not zoned for such a project. Several of 
the other Wing Street residents inter- 
viewed by Tho Herald Wednesday also 
Indicated objections to tho proposed se- 
nior citizen project. 


Some said they objected to the possi- 


bility that the housing authority might 
move to have the property owned by Leo 
M. Schwarz, 304 W. Wing St., condemned 
If Schwarz will not sell. The Schwarzs, 
who hove lived on that property for 
about 30 years, said they arc unsure 
what they will do.

Gas price wars and premiums are gone... 


now all you get is gas at set high prices

The average motorist has lost the 


leverage he once enjoyed when full- 
fledged, knock-down, drag-out price 
wars brought the cost of u gallon of 
gasoline tumbling down. 


Now, however, that phenomenon 


appears to be a definite thing of the 
past. Gasoline probably will be get- 
ting more expensive — not less — 
and there will be no' return to cus- 
tomer-attracting premiums so popu- 
lar a few years ago. 


"We're concerned with getting rid 


of our allocations. We don't worry 
about pricing at all," said Bob Horel, 
for seven years a mechanic at Ger- 
ry's Super Shell, Algonquin and Elm- 
hurst roads on the Mount Prospect- 
Elk Grove Village border. 


"WE'RE SUPPOSED to be run- 


ning a service station, not a dime 
store," said Chuck Nauert, owner for 
11 years of Chuck's Marathon across 
the street, 


"Gas prices will go down when ev- 


erything else goes back to normal, 
'like rents and the price of milk," 
said an employe of Allstar Car Wash, 
which leases the Standard Station on 
the corner opposite the other two sta- 
tions. 


Once, these three stations might 


have been embroiled in a major 
battle over customers by slicing 
prices and generally trying to outdo 
the others by offering special ser- 
vices and premiums. It was common 
for them to spend $50,000 per year on 
various promotions. 


It was a motorist's dream. Com- 


petition made the purchase of a gal- 
lon of gasoline a good buy. When one 
station lowered their price a few 
pennies the other stations lowered 
theirs too. When another station 
doubled or tripled free stamp alloca- 
tions the others did the same. 


Now, these and most other service 


station owners arc making money off 
the;gasoltae they sell in contrast to 
the old days when their main profits 
resulted from side services. So relief 
from higher prices is probably not in 
store for motorists. 


THE THREE STATIONS, in real- 


ity, are going about their own busi- 
ness. The Shell and Marathon sta- 
tions try to please the customer with

Although the heyday of gas price 


wars is over, there are still mini-bat- 
tles which enable motorists to find 
gas selling for 51.9 cents per gallon 
on one side of town and 60.8 on the 
other. 


Such a span is not to be found ev- 


erywhere, but a Chicago Motor Club 
survey shows that price differences 
of 4 to 5 cents per gallon are com- 
mon in most Illinois cities. 


In a recent week, a man began sell- 


ing a gallon of regular in Qulncy for 
51.9 — no services, short hours, but 
the cheapest price in town. A cut-rate 
station down the block was forced to 
match the price, and another in the 
area dropped prices from 54.9 to 53.9. 


Across town, a full-service brand- 


name station was selling a gallon of 
regular for 60.8. 


That same week, a spot check of 


stations across Illinois by the motor 
club showed these differences and 


only five stations in each town were 
checked, so it is likely the prices 
ranged even more widely than 
shown. 


AT GALESBURG, the cheapest sta- 


tion checked was selling a gallon of 
regular for 55.9 and the most expen- 
sive was 60.8; at Joliet the range was 
56.4 to 60.3; Springfield, 56.5 to 59.9; 
Waukegan, 54.9 to 58.9; Bloomington, 
55.9 to 59.9; Mattoon, 55.9 to 59.9; De- 
Kalk, 55.9 to 59.9; Kankakee, 56.9 to 
62.5; Rockford, 55.9 to 60.9; and Mo- 
line 57.9 to 59.9. 


There was a similar range on the 


price of premium. 


Gasoline dealers say the reasons 


for the differences stem not only 
from the services offered, but also 
from the philosophies and situations 
of each individual station operator. 


All Standard Oil dealers, for ex- 


ample, pay the company 33.6 cents 
for a gallon of regular gasoline. They

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Dist. 59 ivrapup 
Phys ed students 
may get towels 


The Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 Board of Education will 


reconsider Its decision of four years ago to abandon the prac- 
tice of providing towel service at junior high schools so 
youngsters can shower after physical education classes. 


The board Tuesday night authorized district administration 


to secure towel service bids by the next meeting of the board, 
Sept. 16. A decision on the towel service is expected by the 
board's first meeting In October. 


Preliminary estimates secured by Arthur Perry, assistant 


superintendent for administrative services, showed that towel 
service for the district's five junior high schools would cost 
the district approximately $25,000 per year. 


Another option the board will consider will be providing the 


towel service, but charging parents a yearly fee for it, esti- 
mated to run about $0 per child. 


Since the board decided to save money by eliminating the 


towel service, children In the district have not been required 
to take showers after physical education, but could bring a 
towel from home If they wanted to shower. 


Board member Avis Wold, who urged the board to reconsi- 


der the towel service, said, "We're teaching hygiene in theory, 
but not in practice." 


Busing policy studied 


The board will also retook at its policy of not paying for the 


busing of open transfer students. 


The board's policy committee will discuss the problem this 


Monday at 7:30 p.m. at the district administration center, 
2123 S. Arlington Heights Rd. In Arlington Heights. 


Also on the committee's agenda is discussion of district 


goals for the coming year and job descriptions for building 
principals. 


The district's "open transfer" policy allows a student to 


attend a school out of his boundary area at no charge, how- 
ever parents ore responsible for transportation to and from 
the school. 


Boundary study weighed 


A decision Is expected by the board's first meeting in Octo- 


ber on whether the board will appoint a committee to study 
the boundaries in the entire district. 


The board requested the administration prepare technical 


data on population trends In the district. Based on the data, 
the board will decide whether to look into changing school 
attendance boundaries districtwide. 


The possibility of reworking district boundaries follows a 


recent board decision that shifted boundaries in the Mount 
Prospect John Jay School area, sending some Mount Pros- 
pect school children Into DCS Plaines schools. 


The move, made necessary due to overcrowding at Jay, 


brought a wave of protest from Des Plaines residents. 


Erviti to get new car 


A request to purchase a new car for Supt. James Erviti was 


approved by the board. 


The board authorized an expenditure of up to $3,000 plus 


trade-In of the superintendent's present four-year-old Che- 
vcllc. 


The car is expected to be a sub-compact. The Dist. 59 su- 


perintendent, as per contract, is provided with a car for dis- 
trict business. 


Enrollment below estimate 


Erviti reported that 10,524 students attended District 59 on 


the first day of school Tuesday with an estimated one or two 
per cent absent. 


Erviti said enrollment was "slightly below" what was pro- 


jected for the 1974-75 school year, about 10,850. 


Erviti also praised district staff, especially the custodial 


staff, for extra effort In getting two schools ready for opening 
which had been remodeled extensively over the summer. 


Both Dempster and Grove Junior High Schools were remod- 


eled over the summer and work was finished only days before 
schools were scheduled for opening. 


Neiv secton in handbook 


A new section to the district administrative handbook, deal- 


ing with building administrators' responsibilities regarding the 
fulfillment of state educational requirements was narrowly 
approved 4-3. 


The new policy makes It the principal's responsibility to 


"assure himself that the mandates have been carried out by 
the faculty assigned to his building." 


The principals will now be required to sign a statement 


every year, certifying that state mandates have been fulfilled 
during the year by their staff. 


Erviti came under fire by some board members earlier this 


year when the district was not given instant accreditation 
following an evaluative visit by a team from the Office of the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction. 


Some board members held Erviti directly responsible for 


discrepancies which delayed accreditation to the district.

Schools, Omni-House join 
in career-service program 


A little practical experience should 


help Buffalo Grove High School students 
make career decisions this year In a co- 
operative program offered by the school 
and Omnl-House: Youth Services Bureau 
in Wheeling.

House to fill both a need for volunteer 
service in the communities served by the 
counseling agency and allow students to 
get some exposure to several professions 
before entering college. 


A group of about 27 Wheeling High 


School students participated In the pro- 
gram last year and because it was suc- 
cessful, it was decided to open it up to 
BGHS students. 


The opportunities for community ser- 


vice have been expanded this year, said 
Peter Dlgre, Omni-House executive di- 
rector. 


Digre said several more local business- 


es have agreed to cooperate In the pro- 
gram along with community govern- 
mental agencies. 


Omni-House has applied for a federal 


grant of $20,000 with matching funds to 
finance and continue the project. Digre 
said word has not been received on wheth- 
er the grant has been approved.
